BE IT REMEMBERED, That, on this day, at the place above named, 
being the time and place designated by Law for the assemblage of 
the Legislature of the State of Mississippi, the members elect of: the 
House of Representatives convened in the Representative Hall, at 12 
o'clock, m., and were called to order by Mr. Wall, the member elect 
from the county of Amite; and on his motion, Mr. J. W. King, of 
Coahoma county, was called to the Chair, for the purpose of orga- 
nizing the House, —E. P. Russell acting as Clerk. 

Upon a call of the roll, and a quorum being present, the Clerk 
proceeded to call the counties, alphabetically, and the following gen- 
tlemen presented themselves to the Chairman, and took the oath 
prescribed by the Constitution :

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‘GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 
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FELLow. CITIZENS or THE. SENATE, 
i; . AND OF THE HOUSE or REPRESENTATIVES: 


I have been .uriexpectedly, and under peculiar circumstances, 
called to discharge the duties of Chief Executive Magistrate of 
your State, + “>. 

“Phe Constitution makes it obligatory on me, as such officer, to 
recommend’ to the: consideration of the Legislature, such measures 
‘as I may déem necessary and expedient. And, in the performance 
‘of that duty, I desire to call your attention, in the first place, to the 
propriety of passing an act, referring to the people a change in the 
organic law, so as to prevent, in future, an interregnum in the execu- 
tive department of the State. On the 3d day of February, 1851, 
-one of ‘my ‘predecessors (Gov. Quitman,) from motives highly hon- 
orable to’ himself, aid, as he conceived, from a proper regard to, what 
was due to the honor and dignity of a sovereign State, resigned the 
“office of Chief Magistrate, The duties of that station devolved upon 
the Hon. John I. Guion, by virtue of his office as President of the 
Senate, But at the general election on the 3d and 4th days of No- 
vember last, his ‘senatorial term expired, and with it, as a conse- 
‘quenced, the executive office with which he had been invested; and 
from that time uütilthe Senate was convened, by virtue of the proe- 
Jlamation-of the Secretary of State, and a President elected by that 
body, there was no one authorized to exércise.the functions of Chiet 
«Magistrate. I-am not aware of any serious detriment to the public 
service having occurred in this particular instance, more than the 
delay in issuing commissions, and approving the bonds of the various 
‘officers élected by thé people; but when is is remembered that upon 
the Executive devolves the duty of taking care that the laws be 
faithfully executed; that he is invested in certain cases with power to 
grant reprieves and pardons, tó remit fines and stay the collection of 
forfeitures; that he is the kegper of the great seal of the State, with 
power to issue commissions, and. fill vacancies, the necessity of so 
‘providing: by an amendment to the constitution, that the officé shall 
névet-becóme vacant, will readily occur to any one,’ E would there- 
fore supgest the propriety of passing a law, recommending to the 

eople at the next general election, a change in the Constitution, 
brovidiog that the President of the Senate or the Speaker of the

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House of Representatives, when they should be invested with the 
executive office, accarding to the Constitution, should hold and exer- 
cise the duties of the same, until the Governor, elected by the people, 
should be regularly installed: or, if it should be considered more 
advisable, to provide for the election of a Lieutenant Governor, to 
exercise the duties of President pf the Senate, and to act as Governor 
of the State, when by death, removal or resignation, that office should 
become vacant. In connection with this subject, I herewith transmit 
to the Legislature, a Report from the Secretary of State upon this 
subject. l : 

I herewith submit to the Legislature a Report of the Auditor -of 
Public Accounts, giving full and highly satisfactory statements of 
the condition of the finances of the State, From this repórt, it will 
be seen, that the sums collected and paid into the Treasury during 
the fiscal year 1850, amounted to the sum of $424,033 05; and the 
sums collected and paid in the year 1851, amounted to the sum of 
$221,200 21; and that there has during these periods, been disbursed 
in obedience to Jaw, the sum of $519,510 63, leaving in the Treasury 
on the 11th day of December, 1851, a balance amounting ta the 
sum of $525,940 88; subject to such appropriations as may be og- 
dered by legislative enactment, For details, I respectfully refer you 
to the Report of the Auditor of Public Accounts. . ipee 

Owing to severe family affliction, the late Auditor has not fin- 
ished his biennial report. When received by this Department, 
which is expected in a few days, it will be communicated td the 
Legislature. 

3 have no alterations to suggest in relation to the laws heretofore 
passed in relation to the collection.of the Public Revenue. - The 
officers charged with the performance of these duties, so far as has 
been made known to the executiye deparíment, have performed them 
with as much skill and efficiency, as at any former period; and the 
condition of the public treasury gives the most gratifying assurance 
of the ability and integrity with which the financial department of 
the State Government has been managed. - +- i da a 

By an act of the Legislature, approyed March 9th, 1850, entitled, 
“fan act to promote common schools in the seyeral counties in, this 
State,” the sum of $200,000 was appropriated to be distributed 
amongst the different counties in the State, for the purposes and upon 
the conditions, prescribed in ¿he act. : A EP 

By the 2d section of the act, it was made the duty of the asses, 
sors of taxes in the several counties, to make an, accurate enumera- 
tion of all the free white children in their respective counties, who 
were over six, and under twenty yéars of age; that said enumeration 
should be transmitted to the Auditor of Public Accounts, who should 
thereupon apportion the sum amonget the different counties, áqcord- 
ing to the number of children entitled to schooling under tlie provi- 
sions of said act. In consequence of the enumeration not having 
been furnished according to the provisions of the 2d section of the 
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15 
act, the Auditor of Public Accounts has not been enabled.to appor- 
tion the sum appropriated by the "Legislature as was intended: and 
said sum of, money yet remains in the Treasury, subject ta -be paid 
out whenever the enumeration required by the law, ¿shall have been 
made; or subject to such changes and. modifications as the Legisla- 
ture may tliink proper to. make. -.By the Sth section of that act, it 
was provided that the fund, when distributed to the several counties, 
should be loaned ont under the supervision of the Boards of Police, 
or the School Commissioners of said counties. - . 
. Experience has proven that public funds, when loaned.out in small 
sums, under the direction of public officers, have either been lost, or 
so endangered, that the delays and expenses incident to their collection 
have materially depreciated the fund, In spite of all the guards 
thrown around it by' public enactment, a degree of favoritism will 
exist, prompting the agents to accommodate friends, and those suffer- 
ing most for the want of maney ;,improper indulgences will be given, 
or insufficient securities taken ; and thus a fund appropriated under 
the influences of an expansive charity, highly creditable to the peo- 
ple's representatives, and, intended for the enlightenment of the rising 
generation, may in a few years be squandered, and utterly fail in con- 
ferring upon the people the blessings for which it wasintended. We 
need not go beyond the limits of our own State for lessons of expe- 
rience upon this subject, and*they are abundant to prove that sums 
of money, when entrusted even to those who have a direct interest 
in their preservation, for the purpose of being !oaned out, are in great 
danger of being lost, eithet from negligence or an undue confidence 
in others; and in order to avoid any risk of this character, 1 would 
recommead to the Legislature, so ta amend the act, as to make it the 
duty of the State Treasurer, with the approval of the Governor, to 
invest the whole fund in Government Stock, and that the interest 
arising thereupon, be annually divided among the several counties, 
pursuant to the spirit of said law. i 

The State University is an Institution properly cherished by the 
people, as affording the means of a finished education within our 
own borders; and I am happy to inform you that it is in a prosperous 
éondition. Our people are beginning to awake to the great impor- 
tance of educating their sons, amidst the institutions peculiar to the 
Southern States; and whilst they are unwilling to expose them to 
the contaminating influences and gratuitous insults to which they 
would be liable as citizens of a slaveholding State, while seeking the 
means of an education abroad, they have learned the true economy 
of spending their money within the State, and of encouraging insti- 
tutions reared by ourselves. :The Report of the ‘Trustees of the 
University, will be Jaid before you in due season; und I sincerely 
hope, if it shall be found that further legislative enactment is neces- 
sary to advance the prosperity or extend the beneficial influences of 
the Institution, that it will meet with prompt and efficient action on 
your part. mM i 
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The Report of the Commissioners of the Lunatic Asylum, will 
-exbibit the progress of that work since the last appropriation, its 
‘present eondition, and the amount of appropriation necessary to com- | 
‘plete itand render it fit forthe purposes for which it was intended. 
It could not reasonably have been expected that a Hospital for the 
‘Tnsane, designed às à monument of the charity and enlightened phi- 
Janthropy of the State, could have been finished for the sums already 
«expended upon it. “A considerable amount will yet-be required to 
finish and put it in a condition for” the reception-of those children of 
anisfortune for whose benefit it was designed, and the question is now 
to be settled whether-it-is Better to' let it remain in its present condi- 
tion, and ‘risk the toss of the money already expended ‘upon it, or 
lo make a appropriation necessary to complete and put it in ope- 

It will be proper to mention that when the appropriation was 
¿nade, it was intended that ihe State should- furnish the brick for the 
building; but the condition of the affairs in the ‘Penitentiary was

- In intimate connection with this subject; I refer with great pleasure 
to the ‘Institution, established by the Legislature, for the support and 
education of the Blind. The Report of thé Commissioners will be 
presented, showing that the Institution is‘under good management, 
and is conferring Great benefits ipon añ Unfortunate class of individ- 
uals, who are entitled to our warmest sympathies, Such institutions 
stand as noble monuments of legislative munificence, and entitle their 
founders, as well as those who aid ‘in carrVing them into shevessful 
operation, to the lasting gratitude of the country.

‘One other institution of ‘a kindfed charactéY is still wanting to 
complete the list of noble charities so charácteristic of- southern 
generosity :^ I refer to'an asylum forthe deaf and dumb: The poor 
maté, who is permitted to "gaze-upon the beauties of nature, but 
whose énr& arp forever closed to the'sweet melody which Providence 
has ordaided, to gladden the human heart, and whose tongue has 
never learned to hold social’ converse with -his fellow-¿réatúres, or 
even to unite in práises to the Most High, is a subject to claim our 
anxious solicitude, and prompt ux to some action to ameliorate their 
condition; whilst they ean only be taught to appreciate the bounties 
of Providence, and the'seheme of: Redemptioh, by teaching them 
to read. Let us not withhold from them this exalted privilege, so 
franght with‘ happiness to all whe enjoy ity benefits; and, whilst 
they ¿an only.converse with their fellow-creatures and enjoy that

e I would, therefore, recommend that a small appropriation be 
made, similar to the one made for the benefit of the Blind, in order, 
to employ a teacher or teachers and found a school, for the benefit” 
ofthis class of our people, which may be changed ot enlarged as:

stitution the people of Mississippi may justly feel that they have done’ 
everything which could be done by Legislative enactment to edu-.

In view ofthe intimate connexion between this and the institu- 
tion for the Blind, I respectfully suggest that the two might be blend- 
edi under one general supervision, thereby lessening the expense to 
the State, without detriment to either. = 

Atthe session of the Legislature of 1846, much alarm prevailed 
on the subject of the small pox, and by the act of 2d March 1846, 
a vaccine depot and agency was established at the city of Jackson,. 
with an annual salary of $400, to be paid tothe agent, The causes 
for this alarm have long since passed away, and the report of ¿Ke 
agent, which is herewith transmitted, will show that the State is 
expending a sum of money wholly disproportioned to the necessities 
ofthe case, the vaccine matter being accessible to all at a trifling 
expense. Therefore, I submit to the Legislature the propriety of 
abolishing the office of vaccine Agent, and saving the expensein 
future. 

In many of the Reports herewith transmitted there is nothing 
which requires special comment. In reference to the Penitentiary, 
I would suggest the propriety of adding mackinery equal to the 
capacity ofthe building and the engine, for the purpose of manufac- 
turing cotton and woolen goods. 'Fhis will necessarily lessen the 
expenses arising from the employment of superintendents and 
guards, the inmates will be confined within the walls ofthe.prison, 
and the employment of tbe convicts wili not only be more profitable 
to the State, but, fromthe nature ofthe employment, they will cease 
to compete with the honest and hard-working mechanic, who dili- 
gently labors for the support of a family, and who is everywhere es- 
timated as being amongst the most useful members of society. The 
highly intelligent gentleman who for four years past, has had the 
superintendence of’ the State prison, has labored unceasingly, not 
only to employ the convict labor ina way to promote the best inter- 
ests of the State, but to’ provide, by all possible means, for the health 
and security of the prisoners, and for as much of personal comfort as 
was compatible with their situation, The true object of prison dis- 
cipline is the réformation of the convict, and totreat him with hu- 
manity; to give him such moral and religious instruction as his sit- 
vation affords, and to make him feel that although degraded by a con- 
viction, he P a with hopesthat reach beyond the term of 
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my predecessor, Governor Quitman, appointed 
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his imprisonment, and is believed to be a policy not only dictated by, 
humapity, but one which springs from a due regard to the best in- 
terests of society. ai ot l 

By an act of the Legislature, passed on. the 19th of February, 1850 
the Governor was authorized and required to purchase a block of 
stone, of apt and suitable dimensions, for the Washington National 
-Monument, to be suitably inscribed, and presented in the name of the 
State to the National Monument Society. : : 

This duty. has been promptly and cheerfully performed by my 
predecessors. . The stone has been prepared and forwarded in the 
name of the State to the President of the Society, with the following. 
engraved upon it, iu deep Roman letters: “The State of Mississippi 
to the Father of his Country, A. D. 1851,” and also the Coat. uf 
Arms and Great Seal ofthe State. ‘Thus hasthe State of Missis- 
sippi, beside her sister States of the Confederacy, contributed to reat 
a monument to the memory of George Washington. —

By the act of 4th March, 1846, it was made the duty of the Sec- 
retary oi State to have prepared and furnished to the several Clerks 
of Probate, of this State, “a uniform standard of weights and meas- 
ures,” so soon as, practicable, according to the provisions of act of 
Congress, establishing a uniform standard of wejghis and measures 
for the United States. This duty has pot been performed, as will, 
appear by the Report ofthe Secretary upon that subject, herewith 
transmitted, in consequence of no appropriation haying been made to 
enable him to do so. | 1, therefore, recommend to the Legislature 
the propriety of making an appropriation, in order to carry into ef- 
fect the act referred to. — 

The Report of the same officer upon the subject of the Chicka- 
saw school lands exhibits the number of acres confirmed to the State. 
in lieu of the sixteenth sections, the number of acres disposed of, and 
the sums of money realized therefor. Tam not apprized that any 
further legislation is necessary upon this subject, bless it be to re- 
duce the minimum price of the land, so as to afford a reasonable ex- 
pectation that it will be disposed of withina few years, and the pre- 
ceeds be made available for the purposes intended. 

Ideem it proper to call your attention to an act passed 9th March, 
1850, authorizing the Judges ofthe High Court of Errors and Ap- 
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* peals to meet anaually, on:tlis 3d Monday in June, in the town of 
Oxford, to receive written,:and to hear oral-argument of causes, and: 
fixing their compensation for;such service at $500 per annum. I 
have. been informed that, in consequence of the nón-atteridance of the 
members ofthe Bar, no such court has been held:as the one contem- 
plated by the act; and, as it has wholly failed to accomplish the pur- 
poses for which it was intended, I would recommend its repeal. 

In connexion with this subject, it is proper to state, thaton the Ist 
day of October last, the Hon. William L. Sharkey, who hasso long 
and so ably discharged the duties of Chief Justice of the State, re- — , 
signed; aud, fearing that there might be a failure in the December 
Term ofthe: Court, in-consequence of the non-attendance of one of ~% . 
the Judges, I appointed Colin S, Tarpley, Esq., asone ofthe Judges : 
of that Court, to act until the successor of Judge Sharkey should 
be élected and qualified. The appoiñtment was accepted by Col. 
Tarpley, at my selicitation, and upon the express understanding that 
he was to be relieved from the duties of the office at as early a day 
as practicable. After remaining upon the Bench until the Court 
adjourued to the 1st Monday in January, he resigned, upon the 
ground that the object ofthe appointment had been accomplished by 
the holding of the Court, and he was unwilling. to remain m office 
and receive the salary without being able to render any equivalent 
therefor in the way of public service, 

-The writ ofelection has been issued to fill the vacancy, and the 
election orderedto take place on the 19th day of the present month. 

On the 23d day of September last, the Hon, Jefferson Davis re- 
rigned his seat, as oné of the Senators in Congress from this State, 
and the Hon. John J. McRae has been appointed to serve in his 
placé, “until the meeting of the Legislature, and the election; of some 
one to fill the residue of the ‘term to which Col. Davis was elected. 

Mr. McRae, immediately after his appointment, repaired to 
Washington, where he is now engaged in the performance of his du- 
ties, as one of tlie Senators fromthis State.

The Report of the Commissioners of the Southern Railroad hgs 
not: yet been received; when it shall come to hand, it will be prompt- 
ly laid before you. That it is a work of great importance, not. only 
to the people residing in the eastern portion of the State, but (when 
taken in connexion with other improvements of a similar character.) 
to the country at large, will be readily perceived. . Atthe same time 
it must be admitted that large sums have already been expended, 
while, to all appearances, but little has been done towards the com: 
pletion of the work; and it may become a matter of serious inquity 
how far the State is benefitted in an effort to construct a great public 
work, through an agency that has no capital at stake, and isto derive 
no personal benefit from the enterprize. Terms of a liberal charac- 
ter have been offered by the Legislature to any private company who 
would undertake to complete the road. And from the fact that na 
offer has been made upon the terms proposed, I would suggest the 
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propriety of holding out still greater indiicements, in order.to baye: 
the road completed Sy. individual enterprize. : > ` ZR NC P 
` The subject of Saternal Improvements, generally, is at this time 
claiming a large skare: of public attention, not only in this, but in. 
most of the States ef the Union. NOM m 
The Constitutional power.of the General Government to make im- 
provements within the: States is a subject that has long been agitated. 
inthe Halls of Congress, and constitutes one ofthe principal .fea- 
tures upon which the two.great parties of the country are divided at 
the presenttime. The sentiment of a large portion of the American 
people being opposed to the exercise.of such power by Congress, 
‘throws upon the State Governments the necessity of aiding tbeircit- 
izens, as far as isconvenient and practicable todo so, in constructing 
such works of internal improvement as may have a tendency to de- 
velop the agricultural resources, and promote the commerce of the 
country. We, very properly, deny to the General Government tlie 
right of exercising any powers not clearly delegated in the Consti- 
tution, and perhaps no power has ever been claimed by Congress so 
liableto:abuse as the.one under consideration, whereby large sums 
of money may be drawn from the pockets of the people, to be squan- 
“dered upon schemes calculated to corrupt the States and control the 
‘patronage of the Government, or for the creation of a great national 
debt, thereby imposing upon the country the necessity of high pro- 
tective tariffs, for the purpose of liquidating it, and building up the 
manufacturing, at the expense of the agricultural and commercial 
interests of the country. uva a 
But whilst our safety asa sovereign State consists in a firm oppo- 
“sition to the exercise of any such powers upon the part of the Federal 
Government, we should at the same time remember that the*duty 
of providing far the wants ofthe country, by a liberal, but judicious 
system of internal improvements, isimperatiye upon the State Govern- 
ment.. A noa s : ‘ 
It has been buta few years since the-first railroad was construc- 
tad in this country, and then, for the want of experience, and the high 
price of materials, it was considered of doubtful expediency. But 
time and. repeated experiments have tested their great utility; until now, 
theré are upwards often thousand miles of railroad, built at-a cost of 
more than three hundred millions of-dollars, in successful operation in 
the various States of the Union, and perhaps half as, many more 
miles projected.aud in the course of construction. They traverse re- 
gious of country. heretofore considered as worthless, in consequence 
of their remoteness from market, developing their agricultural and 
mineral resources, and giving tothem a value équal to the- most fa- 
vored regions, by bringing a market for their produce almost tó the 
door of the producer ; and by affording the facilities for transporta- 
tion with speed, safety and economy, they invite emigration to- the 
country, adding immensely to the value of real estate; causing flour- 
ishing towns and villages to spring up as by magic in the wilderness, 
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promoting the convenience and increasing the commerce and adding 
to the wealth of the-people, atthe same time enrichingthe coffers of 
the State. Nor have railroads had a less decided or beneficial ten- 
dency in building up manufactories by affording the means of sup- 
plying the raw material at a diminished cost, and of distributing the 
same when manufactured, to the consumers in every part of the 
State. I need scarcely dwell upon the great importance of having 
our staple products manufactured in our own borders, thereby saving 
to the people of the State, the vast amount now paid by them to sup- 
port the labor of other countries, as well as the cost of transportation, 
Insurance, commissions, exchanges and profits, all of which are paid 
by the consumer. There is no good reason why the people of Mis- 
sissippi should rely upon other States to furnish them with the cot- 
ton and woolen goods which they consume, when the materials ont 
of which they are manufactured, are so abundant at home, or look 
to other countries for supplies of shoes, hats, caps, paper, saddlery, 
furniture, carriages, dec. &c., when by opening railroad communi- 
eations with Néw Orleans, Mobile, Savannah and Charleston, the ma- 
terials as well as the machinery used in their manufacture, may be 
's0 easily conveyed into the State, and the profits of the labor, as well 
asthe incidental expenses be saved to «the country. Surely there 
-has been no previous time in our history, when the Southern States 
should use all the means at their command, ox struggle so earnestly 
to make themselves independent of those who seek to destroy our 
institutions, whilst they are growing rich upon the proceeds of our 
labor; and there is no other means,by which that can be accomplish- 
ed more readily than entering upon a well digested scheme ofinter- 
nal improvements, granting to our planting and commercial interests, 
all the facilitiesto be derived from the means of intercommunication 
"with our sister States of the South, and a ready and cheap access to 
‘those points whére our great staple finds the best market, by building 
manúfactories in our own State, and by opening a direct trade be- 
:tween the southern ports and the markets of Europe. Other south- 
ern States have progressed rapidly in their march to. independence 
‘by expending large sums in the construction of railroads, and by 
giving. proper encouragement to induce their citizens to establish 
manufactories; and already the enhanced value of their property, and 
the additions made thereby to the wealth, happiness and contentment 
of their citizens, -have fally demonstrated the wisdom of their policy; 
and Mississippi, with a population as intelligent, and blessed with as 
many Tesoúrces as the population of any other State, should not be 
found lagging behind tlie spirit of the age, or permit her sister States 
to outstrip hier, in'a contest for prosperity and independence. The 
expsrietice in other States has proven that great nndertakings of 
this character cannot be suecesstülly «conducted by individual enter- 
prize alone, and it requires. the means which the State only can 
command, united to those of private companies, to'put them in speedy 
atid suécessful operation ; and wherever this has been done, upon 


H 


well considered and practicable routes, in addition to the advantages 
derived from them by the country, the stockholders, both as a^ State, 
and as individuals, have realized handsome profits from the invest- 
ment; lands through which such roads pass, increase in ‘value suffi- 
cient to pay the coats of the road, whilst.their enhanced value, togeth- 
er with the increased consumption of every article of luxury furnish- 
ed by the road, materially tend to swell the resources ofthe State. 
But whilst I would respectfully urge upon the Legislature by ev- 
ery consideration copnected with our interest as a people, to give 
the most liberal encouragement to railroad enterprizes, by subscri- 
bing for stock, or otherwise, sound policy would dictate the proprie- 
ty.of not making any engagements beyond the means under our con- 
trol, nor of attempting to supply the deficiency by resorting to a gen- 
eral system of taxation. There are at present two great enterprizes 
projected within our State, which appeal more powerfully for assis: 
tance from the State than any others, because they are more intimate- 
ly connected with the general prosperity of the country, I refer to 
the Mobile and Ohio Raiload, which passes thioughten or more 
counties of the State, and as many more contiguous thereto and al- 
most equally interested in its construction, containing a white :popu- 
lation of over 100,000; and the New Orleans and Jackson Road, 
. which itis at present contemplated to extend io Nashville, in the 
State of Tennessee. Should this latter road be extended, it will pass 
through the entire State, from South to North, penetrating the heart 
of the mostfertile region of the State, that has heretofore found no 
outlet for its marketable products, except atan immense cost,-and 
placing the same in almost daily communication with New Orleans. 
‘These two great roads are designed, ag’ trunk roads, connecting the 
northern lakes with Mobile and New Orleans, and will, doubtless, at 
` sorag future day, bare many branches, connecting them with the va~ 
Tious portions of the country, and thereby contributing essentially to 
the convenience of townsand neighborhoods. Would it not be sound 
policy to. confine our assistance to those great roads until they- shall 
be completed, and then contribute the means left at our disposal, to 
aid in the construction of other roads, less important in their effects up- 
on the intereste of the country? I would suggest the propriety of the 
State becoming a stockholder in each of these roads, to the extent of 
its ability. ‘Thedivideods arising fromthe stock may he üsed in 
lessening the taxes imposed upon her citizens, and should she at aby 
time thiok proper to withdraw the capital to aid.in- the “conatraction 
of other enterprizes of a similar character, he stock may be. placed 
in market, and probably be dispoaed of at a premium: - ... 
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The means at the disposal of the State; beyond the amount of sur- 
pins money la the treasury, consista of the five -handred thousand 
acres of land donated to the State forthe purposes of internal jmprote- 
ment, lese 10,778 56-104 acres which haye been sold in. pursuance of 
the act of 23d February, 1849, as appeats by the report of the Secre- 


tary of State, accompanying this communication. [t was inténdod 
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ón the part of the general government, in making this donation to the 
State, to enable her to carry on a system vf internal improvements to 
develop her resources, and increase the prosperity of her citizens.. 

The State having accepted the demation according to the terms 
thereof, it isa matter ofserious: doubt with many intelligent per- 
sons, whether the bonds ofthe State, sold on account of the Plan- 
ters’ Bank, should be received in. payment for these lands, without 
the consent ofthe donor. Be that, hówever, as it may, the experi- 
ence of four years’ duration; has proven that the bonds ate not 
to be discharged upon terms prescribed by the Legislature, as there 
has only been paid of these borids and coupons, frorn the sale of the 
lands, the sum of $53,949 6I, for which amount the State stands 
indebted to the Internal Improvement Fund, which is more than 
counterbalanced by appropriations for locating these lands, inter- 
nal improvement purposes, taxés, &c. 

Tf these bonds constitute a valid debt against the State, of which E 
have no doubt, (and have as yet heard no valid argument to prove 
the contrary,) every principle of honor, integrity, and fair dealing, 
which, if possible, is more obligatory upon communities than upon 
individuals, imperatively demand that they should be paid, and ‘the 
means of payment should be promptly provided. It is equally ob- 
ligatory upon the State to apply the trust funds held" by her to the 
putposes for which they were intended:  If-it should be the intention 
of the Legislature to apply these lands to aid in the construction of 
the two great schemes of improvement herein referred to, or any oth- 
ers, it will become necessary to have the lands offered for sale at 
greatly reduced prices, such as will induce purchasers to come for- 
ward and take them, repealing that portion of the existing law au- 
thorizing the reception of the State bonds ia payment. It is believ- 
ed that these lands or large portions of them at least could be readily 
disposed of at reasonable prices, and it would be far better for the 
State to sell them'at low prices, and to derive the benefits accruing 
from their settlement and cultivation, as well as the taxes which 
would have to be paid upon them, than to hold them at prices which 
may not ‘be obtained for many yearáto come. Ifthese lands were dis- 
posed ofin the way herein indicated, the State might realize nearly 
or quite a million of doHars from this source, which would be of in- 
calculable advantage to the country, if judiciously applied to the con- 
struction of railroads. Another source of revenue to the State con- 
sists in the large amount of swamp lands granted. by the general 
government, by ah act of Congress, approved the 28th of September, 
1850, for the purpose of constructing necessary levees and drains to 
reclaim the swatfip and overflowed lands lying in this State, and 
included in the- above grant. It is believed that when the levees 
shall have been completed, that this land will become exceedingly 
valuable, and it would require but a small portion of the lands “for 
that purpose. The great importance attached to this grant, by Gov. 
Quitman, induced him, ‘on the 3d of February, 1851, in the absence 
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pf any authority by law to make regular appointments, to say to 
John Rayburn, Esq., of Panola county, that if he would look solely 
iothe Legislature for the confirmation of his acts in the premises 
and for compensation for his services, he could proceed to locate the 
Jands in question. On the 17th of February, Gov. Guion appoint- 
ed Mr. P. Bryan upon similar terms and conditions. These gen- 
Jlemen have been engaged in locating since that time, and have 
transmitted to this departmentan elaborate report of their progress. 
I would therefore recommend thatsuitable compensation be allow- 
ed them for their services, . 

The Register of the Land Office at this place, in pursuance of in- 
structions from the proper department at Washington, has submit- 
ted a report, containing a list of the overflowed lands in the Jackson 
Land District, which I herewith transmit, These lands have not 
yet been examiued and located fully by the agents appointed for that 
purpose; but, fram their location, and the known fertility of the soil, 
it may be fairly estimated that if judiciously disposed of, they will 
yield to the State a large amount of available means for internal im- 
provements, after defraying the expenses of making the levees and 
bringing them into market. The benefits calculated to accrue to 
the State from a judicious management of this grant, will, I am sure, 
induce you to deliberately examine the subject and adopt whatever 
course your wisdom may dictate that will be most likely to carry 
out the objects of the grant. The leveeing, or assisting to do so, of 
the Mississippi, is a matter that will claim your early attention. 
That work effectually done, andthe choicest body of land perhaps 
in the world for the production of our great staple, would be reclaim- 
ed and open to our people, thereby swelling our exports, increasing 
our revenue, and adding immensely to the wealth and resources of 
the State, as well as that of individuals. 

" Another matter worthy of serious consideration, is the propet 
mode of disposing of the lands forfeited to the State for the non- 
payment of taxes. In the 17th section of the act of the 9th of 
March, 1850, the Legislature made provision for the disposition of 
these lands by authorizing any person to redeem them after a given 


period; but such authority was coupled with conditions believed to ` 


be calculated to defeat the very object of the act; the purchaser could 
take neither mote nor less than a half section, when in many instan- 
ces not so much was owned by the State in one body, when, in other 
cases, to have disposed of a half section might have rendered the resi- 
due of the tract valueless. I would recommend the passage of a law 
in lieu thereof, authorizing these lands to be disposed of at very mod- 
erate prices, to be fixed by law, to any person whatever who might 
be inclined to purchase them, and in the same quantities in which 
they were acquired by the State. Itis believed that this course would 
enable the State to.dispose of lands forfeited for non-payment of taxcs, 
on favorable terms, subject the Jands again to taxation, and thereby 
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materially increase her revenue, which might also-be applied to 
purposes of internal improvement. 

The amount of money that gan be realized trom the 500,000 
acres of donated land, the swamp lands, and the lands forfeited to the 
State for the non-payment oftaxes, if disposed of in the manner above 
intimated, or in any other practicable manner, would be sufficient to 
carry on án extensive system of internal improvement for many years 
to come. But should they prove insufficient to answer the wants of 
the State, a resort might be had to another source for carrying on 
these improvements, which from the experience of other countries, 
could hardly be considered at this day, by any liberal minded person, 
as one of doubtful propriety. I allude to the taxation of real estate 
in the vicinity of these roads, for the purpose of aiding in their con- 
struction. That railroads have a certain tendency to increase the 
value of lands in the regions of country through which they pass, 
cannot admit of a doubt; and there is scarcely a road of any consid- 
erable extent, in any portion of the United States, where the lands 
lying contiguous to the road have not been increased in value suffi- 
cient to pay for its construction; and isthere anything unjust in equali- 
zing the burthens of those who are to be benefitted by the improve- 
ment? This plan of assessing taxes upon real estate to be benefitted . 
by improvements, for the purpose of aiding in their construction, has 
been decided by the courts of several of the States, as I am informed, 
to be constitutional, ——and it is a mode of carrying out great-works of 
internal improvement which has been freely resorted to by many of 
the States. 

Should the legislature, in its wisdom, conceive it proper to resort 
to this mode of taxation, 1 would suggest the propfiety of discrimina- 
ting between those lands lying within, say ten miles of the road, 
and those lying more than ten, but within twenty miles of it; and 
beyond this limit I would not.conceive it proper to go, as lands beyond 
that distance derive a benefit too uncertain to subject them to the 
burthen of taxation for the purposes referred to. 

The taxes, imposed as suggested, if any, should enure to the benefit 
of the tax-payer, by requiring the tax-collector to give to the tax-payer 
a receipt or certificate for the amount of railroad tax paid by him, 
which receipt or certificate should entitle the individual paying the 
tax, or the assignee, to stock in the Company, to the amount of the 
tax paid, to aid inthe construction of their road. 

‘Ia this way the burthen of taxation would fall only upon those who 
are not only benefitted by the enhanced value of their lands, but who, 
as stockholders, may also realize dividends of interest upon the invest- 
ment. : 

The lands donated by the government to aid in the construction 
of the Mobile and Ohio railroad, are held by the State for that pur- 
pose, and some legislative action will be necessary to enable the. 
ad to use them in the construction and completion of their 
Yogd. 
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It is proper for tne to state in this connection, that on the 12th day 
of February last, my predecessor, Gov. Guion, appointed Charles 
F. Mayerhoff, Esq., of Clarke county, an agent on the part of this 
State, to locate the lands thus granted. d : 

I would invite the attention ofthe Legislature to this subject at an 
early period of the session. n . 

The Commissioners of the New Orleans and Jackson railroad 
have not yet made any report as to the manner in which they have 
applied the two thousand dollars given them by the Legislature, to 
aid in surveying the route of said road. I have been informed, how- 
ever, by the President of the Board of Commissioners, that the sur- - 
veys have been completed from New Orleans to Jackson, and that 
the reports and estimates of the engineers are of the most fivorable 
character. "A 

I herewith submit to the Legislature for.their consideration, a 
letter from A. Hutchinson, and G. R. Fall, surviving partners of 
C. M. Price, proposing to sell the State one thousand copies of Hutch- 
inson's Code of Mississippi, at five dollars per copy. 

At your last regalar session, an act was passed appropriating two 
thousand dollars for the purposé of repairing the State capitol, and 
placing the same at the disposal of the Governor, to be by him ex- 
pended. ‘Phis duty has been efficiently complied with by my prede- 
cessors. 

In obedience tg an act passed at your last session, and approved 
the 9th March, 1850, the sum of two thousand dollars was placed at 
the disposal of the Governor, for the purpose of erecting. on some 
suitable part of the capitol square a brick building for an arsenal or 
place of deposit for the publicarms. Lam happy to be able to inform 
the Legislature that this duty was promptly performed by my prede- 
cessor, Gov. Quitman, and that the arms of the State are now se- 
curely deposited in an armory, which, while it was imperiously 
demanded for-their preservation and safe keeping, also adds to the 
beauty of the public grounds. 

I herewith transmit certain resolutions and other communications 
covering a variety of subjects, which 1 submit to your respectful 
consideration. 

1 herewith transmit to the Legislature the report of the Secretary 
of State in relation to certain amendments proposed to the Constita- 
tion, at your last regular session, and which were voted upon by the 
people at the last general election, which will, È hope, fully explain 
itwelf.  -- - : NE" e Pies 

By reference to the cetisus return, herewith transmitted, it will be 
seen that this State is entitled to an additional representative in Con- 
gress. I would respectfully call your attention to this subject, that 
you may take whatever steps you may think proper and necessary 
to secure a full -representation from this State, so soon asthe new

apportionment shall take effeét. © `- *- 
I herewith transmit a report from the Adjutant General, From 
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this report, it will be seen that the militia system is in a state of great 
derangemen! and disorganization, working no benefit to the people 
of the State, while it entajlg upon, the former considerable tax. I 
feel constrained, therefore, to recommend to the Legislature the pas- 
sage-of such laws. on this subject, as will materially improve the 
present system, or to abolish,it-entirely. É E 

Since the last regular session: of the Legislature, great excitement 
has prevajled throughout the country, growing out of the passage of 
a series of measures generally called the plan of adjustment, by the 
Congress of the United States, and the efforts made on the part of 
some of the citizens of the Northern. States, to resist its execution, and 
to defeat the only feature of the series intended for the benefit of the 
Sonthern States. i 

Deeply impressed with a sense of the great injustice done to the 
people of the South, by the passage of these measures, and in obedi- 
ence to what he conceived to be his bounden duty, in accordance with 
the 9th resolution of the series passed by the Legislature on the 5th 
of March, 1850; my predécessor, Governor Quitman, convered the 
Legislature in special session to take intó consideration the course 
to be pursued by this Siate for the security of her rights as a mem- 
ber of the confederacy. The Legislature passed.an.act for the call 
of a convention óf delegates, to be elected by the people, to take 
into consideration our State ani Federal relations, and to declare 
the will of the peoplein the most solemn and august manner- That 
Convention ‘met on the-second Monday in November last, and 
resolved that the people of Mississippi were willing to acquiesce 
in the messures of adjustment, as passed by the Congress of the 
United States. Whatever may be our individual opinions as to 
the wisdom of this resolution, we are bound to respect it as the 
voice of the people; and it is the duty of all good citizens, having 
at heart the quiet, peace, and good order of society, and who feel 
the necessity of union and harmony upon a great question in which 
their dearest interests are involved, to yield a willing and cheerful 
obedience to the will of the majority, when thus solemnly made 
known. “The day, I fear, is not far distant, when it will become 
necessary forthe Southern States lo unite for the protection of their 
constitutional rights—nay, for the preservation of their existence 
as a people ; but from all considerations connected with the past, it 
is time that all further agitation should cease, not only in the Na- 
tional and State Legislatures, but in the primary assemblies of the 
people. The country requires repose after the intense excitement 
which has agitated the public mind for the last two years, and it 
could derive no benefit from a course which would be only caleu- 
lated to embitter the animosities of different sections, and keep 
alive the asperity of rival parties. 

These matters, connected with the compromise, constitute a 
portion of the history óf the country, and are familiar to the minds 
of our people, and I only refer to them ia order to impress upon the 
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. Legislature the necessity of passing such measures as wil tend 
make our State independent. Such as giving liberal encourage- 
meht to manufacturing enterprize, and promoting the efforts now 
being made for a direct trade between foreign .countries and our 
Southern seaport cities. A well digested series of measures of this 
character would not only render us more independent as a State, 
anà prosperous as a people, but would also convince the people 
of the North that it was to their interest to carry out in good faith 
a compromise forced upon the South contrary to its wishes, and iu 
spite of its remonstrances, and do more than anything else to pre- 
serve the integrity of the Constitution, perpetuate€he Union, and 
promote harmony between the States. 5 

I have thus, in the discharge of $ dóty imposed upon me by the 
Constitution, given you all the information in relation to the püblic 
service to be found in the Executive Department, or that has been 
communicated to me during the very short time in which 1 have 
discharged the duties of Chief Magistrate of the State. ] have 
also laid before you for legislative action, such matters as 1 consid- 
ered necessary for the public good, and I fervently pray that in the 
consideration of these, as well as all other mattérs upon which you 
may be called to act, wisdom and harmony may preside over yóur 
deliberations, and that all your actions may lpm to the good 
of your constituents, and to the glory and welfare of our commo 


country. `

Large appropriations for sundry objects, at’ the regular session in 
1850, the subsequent legislative session, the .November Convention, 
and the reduction of the taxes.by the act of March 9th, 1850, all 
which were unforeseen by me. at the date of my biennial report in 
January, 1850, have occasioned, of course, a wide difference between 
the actual transactions of this period, and those then submitted, as 
estimated, by me to the Legislature, 
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- The revenue foi the year 1850, is all collected and accounted for, 
except from two counties. None has been paid from, Hancock, and 
a suit is pending against the Collector. A small portion from Chick- 
asaw is due, but the Collector claims a suspension of it, on account 
of an alleged injunction against the collection of it, in the Circuit 
Court of his county. "The voucher on which he claims this suspen- 
sion was not sufficient, in my opinion, or that of the Attorney General, 
to whom it was submitted for his advice, to warrant it, and his aecount 
is therefore yet open. I had a correspondence with him preliminary 
to a suit by motion, but the term of that Circuit Court (first Monday 
in September) was so early after the necessity of a suit became appa- 
rent, that the usual certificate could not be placed in the attorney's 
hands in time. 

I exhibit herewith, also, a detailed statement! of the warrants on 
account of the Auditor's contingent fund for 1850 and 1851, to the 
close of my term, according to law. 

It is proper that I should state that the several amounts of five 
hundred and thirty-nine'dollars and ninety-five cents, in 1850, and 
eight hundred and forty-one dollars and thirty-nine cents, in 1851, 
are to be deducted from the whole amounts disbursed on account of 
public printing, in those years respectively, in order to ascertain the 
amounts paid to the public printers. These amounts were paid to 
others, for printing done by order of the Executive Department, 
under various provisions of law. 

The disbursements on account of the University, appear to be five 
thousand two hundred and sixty-six dollars, fifty-four cents more than 
the real amount received by the Institution inYl 850; warrants for that 
amount having been issued on the Ist day of March, 3250, to the 
Treasurer, pursuant to Chap. 188, Acts of 1850, 4.5. sess.): the 
original warrants, supposed to be lost when that act passed, were 
found and brought into this office, and cancelled on the last issue. 
They will be found, with vouchers, No. 1219, 1220 and 1221, of 
March 1st, 1850, in this office, the Treasurer's receipt, conformably 
with the act, recognizing and specifying these last as in lieu of the

"The amounts státed in this report will: be found to agree with the 
several books of the office. For any want of fullness, or defective 
arrangement of its details, as well as my delay until now in render- 
ing itto you, I beg to offer as an apology, the deeply painful affliction 
which has overwhelmed me for the last thirty days.

FOR THE BLIND.

To the Honorable Legislature 
of the State of Mississippi: 

The undersigned, Trustees of Chapin Institute for the Instruc- 
tion of the Blind, ask leave to submit this reportto your Honorable 
Body. 

It is believed that there may be ‘found much to encourage the 
friends of the Institution, in its history and progress, although a 
very limited number of pupils have enjoyed its benefits. We are 
persuaded that it will continue to grow in importance, and its bless- 
ings, hereafter, will be more freely dispensed to that class of per- 
sons for whose benefit it was established and endowed. The moral 
and mental culture of those who have been deprived of the sense 
of sight, demand the kind and liberal consideration of every phi- ` 
lanthropist and friend of humanity. The wise and just legislator 
will perceive the necessity of their being educated, and will, 
doubtless, contribute his best energies to carry into effect so lau- 
dable an undertaking. We waive all argument in behalf of a 
proposition, which is sanctioned by reason and pleaded for by the 
loftiest motives. 

The accompanying report of the 'Treasurer of our Board will 
exhibit the financial condition of the Institute. The funds appro- 
priated at the last session of your Honorable Body, enabled the 
Trustees to liquidate and settle the debts of the establishment, to 
add to its comfort and convenience in the purchase of more ground 
and the erection of the building, and dining apartment, which were 
deemed necessary and indispensable. The old building required 
some repairs, which were accordingly made. 

The sum annually appropriated for the benefit of the Institute, 
will probably suffice for the maintenance and education of ten 
charity Scholars. If the number of pupils should increase, of 
which there can be no doubt, then an additional sum would be 
necessary to meet the expenditures of the Institution. 

We herewith transmit the able report of Mr. Lane, the Prin- 
cipal of the School, which contains much matter of an important 
and interesting character. This gentleman seems, although blind 
himself, to be peculiarly suited to instruct and manage his pupils. 
He is a gentleman of moral and intellectual worth, and we doubt 
not that his energetic and active powers, will greatly contribute to 
the permanent prosperity of the Institution.

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REPORT. 


OF THE 


PRINCIPAL OF CHAPIN INSTITUTE. 


To the Board of Trustees— 


GENTLEMEN : In conformity to the usage observed in all public 
establishments, Í submit to you this my second biennial report of 
the past progress and present condition of the affairs of this Insti- 
tution. During the past two years all its operations have been 
successfully carried forward ; the worthy and noble object which 
its establishment was designed to accomplish, has been constantly 
kept in view; and every advance that has been made has been 
steadily directed towards its.attainment. During this period some 
approach has been made towards the consummation of that great 
and humane reform, for the achievement {of which, this and all 
similar establishments have been founded and fostered. These two 
years have been years of struggle and of doubt; nevertheless, 
something has been done—knowledge has been acquired, the 
chances of pauperism, so far as the pupils of this Institution are con- 
cerned, have been decreased, and the probability of their prospec- 
tive productiveness and social worth, largely augmented. Use- 
lessness has been transformed into usefulness, and the certainty of 
future mendicity destroyed by the probability of future self-main- 
tenance ; hopelessness has been converted into hopefulness, misery 
changed into cheerfulness, and imbecility given way to intelligence; 
gold has flowed out of the treasury of the State, and knowledge 
into the minds of the blind. The metallic stream, directed in its 
course by this Institution, has removed, from at least a few souls, 
the weight of ignorance by which they had been well nigh crushed. 
Society has expended its money, but the gross material, by this 
wonderful transmuting agent, has been converted into useful ac- 
quirement, exalted moral sentiments, and industrious habits; so 
that a large premium has already been paid in the shape of skill, 
intellectual vigor and moral elevation, upon the principal advanced 
—and we are sure that this premium will go on accumulating until 


its value vastly overpasses that of the amount originally invested, | 


so that society will ultimately be greatly the gainer by the 
speculation. A 

Men may talk of investmehts in bank and railroads, stocks in 
canals, turnpikes and ocean steamers, but we are persuaded that 
to such investments will be more profitable than this; and why 
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should it? This is an investment in human souls, those noble 
creations for the enduring well-being of which the Eternal Mind 
devised and executed a plan of majestic dimensions, harmonious 
proportions, and infinite benevolence. 

The number of pupils now in the Institution is eleven. This 
number is indeed small —much smaller than we were warranted in 
anticipating in the commencement of the current session, and 
much less than it should be in proportion to the entire number of 
blind persons in the State. To many it may seem a thing strange 
and unaccountable, that the parents and guardians of the blind 
should, with such persevering stupidity, and with such culpable 
ignorance, so pertinaciously neglect to avail themselves of any 
means for the amelioration of the condition of their unfortunate 
dependents, and the alleviation of a calamity as enduring as life, 
and more terrible than death. But when it is remembered that 
those who have the immediate control of the blind at their homes, 
are but men, and most generally very ordinary men, and sometimes" 
even less ; and when it is further remembered that folly and short- 
sightedness are the inseparable attributes of humanity, we think 
the mystery will be at once explained and the problem solved. ` 

The numérical insignificance of our institution, and the apparent 
indifference of the blind themselves, or of those upon whom they 
depend, to the peremptory demands of duty and interest, may, we 
fear, be urged by some as evidence against the utility and practica- 
bility of the enterprise in which we are engaged. But a little re- 
. flection will serve to show the invalidity of any testimony, andthe 
futility of any argument which rests upon such circumstances as 
these, or any of the like nature. 

In several of the States of this Union, there are free schools. es-. 
tablished by law, into which all children of specified age can be. 
admitted without money and without price, and without being 
subjected to any political or theological test. Many of these 
schools are thoroughly furnished with the necessary apparatus, and 
provided with competent teachers ; the feelings of all parties are 
respected, and the wounding of long-cherished prejudices scrupu- 
lously avoided. And yet, strange to tell, there are in these very 
States, as will be seen by tbeir respeetive reports, multitudes of 
persos -who can neither read nor write; there are hundreds, and 
even thousands of children, who neyer enter the walls of the: 
school-room, and who, in spite of every effort made by the public 
in their behalf, refuse to drink of the stream of knowledge, as it 
flows by them, and grow up a prey to ignorance and: all its damn- 
ing consequehces. But because this is so, will any one affirm that 
common schools effect no good? Will any one assert that no sys- 
tem of public: instruction is beneficial, or that universal education 
is unattainable? Again, the Church has been instituted £o afford 
a retreat for the penitent, that may shield.bim from the snares and 
assaults that would peril his safety-—to establish a line of separation 
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between the heaven-seeking, and the godless throng whose way is 
deathward, and to be the depository of those mysteries, and that 
knowledge which inspiration has written; but who knows 
not that the Church, with its divine commission, its numerous 
priesthood, its bible, and all.its mighty apparatus of truth, has ef- 
fected but comparatively little, and is itself disgraced by hypocrites, 
and rent by schisms? Christianity has, for these eighteen hun- 
ared years and more, plyed the world with rehearsals of duty, ex- 
amples of purity and lessons of piety ; and yet a large mass of 
human kind is still ignorant of the true God ; multitudes are still 
adherents of an absurd polytheism, and still groping in the filth of 
a gross sensualism ; the iron wheel of oppression is still rolling and 
. crushing thousands at every revolution; the weak are yet bowed 
down by the strong; human rights and human liberty are still 
trodden down by the tyrant's heel; the bereaved and the helpless 
are yet the victims of a merciless and senseless treatment miscalled 
charity ; the ignorant are still the dupes and the tools of the crafty 
and the wicked; fraud, theft, murder, and incest, still curse the 
earth; the rum-shop,the house of prostitution, the jail, and the 
gallows, even now stand side by side with the temple of learning 
and the temple of God ; and the sun stillrises upon destitution and 
sets upon degradation. There is inithese: United States one Chris- 
tian minister to every eight hundred inhabitants, and, upon a fair 
computation, we think it would be ascertained that nine out of 
every ten responsible persons, in each of these divisions of eight 
hundred, are individuals whose creed is selfishness, and whose 
practice is wrong-doing! But because all this is so,—because 
there is yet in the world an immeasurable mass of evil, shall it be 
affirmed that the Church is nothing worth, and that Christianity is 
a lie? He who decides that because ignorance and iniquity 
abound, the School and the Church are inadequate to the accom- 
plishment of good, and the ultimate deliverance of man, acknow- 
ledges a principle, theoperation of which would produce a ruin no 
less than the total disintegration of society arid the final destruc- 
tion of the human race. 

1f, then, the hitherto apparent inefficiency of a wise human sys- 
tem of education, and of a divine system of religion, cannot, with 
fairness, bé urged against their utility and beneficial tendency ; 
neither can the apparent want of success of this institution, with 
any greater show of fairness, be urged against the utility and prac- 
ticability of the beneyolent scheme for the benefit of the blind, in 
Which this State has so recently embarked. 

: Whatever doubts, therefore, may be entertained concerning the 
usefulness or the necessity of such an institution, belong to those 
who are mere doubters by profession—an unprofitable and disrepu- 
table tribe; a class whose belief is disbelief in all that is elevating 
and ennobling, and who think nothing wise or good, save that that 
promotes their own petty personal interests, and forwards their 
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own selfish ends. However true it may be, that the fewness of 
our pupils proves nothing against the feasibility of the righteous 
and humane enterprise in which the State has engaged, one thing 
it does prove, namely—that a sufficiently active and energetic pol- 
icy has not been pursued. 1 suggested to the Board the necessity 
of prompt and decisive action in regard to collecting pupils into the 
institution. I stated, as fully and clearly as I was able, the diffi- 
culties that oppesed the growth of such an establishment as this; 
such, for example, as the ignorance of parents, their unwillingness 
to be separated from their unfortunate children, their senseless in- 
dulgence, their mistaken tenderness and their cruel kindness to- 
wards them. To overcome these obstacles, I recommended the 
course that had been so successfully pursued elsewhere, namely— 
the making a tour through the State with one or two of the more 
advanced pupils, and giving publie exhibitions of their proficiency, 
supposing thereby that public ignorance would be enlightened, . 
public prejudice dissipated, public interest awakened, and the obsti- 
macy of parental folly in some measure destroyed. The funds of 
the Institution were deemed insufficient to carry sueh suggestion 
ànto effect. r 

The present Matron entered upon the discharge of the duties of 
her post at the commencement of the present session, and justice 
requires that I should state that she has performed the functions of 
her office in a manner highly creditable to herself and entirely sat- 
isfactory to others; she has succeeded in conferring upon, all the 
household arrangements a neatness and comfort they never before 
possessed; the pupils receive from ber a judicious and maternal 
attention, and I must add thatthe Board, in its selection of her, 
acted wisely and well. 

The health of the pupils has been, on the whole, good; owing, 
no doubt, mainly, to the wholesome regimen with which they have 
been provided, and the active bodily exercise they ‘have been 
required to take. Several of them are persons of feeble constitu- 
tions, and hereditarily predisposed to disease, from these cireumstan- 
ces, and perhaps from their own violation of the laws of health. 
There have occurred a few cases of indisposition, but in every 
instance, by prompt and skillful attention, a speedy recovery has 
been brought about. For all the medical assistance that has been 
required, we are indebted to Dr. S. C. Farrar. To every,call that 
has been made to this gentleman, he has responded with a praise- 
worthy readiness and a humane alacrity. His services have been 
purely gratuitous, and in his professional intercourse with the in- 
mates, he has exhibited a tender solicitude and a disinterested 
benevolence worthy of the highest and sincerest commendation. 

In the name of all interested. in the Institution, I acknowledge, 
with becoming gratitude, the receipt of a copy. of the Bible for the 
Blind, presented to the School by Miss. Dix, the rival of Howard — 
the great female apostle of amelioration and benevolent reform, and 
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the worthy imitator of him of whom it is written “he went about 
doing good.’’. 9 

I also feel bound to acknowledge a donation of fifty dollars, made 
to the Institution by the Hon. John I. Guion. May his liberal 
example be emulated by others. 

Since the date of the last report, the pupils have been taught 
reading, arithmetic, grammar, geography, natural philosophy, phi- 
losophy of natural history, elementary algebra, and plain geometry; 
but above all, and more important than all these, they have been 
taught a sacred regard for justice and truth—to venerate and prac- 
tice whatsoever things are pure, lovely, and of good report,and to 
cultivate a cheerful, self-helping, and independent spirit. In these 
latter more vital and essential departments of a complete education, 
they have made a somewhat encouraging progress. They have 
acquired a self-reliance entirely unmixed with arrogance, and their 
formerly dormant moral faculties have been aroused into a healthy, 
vigorous activity. In the just recited more usual studies of the 
School-room, their advancement has been but slow, and compared 
to the labor bestowed upon them, disproportionately small. This : 
is owing, first, to the want of the necessary school apparatus, and 
secondly and mainly to the dullness of the pupils themselves, there 
being but four out of the entire number for whom mediocrity can 
with any tolerable show of reason, be claimed—the others being 
affected, in various degrees, with that sort of imbecility usually 
characteristic of the born blind. 

During the month of February last materials for the manufacture 
of willow-baskets were purchased, and that trade accordingly in- 
troduced as a regular branch of instruction. Since that time four 
of the pupils have been employed in this department. They have 
worked two hours and a half per day, for five days in each week. 
Their progress, it is true, has been but small ; sufficient, however, 
to prove the possession of some mechanical skill, and the ability 
successfully to exercise it. Some of the baskets have been made 
in a tolerably workmanlike manner, and commanded a fair price.” 
But little of the work, however, has been sold, for the very good 
reason that but few saleable articles have been made, ànd also 
because the market has all along been over-supplied with this kind 
of ware. "This department has thus far been an expense to the in- 
stitution, and Í see no ground for believing that it will ever be 
otherwise ; nevertheless, it should be maintained, inasmuch as it is 
the object of the Institution to equip its pupils, at all points, for a 
successful encounter with the difficulties to be met in the business 
of self-support; and further, because an institution for the blind 
without a manual labor department would be sadly incomplete. 
That it is necessary, or even desirable, to continue the present spe- 
cies of handicraft I do not mean to affirm; but surely it should not 
be discontinued üntil a more profitable trade is introduced and one 
which shall be more available to the pupils as a means of support 
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in subsequent life. From the best information I have been able to 
gather, there are sections of the State in which a blind man, by 
vigorous industry and rigid economy, might earn a subsistence even 
at willow-basket making Be this, however, as it may, one thing 
is certain, it will develop their coustructive powers, render more 
accurate their notions of form and proportion, confer upon them 
readiness in the use of. their hands, and dexterity in the manage- 
ment of tools—acquirements which may prove of infinite service 
in obtaining a knowledge of any more difficult and profitable me- 
chanical art. 

In my last report 1 recommended to the Board that music should 
be introduced into the Sehool as a regular branch of instruction. 
There is more talent for music among our pupils than talent of any 
other description. The best endowed among them, with opportu- 
nities however considerable, united with any application of their 
own, however diligent, and any exertions of others, however wisely 
directed or faithfully performed, can never, in intellectual attain- 
ments, go one single hair's breadth beyond mediocrity ; while the 
others, by the way a majority, can not reach even that. This ' 
statement is not made with any intent to'disparage, but only because 
required by truth. Several of these very same persons, by proper 
instruction, might, and in a few years would, attain to at least a 
respectable stand as professional musicians. Some of them might 
occupy the front rank as first-rate musicians. i 

I proceed to the consideration of- the condition and claims of the 
blind. 

From the earliest period of the existence of human society, until 
the present moment, are to, be found, in every section of every 
country, the sad, but irrefragable evidences, of the moral, intellec- 
tual and physical abasement of mán. The history of the race is 
little else than a narration of wrongs perpetrated, and sufferings 
endured; and every page of the record is stained by the proofs of 
human guilt, and rendered gloomy by the recital of human woes. 
But among the multitude of physical ills that have cursed mankind, 
none hold a more appalling prominence than blindness ; and those 
upon whom it has been inflicted have been in all times the objects 
of either a hellish and heartless derision or of a semseless and un- 
meaning pity—a pity alike discreditable to its author and destructive 
to its object—profitless to each and degrading to both. Blindness 
and beggary, in popular parlance, have long been considered sy- 
nonymous, and society has decreed that whoever suffers the one, 
must endure the other. For five thousand years the blind haye 
been condemned to physical privation and mental destitution. A 
few among them, in spite of prejudice and opposition, have suc- 
cessfully made their way to independence and even to distinction. 
Noble spirits, whom the mountains of discouragement, heaped upon 
them by others, could not crush, aud who would not be driven from 
their purpose by the oft tepeated lies that they could not and ought 
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not to think and act as men. But the condition of the rest has 
been in the last degree wretched and forlorn. They have been 
cast out by society, and condemned to pine in solitude, suffering 
and degradation. To sit by the wayside and ask alms of passers 
by, have been considered their only and special prerogatives; and 
exemption from the joys that humanise, the labors that invigorate, 
and the pursuits that elevate, has been the withering curse entailed 
upon them by a bad social organization, and which men have cal'ed 
a benefit and a privilege. By a supposed improvement of modern 
civilization, they have been collected into alms-houses,those abodes 
of abomination, and the very hotbeds and nurseries of all that is 
disgusting and vile—poor in all, save in a rank growth of indolenee, 
ignorance and sin. In these receptacles, their bodies have been 
clad with coarse raiment, and half-fed with unsavory food, while 
their souls have been left hungry and naked. It were no difficult 
task to show that the modern system of pauperism, so far, at least, 
as the blind are concerned, is no better and, if possible, worse than 
the ancient system of beggary. The necessities of the mendicant 
compel him to a certain degree of physical and mental activity—he 
is driven to grope his way through the streets, or along the road 
side, in order to meet with those from whom he would crave relief, 
and his ingenuity is occasionally exercised in devising more plausi- 
ble and profitable tales of woe. But the resident of the alms- 
house is doomed to hopeless and perpetual indolence: no incentive 
to exertion, not even the slightest, is presented to him: Each suc- 
ceeding day brings the same monotonous round of eating, drinking 
and gossip. If he labors at all, it is extorted, and labor thus per- 
formed, is indolence in its worst form. In those establishments of 
this kind which make some pretensions to the character of moral 
Schools, he is compelled to listen to prayers about which he knows 
. and cares nothing, and to return thanks for bountiful repasts and 
multifarious other blessings which he never received ; thus requiring 
him to assume the semblance of a devotion and gratitude, to which 
he is an utter stranger. Surely the personal freedom of the beg- 
gar is better than the confinement of the pauper; and if a mendi- 
cant sometimes warps the truth or fabricates a downright falsehood, 
the crime is far less odious than the hypocrisy which the discipline 
of what is called a well regulated alms-house requires its inmates 
to practice. But it is needless to pursue further the disgusting 
contrast —it is needless to attempt to balance the evils of two such 
systems; both are full of wrongs—both proclaim the injustice of 
society ; and, the wretchedness of the blind, and the wails of the 
beggar, and the moans of the pauper, loudly assert the indifference 
of a selfish world and the desolation of bereaved humanity. : 
Within the last one hundred years the condition of the blind has 
been considerably improved. In continental Europe, and in Great 
Britain, institutions for the training and development of their moral 
and physical powers have been established, and through their in- 
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strumentality the blind have been raised to a more elevated social 
position than they before occupied, although the place they hold 
even now is very far below that in which they have an incontesti- 
ble right to be, and in which they assuredly will be when the voice 
of justice shall be heeded and her mandates obeyed. 

- It was not until about twenty years ago that public attention in 
the United States was directed to the amelioration of the condition 
of the blind. Since that time institutions for their instruction have 
been established iu several of the States, and through their agency 
much good has been accomplished. They have demonstrated thay 
the absence of sight does not imply the absence of manhood, and 
that to be eyeless is not of necessity to be useless. From them, 
blind men and women have gone forth into the world to engage 
with the seeing in the fierce strife for bread, shelter and raiment. 
Some have succeeded, while others have failed—some have been 
victors in the contest, and others vanquished—some are now occu- 
pying positions of profit and honor, and-others are still in loneliness 
and destitution. Although success has not uniformly attended the 
outgoers from these institutions, yet enough has been done by them 
to prove that the blind are men, and tbat when equipped with such 
powers as a right education can confer, they can perform the 
deeds of men. Let it not be thought strange that this should be 
spoken of as having been proved ; for there have been multitudes, 
and even now there are not wanting, persons, who doubt whether 
the blind are men, and whether they possess the capabilities and 
. the rights of men. 1 do not affirm that any one ever openly avow- 
ed such an opinion, or that he was even aware of entertaining it; 
but this is, practically, the belief of many, and the creed: upon 
which society has all along acted. The period of the existence of 
the institutions of this country has been but short, and but little 
has been done towards the eradication of the immense evil they 
were designed to destroy. But the experiment may fairly be re- 
garded as having thus far been successfully performed. It is true 
that as much has not been accomplished as in the beginning was 
designed and desired; but this only proves that originally too much 
was intended and expected. It cannot be doubted by those fa- 
miliar with the facts, that in-the management of many of these 
institutions great and almost fatal mistakes have been made, and 
the extent of their usefulness thereby greatly restricted. Never- 
theless, with all their faults, they are the ornaments of the land, 
and sources of inestimable good to the blind. However true it 
may be that publie interest in this country bas, to a limited extent, 
been awakened in behalf of the blind, and that some partial proyi- 
sion has been made for thé satisfying of their wants, it is no less 
true that an overwhelming majority of the blind are, at this very 
moment, and in this very land, in a condition that defies deserip- 
tion and almost baffles conception. In the large towns and cities 
throughout the country, they may be found, gathered into alms- 
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houses, or perambulating the^streets as beggars. In the South. 
and especially in the State of Mississippi, owing to a variety of 
countervailing causes, this is fortunately not the case. Here the 
blind are not collected into poor-houses, and ue rarely or never to 
be met with as itinerant mendicants; but even'here they are crushed 
to the dust by an immense weight of unseen misery, and endure a 
suffering and wretchedness that causes humanity to shudder and 
-philanthropy to weep. Here, most of the blind have homes that 
may be called comfortable, but each such Home is the grave of a 
soul, the tomb of an immortal spirit, and the sepulchre of powers 
that, if quickened by the vivifying influence of education, might 
win for their possessor a name and a place among men, and fit him 
for a happy entrance into an enduring state of being, where he 
may forever ascend from one spiritual eminence to a loftier—ad- 
vance from one excellence to a higher—and where new glories 
would forever beckon him onward to new felicities. Here the 
blind are but rarely seen, they but seldom move abroad, and their 
area of locomotion is usually circumscribed to the premises per- 
taining to the dwellings in which they reside. "The blind child is 
"bound to his home, not, it is true, by the iron chain that binds the 
felon to his dungeon, but by the stronger and heavier chain of un- 
enlightened parental tenderness, aud his limbs are shackled by a 
fear rendered morbid by the unwise care and injudicious solicitude 
of others. He is told by all that he cannot see and therefore can 
do nothing. If he attempt to move alone, dread seizes upon his 
parents, and visions of fractured limbs, dislocated joints, broken 
necks, and mangled corpses, pass before their minds in solemn and 
gloomy procession. Every aspiration after usefulness, every out- 
reaching of the soul towards liberty and independence, and every 
striving of the spirit to free itself from the oppressive weight with 
which a cruel kindness has burthened it, is crushed in its incipiency, 
and at length the unfortunate individual falls beneath the oft repeat- 
ed blows of an aunihilating discouragement, or else he is led, or 
rather driven, by these seeing blind guides, into the ditch of des- 
pair, there to remain till death release the fettered spirit from the 
mortal clog that so long bound it to wretchedness and woe. 
Sometimes the case assumes another phase The boy breaks 
loose from the restraints thrown about him and attempts to do some- 
thing for himself; if he suecessfully achieve the hazardous adven- 
ture of walking a few hundred yards alone, the thing is trumpeted : 
about the neighborhood as a marvellous exploit, and isaccounted a 
deed worthy a conspicuous place: in the annals of that particular 
locality ; the visitors at his parents? house are entertained, or an- 
noyed, by rehearsals of his wonderful performances, which never 
fail, either from false courtesy or genuine stupid amazement, to 
elicit fróm the listener exaggerated commendations of the achieve- 
ments of the boy. "Thus his vanity is flattered without his powers 
being improved, and he grows up vain and helpless, ignorant and 
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useless. This is an. imperfect, but, so far as it goes, a fajthtul 
picture of the condition of the blind; and unless the effort now 
making for its improvement, through the instrumentality of this 
institution, be liberally and heartily sustained, their condition will 
ere long be infinitely worse. As the population increases, the 
number of the blind will augment, poverty will be multiplied, and 
degenerate into pauperism ; alms-houses will be built, and the 
blind, with others, thrust into them,—there to be fed on the husks 
of what, by a strange perversion of language, some call charity,— 
to be clad in the habiliments of wretchedness, to grope in the 
darkness of intellectual night, and to wallow in the filth of moral 
pollution. 
THE CLAIMS OP THE BLIND. 

All that christianity asserts has been so thoroughly established 
by evidence, so powerful and so clear, that to doubt is but to prove 
the absurd obstinacy of the doubter, or his incapacity rightly to 
appreciate testimony the most irrefragable, and demonstration the 
most lucid. 

Christianity reveals to man, that God is his father, that his ori- 
gin is of no plebeian sort, but that he is the child of a parent, the 
> mightiest and the purest. It declares that all men are brethren, 
and that there exists among all an absolute equality of right to the 
possession of the means of happiness. Now, that the blind are 
men, and that they form a portion of the great brotherhood of hu- 
mankind, will not be denied by any but the hopelessly insane or 
the irreclaimably idiotic. As such, then, they have all the rights, 
and are entitled to all the privileges of men; that is, they may 
fairly claim all that can be accounted justly due to the seeing. 

'That education is the right of all, will be denied by none, save 
the sordid minions of an unprincipled despotism, or the craven de- 

yendents of an iniquitous aristocracy. The false and damning 
doctrine that the many were made to be the slaves of the few, and 
that whatsoever is elevating and ennobling was designed for the 
exclusive proprietorship of a diminutive minority, is, thank God, 
rapidly losing ground, and now finds adherents and supporters only 
among those who account popular virtue a phantasy, and popular 
intelligence a chimera. Volumes have been written to prove the 
necessity of education for the masses, and to show that a nation’s 
permanency, and real prosperity, are immediately dependent upon, 
and directly proportioned to, the intellectual and moral advance- 
ment of the individuals composing it; and the experience of all 
ages confirms the truth of what has been written. There haye, 
indeed, existed vast empires, based upon ignorance and slavery, 
and supported by physical force, but soon the uncertain foundation 
yielded and the brute strength failed, and they fell. 

It is said, on the warrant of history, by Horace Mann, the ablest 
and most distinguished of living advocates of popular education, 
that men had attained to great excellence in oratory and poetry 
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long before they could construct the mechanical apparatus necessary 
to put their thoughts in a permanent and discriminative shape, and 
they understood pretty well the revolutions of the planets before 
they could make a good cart-wheel. And he' finds the solution of 
ihe difficulty in the fact, that ignorance performed the manual labor 
- of society. The truth of the observation, and the justness of the 
solution; gre too obvious to need comment; for there is nothing 
more certain than that an ignorant man may plod on a whole life- 
time within reach of a mighty truth, or within a hair’s breadth of 
a valuable discovery, and yet never grasp the one or effect the other. 

By the application of knowledge, and skill to material substan- 
ces, and the facts of nature, has been discovered all that is valuable 
in art, and all that is noble and majestic in science. Knowledge 
and skill thus applied have converted the otherwise useless ore in- 
to the useful,. labor-saving, labor- promoting tool, or transformed it 
into the implements of husbandry, thé instruments of the artificer, 
the complicated and delicate machinery for the measurement of 
time, or the no less wonderful machinery by which space and time 
are almost annihilated. 

The trees of the forest have been converted into utensils of do- 
mestic use, or re-appear in the ship of symmetrical proportions, 
traversing oceans, and bearing the produce of one region to the 
people of another. 

The rude contents of the quarry have been fashioned into the 
temple of learning, the temple of God, and the habitation of ‘man. 
Fens and bogs have been drained,and have become the sites of 
Jarge and flourishing cities, teeming with an industrious and thriv- 
. ing population. Uninhabitable pestilential regions have been ren- 
dered tenantable and salubrious;-sterility and fruitiessness have 
been changed info fertility and fruitfulness; the “solitary place 
has indeéd been made glad, and the wilderness to blossom as the 
rose; ” intelligence'has discovered that the earth is an immense trea- 
sure-house of vast powers and rich benefits, that need but its bid- 
ding to come forth and strengthen and bless mankind ; the history 
of improvements, discoveries, and inventions in art, shows that 
the, diffusion of knowledge among the masses, is the great source 
of the material prosperity of the nation ; and it has also been found 
that wherever moral advancement has kept pace with intellectual 
progress, that happiness is most generally distributed, and the 
higher wants of humanity more adequately provided for. 

Several of the States- of this Union have established schools, 
into which all, without distinction of political or religious creed, 
are admitted, thereby practically acknowledging the right of all to 
instruction, and the duty of society to provide the means of exer- 
cising that right. The recognition of this right, and the perform- 
ance of this duty, have now become a constituent element in the 
policy of these members of the Confederacy; and in some of them, 


to their honor be it said, there has been at least a partial recogui- 
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tion of the right to improvement of the mentally and physically 
infirm. im : 

It is asserted by all competent to decide, that to educate a hu- 
man being, that is, ‘fully and harmoniously to develop his intel- 
lectual, moral and physical nature, is to confer upon him the highest 
happiness, to give him the mastery over himself, to restore the de- 
faced image c£ his Maker, and to make him, in fine, in, the truest 
and loftiest sense, a Maw! 

Now, if all this be true of education with respect to the seeing, 
it is, with the necessary limitations and «restrictions, also true 
with respect to-the blind; and if it be the duty of the State 
to provide for the education of the seeing, on the ground that they 
are men, it is no less its duty to make similar provision for the 
blind; for their claim rests precisely upon the same basis. 

Again, it has been thoroughly established, by investigation the 
most rigorous, and observation the most accurate, that all physical 
evil is the result of violations of the physical laws. J know this 
may sound harshly to those who are accustomed to indulgence in 
that senseless and wretched cant that calls every calamity of the 
body a providential affliction. ' No one yields a heartier assent 
than I to the general and special providence of God; but belief 
in this doctrine does not, as can easily be shown, involve the ne- 
cessity of imputing the authorship of woe to God.; and nothing is 
hazarded in saying that he who charges upon the Almighty all 
physical evil, is guilty of the perpetration of a most foul and ap- 
pallingblasphemy. No one pretends ‘to hold the Deity respon- 
sible for the immorality that has, for these thousands of years de- 
solated the e.rth, poisoning human joys, crushing human hopes, 
and dwarfing, blackening and damning :human souls. Ali moral 
evil is held to be the result-of disobedience to those laws which 
have been instituted for the government of the soul; and all agree 
that the guilt of disobedience fairly belongs.to man. Now, if it 
be absurd to allege. that the ills of the soul is attributable to God, 
the absurdity is surely no less in charging upon him the ills of the 
body ; for the laws that goyern each, are equally fixed, and equally 
well defined. ' i 4 . 

If the cant alluded to, be applied to instances of moral infirmity, 
itwill stand thus: if a mán.is lame, blind, sick, deaf or dumb, it 
js said, “the Lord bath afflicted him ?* ;. but,-i£ he is avaricious, 
dishonest, . basely selfish, cruel, or wickedly ambitious, it may as 
truthfully be affirmed that he is afflicted of God;.and yet, if one 
should talk thus, he would: be accounted a fool, or else denounced 
as a mad and reckless blasphemer. NON E i 

Whatever the origin-of sin may have been, it'is certain that its 
perpetuation belongs to man, and man is therefore: responsible for 
all those multiform ills of the body and the soul thai render plea- 
sure disgustful, existence a curse, and happiness well nigh unat- 
tainable, : 
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It is certain that if the laws that govern man’s physical nature 
were thoroughly understood, and faithfully observed, that disease 
and deformity would be banished from the earth, and men would live 
on, without a pain or an ache, until the corporeal machinery should, 
by regular and gradual wastings, wear out, and finally cease to 
perform its functions. 

It is also certain that the mass of men are inadequate to the dis- 
covery of these laws, and even when known, there are multitudes 
who have not the moral firmness to obey them. Now, it is ad- 
mitted by all, that the business of communication, and the impart- 
ing of moral steadfastness, that is; education, is the duty of society, 
and if society neglect to perform this duty, it is clearly responsi- 
ble for all the infirmity consequent upon such negligence; and 
blindness being an infirmity, its cause is fairly chargeable upon 
society. 

A few years ago, Horace Mann, the Secretary of the Massachu- 
setts Board of Education, addressed to several of the most emi- 
` nent teachers in the United States, a circular, proposing these con- 
ditions and propounding this query :' 

If free schools were universally established, and all children 
were to attend them ten months in each yeàr, for a period of 
twelve years, and no person employed as teacher who was not at 
least equal to what are now called first rate teachers, what number 
of persons would turn out to be irreclaimably bad ? 

In one or two of the replies to this question it is said that not a 
single case of irreclaimability would occur. In others, the authors 
of which were less sanguine, the maximum of hopeless cases is 
«placed at two per cent. The persons who replied to this question, 
had been engaged in teaching for periods varying from ten to forty 
years. They had ample opportunity to become acquainted with 
the subject concerning which their opinions were requested, aud 
were in all points quálified to testify ; and their testimony, there- 
fore, will be deemed conclusive. It then appears, that, if the con- 
ditions expressed in the circular should be fully complied with, 
that ignorance and vice would be limited to, at most, two per cent. 
of the community, and there would, of course, be a corresponding 
diminution of wretchedness and infirmity. In every hundred there 
"would be ninety-eight virtuous and intelligent persons; persons 
who would know the right, and possess the willingness to do it. 
Improper marriages would then not be contracted, and the born 
blind, or those born to become blind, would cease to be, quacks 
‘would not be tolerated, and quackery would cease to work its ruin 
upon the eyes of men. There might indeed occasionally occur a 
ease of purely accidental blindness, but these instances would be 
So rare, that the sufferers would always be amply and honorably 
provided for. 

* But society has hitherto failed to comply with those conditions, 
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the observance of which would secure to its members, moral, in- 
tellectual, and physical health. It has, by its negligence, deprived 
many of their sight, thereby taking from them, in a very great de- 
gree, the means of subsistence and happiness ; and even-handed 
justice demands that in every case where society has filched from 
an individual his eyes, that, so far as the thing is possible, restitu- 
tion should be made. I claim nothing for the blind on the ground 
of charity, nor am 1 willing to call anything that may be done in 
their behalf by society, a deed of benevolence. The truth is, that, 
whatever society can do for them, is but going so far to the repara- 
tion of a wrong, and no act of grace at all. 


THE OBJECT OF AN INSTITUTION FOR THE BLIND, AND THE EX- 
TENT OF ITS ATTAINABILITY. 

The object proposed to be accomplished by an Institution for 
the Blind, is to fit thesightless for self-maintenance and usefulness. 
lt was once ardently hoped, and, by some, even firmly believed, 
that after having been educated, the blind could go forth in the 
worid, and compete with others in several intellectual and me- 
cbanical pursuits ; but experience has proved the hope delusive. 
and the belief ill-founded. There are, among the blind, a few, 
who, with such aids as an Institution can afford, can success- 
fully make their way in the world, and, there are some who can do 
it without such aids; but this number, in proportion to the whole, 
is extremely small. As a class, the blind are inferior to norma! 
persons; and this inferiority is, doubtless, owing to a constitutional 
defect, implicating both the muscular system and those organs 
through which all mental. manifestations are made, and of which 
blindness is but the external evidence. 

It is indeed humiliating to be driven to the confession of this in- 
feriority; but, as human deterioration is directly the result of the 
negligence of society to perform its highest duty to its members, 
whatever odium may attach to such deterioration, must fasten on 
society, and not upon those who are the victims of its blunders, 
and its sins. 

From such information as I have been able to gather from other 
sources, and from personal observation, l am constrained to the 
adoption of the opinion tbat a very large proportion of the blind 
wil! never be able successfully to cope with the fierce and increas- 
ing competition existing in every pursuit in which they can en- 
gage ; but experience is equally conclusive concerning the ability 
of the feeblest and most helpless among them to make encouraging 
approaches towards self-support. 

For six or seven years past there has existed in Boston, 
in eonnection with the School for the Blind, a shop,in which 
blind persons have been employed in the various departments of 
upholstery, in seating cane-bottom chairs, and in the manufacture 
oí several kinds of door-mats. These persons have been boarded

at the expense of the institution, and paid in cash much lower wa- 
ges than those ordinarily paid to seeing workmen engaged in sunilar 
handicrafts, the difference being designed fo meet the expense of 
board, lodging, Sic. Some of the workmen and work-women in 


this shop have earned their living and something more, whilst others - - 


have fallen short of so doing. "They have not been constantly 
supplied with work, and of course the earnings of each have been 
much less than they would have been if uninterrupted employment 
had been furnished ; nevertheless, the amount of work done, and 
the sales of manufactured articles have annually increased, and the 
establishment is now doing well A similar experiment is now 
making in New York. These industrial establishments, though 
having existed buta short time, and having thus far accomplished 
comparatively little, do, nevertheless, furnish certain and reli- 
able data, upon which to rest accurate and encouraging conclusions. 

Experience has shown that most blind persons who are qualified 
to act as teachers of music, or teachers in other departments, or 
who possess sufficient capital to establish themselves in business, 
cau successfully make their way in the world; but experience is 
. equally clear upon the fact that all who are not thus qualified, or 
who do not possess this capital, cannot. It then becomes a matter 
of some importance to decide what further action,shall society take 
in reference to these—what further aid shall be afforded them, and 
in what manner such aid shall be bestowed. The experiments 
made in other States would seem to point out the answer. Let 
every State, after having educated its blind, build a shop, and fur- 
nish it with the necessary tools and materials, and employ in it all 
such blind persons as may be qualified to "Work at the various 
branches therein carried on. There might also be, in connection 
with this establishment, a manual labor school, into which such 
persons that might be too old to enter the institution designed for 
ihe training of the young blind, could be admitted and taught to 
work at any trade which they had sufficient mechanical capacity 
to learn. Now, suppose that such a shop as this should contain 
fifty persons; twenty of them, in all probability, would earn their 
living and something beside; twenty others would produce ex- 
actly as much as they consume, and the remaining ten wouid earn 
less than the cost of their living; this deficiency might, however, 
be provided for out of the profit of the sales of manufactured ar- 
ticles; if no such profit existed, it might be supplied by a small 
expenditure from the public treasury. It is clear that such an es- 
tablishment as this would be as much superior to an alms-house, 
as productive industry is to consumptive indolence; and by all the 
difference between production and consumption, society would be 
the gainer. And, inasmuch as the intellectual and moral weil- 
being of its members constitutes the highest wealth of society, it 
would further be the gainer by all the difference between wretched- 
ness and uselessness, and happiness and usefulness. 
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lt is a sound maxim of political economy, that the wealth of a 
community depends upon the amount of its production; but it is 
clear that this amount must again depend upon the number of pro- 
ductive members in the community, and the extent to which each 
produces. Now, any amount of production, however small, is 
better than none; and it is very evident that any agent that will 
convert a non-productive consumer into a producer, multiplies the 
products of the community ; and to whatever extent such multi- 
plication proceeds, to that extent society is enriched ; and the es- 
tablishment that has been mentioned is precisely such an agent. 

The limits prescribed to this report, forbid that more should be 
said upon this subject. 

. In order that a State may understand its true position, it is ne- 
cessary that the statistics of calamity should be as accurately as- 
certained, as.the statistics of prosperity. And if it be important 
to know the number of men in a State of able body and stalwart 
limbs, it is surely no less so to know the number of feeble and in- 
firm. The existing law, I believe, provides that those who take 
the census, shall, in those districts assigned to them, ascertain the 
number of blind, deaf and dumb, and other unfortunate persons ; 
but the returns have so frequently been found inaccurate that it is 
certain the enquiry has usually been loosely conducted. I would 
therefore recommend that an attempt be made to secure the pas- 
sage of a law making it the duty of the assessor, or other proper 
officer, of each county, to ascertain the number of blind in his 
county, and to send the address of each such person as may be eli- 
gible as a pupil of this Institution, to the office of Secretary of 
State. 1 would further recommend that strenuous exertions be 
made to secure the passage of an act supplementary to the existing 
law, providing that after ten pupils shall bave been received, to 
be supported out of existing appropriations, that for every addi- 
tional pupil thereafier, the board shall have a right to draw two 
hundred dollars from the Treasury of the State. Such a 
law wonld allow the Institution to enlarge, and render further legis- 
lation, for a considerable time, unnecessary. It need scarcely be 
added, that institutions for the blind, deaf and dumb, and insane, . 
furnish the highest evidence of a true civilization, and are proofs 
of the progress of society, and cheering and healthy signs of the 
times. The establishment of such institutions may fairly be re- 
garded as foretokening that universal mantliog of the earth with 
righteousness and peace, of which bards, divinely moved, have 
sung,and prophets,in their most fervid strains, foretold.

LUNATIC ASYLUM. 


To his Excellency, James Whitfield, 
Governor of the State of Mississippi: 

The Commissiogers of the Lunatie Asylum, in discharge of the 
duty imposed upon them by law, submit the following report of their 
proceedings since the adjournment of the last Legislature, showing the 
progress and present. condition of the work committed to their charge. 

Immediately after the election and organization of the present 
Board, in March, 1850, we commenced.a correspondence with, and 
employed, Mr. Joseph Willis, at a salary of $1500 per annum, as 
architect and superintendent of the buildings. He came highly re- 
commended as a practical and experienced architect, and we take 
pleasure in saying, that we think the buildings themselves will fully 
prove that he has sustained the high character which he brought with 
him. We were compelled, from the nature of the work, to commit 
almost its entire managenient and control to the architect, and we re- 
fer to his report, herewith filed, (marked A.) which gives a minute 

«and detailed account of the condition of the buildings, when he took 
-charge of it, as well as its progress since, and its present condition ;— 
together with a full statement of the disbursements made on account 
of each branch of the work; and also an estimate of the amount yet 
necéssary for its completion. The report of the Architect is so full, 
that a very few facts remain to be stated by the Board. The build- 
ings, though rapidly approaching completion, are not in such a state of 
forwardness as we had hoped to see them by this time. It was con- 
‘templated, by the Legislature, that the State Penitentiary should fur- 
nish the brick necessary for the completion of the buildings, and it 
was not until June, of the year 1350, that we were informed by the 
_ Superintendent that he could not furnish them. This disappointment, 

imposed upon us the necessity of advertising 60 days for contractors 
for furnishing the brick; thus causing great delay, and a large outlay 
of money, which we had not anticipated. 

After the arrival of the Architect, which was not till some time in 
the month of July, 1850, we caused a careful and thorough examina- 
tion of the foundation walls of the building, which had been, previ- 
ously, raised sufficiently high to receive the first tier of joists. After 
eonsultation with the Architect, and the Executive, it was determined 
to summon a committee of practical and scientific mechanics and en- 
giheers, to examine said foundation. We addressed a letter to Messrs. 
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John Crump, L. W. Petrie and Elijah Grammer, gentlemen well 
qualified to judge in such matters. They did not hesitate to condemn 
the foundation as unsafe, for so large a building, and we determined 
upon taking it up. This correspondence is herewith filed (marked B.) 
You will also find this subject fully discussed and explained in the 
report of the Architect. 

Considering that we were erecting a building which was intended 
to stand for all time, as it were, as a monument of the wisdom and 
liberality of the State, we could not hesitate, even at the expense of 
a little time and money, in adopting the safe course ;—in fact, not to 
make the workmanship of such a building perfect, or as nearly so as 
could be, were worse than a waste of money. 

The parties who contracted for the delivery of rock for the founda- 
tion, were prevehted from a prompt compliance with their contract by 
unforeseen circumstances, which also caused considerable delay in the 
_ prosecution of the work. 

The failure of the Penitentiary to furnish briek—the expense of 
taking up the foundation—the unusual high price of labor and mate- 
rials, and every article of subsistence, have imposed upon the Board 
expenditures to a large amount never contemplated by the Legislature, 
6r ourselves, and need only to be alluded to, to be.fully appreciated by 
every one. It will be seen, however, from a comparison of the cost 
of this institution: with those of a similar character, in other States, 
that it has, or will, when completed, according to the estimate of the 
Architect, cost actually less, in proportion to its size, than any one. 
perhaps, in the Union, except the “Indiana Hospital for the Insane,” 
which was built at a fime when labor and materials were unusually 
cheap. Jt is abont the size of ours, end. cost $100,000; whilst ours 
will cost; when completed and furnished, including all the improve- 
ments, about $135,000, and will accommodate 150 to 200 patients. 
The “McLean Hospital,” at Somerville, Mass., cost $300,000, and 
will not accommodate more patients than ours. The “New Jersey 
State Hospital,” after which ours is modeled, cost $153,000, and will 
contain about 200 patients. The “ Bloomingdale Hospital,” near the 
city of New York, cost more than $200,000, and accommodates 150 
patients. 

We have been unable to ascertain, with any great degree of cer- 
tainty, the number of insane persons in this State. They are a class 
of sufferers whose misfortunes are, in many instances, withheld from 
public observation; and their true number, and actual condition, will 
never be known or appreciated, until the Asylum is completed, and 
thus 2 comfortable home provided for them. Yet we are not without 
data on this subject: In the State of South Carolina, a State of but 
little over our population, there are 170 patients in the Lunatic Asy- 
lum, and many others in the State, who cannot be admitted for want 
of room in the buildings of the institution. In the State of Massa- 
chusetts, where the statistics are more reliable than in any other State, 
¿bere are about three to every thousand persons; aud in many of the 
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Northern States the proportion is about the same. This ratio would 
give to our State about 300 to 500 of those unfortunate beings. 

We deem it entirely useless in us to urge upon the Legislature the 
great importance, in our estimation, of this institution. Its name alone 
commends it to every generous impulse of the human heart. It isa 
cause which has commanded the warmest and most liberal support of 
the greatand good men of our whole country, and never has, nor 
never will, appeal in vain to Mississippians.

[STATEMENT A]. 
Fo the Board of Commissioners: 


GENTLEMEN—Ïn compliance with your request, I herewith subiit 
the following report : i 

After receiving the appointment of Architect, for the Asylum, ou 
my arrival here to take charge of the work, about the first of July. 
1850, I was informed that the foundations had been laid, and the ` 
walls of the cellar or basement story, raised to the height of eight feet, 
with a portion of the first tièr of joist put on. As the work had been 
suspended for sevéral months, thé cellar was filled with water to the 
depth of from two to three feet. After liaving the cellar drained, 1 
discovered that thie foundations under the walls were very soft, and as 
they began to dry, that the walls eracked in many places, from top to 
bottom. I also discovered that the mortar at the bottom of the walls, 
to the height of about three feet, was entirely rotten, in consequence 
of having remained so long in water without having had a chance to 
become dry, so as to form a cement; the top of the walls to the depth 
of about two feet were but little better, as they had remained uncov- 
ered and been exposed to heavy rains for several months. Under 
these «circumstances, I was unwilling to put up the building, on the 
walls that had been erected, being satisfied that the foundations would 
not support the superincumbent weight of so massive a building: and 
that it would not be long before serious injury to the building would 
be caused by uneven settlements in the foundations. "After reporting 
the above facts to your Board, I was instructed by resolution at a sub- 
sequent meeting, to make a further and more minute examination, 
and report in writing, the situation of the foundations and walls, and 
also in what manner they could be remedied. Accordingly, after making 
a more minute: examination of the work, I reported at length, the 
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condition of the walls and foundations, and recommended taking up 
all the outside and main cross walls, and re-building them with stone, 
on a substantial timber base. Subsequently your Board appointed a 
committee of three eompetent gentlemen, who were disinterested, to 
examine the workand also report im writing to your Board. Those 
genilemen made a strict exammation of the work, and confirmed the 
opinion I had given, that the wails and foundations were incompetent 
to sustain the superstructure that was intended to be put upon them. 
In fact, they went further than 1 had done, for they condemned 
the whole of the walls, both inside.and out. l was of opinion myself 
that it would be better to take up all the walls, but in order to save 
asmuch as possible, T thought we could secure the building by making 
all the outside and main cross walls substantial. In accordance with 
my recommendation, your Board instructed me to have all the out- 
side and main cross walls removed, and re-built of stone on a good 
substantial cypress timber base. Accordingly, I made a contract with 
Mr. C. A. Parker to take up the walls necessary to be removed, for 
the sum of three hundred and fifty dollars. A contract was also made 
with Messrs. Graves & White to furnish cypress lumber for the foun- 
dations at seventeen dollars per thousand feet. Ialso made a contract 
with My. R. Y. Stewart for rock, to the amount of ‘eight hundred 
cubic yards, if required, at fifteen cents per cubic yard, in the ground, 
at his place about fifteen miles below Jackson, on the Raildroad. 
About the same time, a contract was made with Mr. R. W. Crossley, 
for quarrying and loading the rock on the Cars, for the sum of one 
dollar and fifty cents per cubic yard. And also a contract with the 
Railroad to transport the rock to Jackson for two dollars per cubic 
yard. A contract was also made with Messrs. Adams & Boddie to 
haul the rock from the Railroad Depot to the building, at one dollar’ 
and twenty-five cents per cubic yard. Aboutthe same time, a contract 
was made with Mr. E. Moody to make and deliver at the building, 
one million good hard well burned brick, at the sum of five dollars 
and fifty cents per thousand—six hundred thousand to be delivered by 
the first of Jan., 1851, and the balance by the first of Aug. following. 
Contracts had previously been made with Messrs. Eubank, Garland, 
Hamilton and Douglass, to furnish eight hundred cords of ‘wood for 
burning brick, at one dollar and ninty-nine cents per cord. Subse- 
quently a contract wasmade with Messrs. Graves & White, to furnish 
between four and five hundred thousand feet of lumber, at from thir- 
teen zo fifteen dollars per thousand feet, according to quality. 

Under these circumstances, the work was commenced about the first 
of September of last year; but as there were but few materials on 
hand at that time, it progressed slowly for several months. From 
unforeseen causes, the Railroad Company was unable to bring up the 
rock as fast as it was needed, and in fact, instead of having it all de- 
livered as it should have been, by agreement, on the first of December, 
it was not all delivered until late this summer; consequently, it caused 
great delay in the progress of the work. 
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Messrs. Adams & Boddie, contractors for hauling the rock from the 
. Depotto the building, dissatisfied with the repeated delays and failures 
‘occasioned by the Railroad Company, threw up their contract, having 
delivered but a small portion of the rock, say about one hundred and 
fifty yards. In this dilemma, I had to hire teams as I could get them, 
and pay & higher price than the contract price with Messrs. Adams 
& Boddie. Ti became so difficult last spring to hire teams at anything 
like a fair price, that the Board instructed me to buy a team for the 
use of the Asylum. which I accordingly did, and thereby saved some 
two or three hundred dollars to the Institution. 


After the walls were removed, I employed hands by the day, and 
had fhe rubbish taken out, and trenches dug under the centre build- 
ing walls, five feet wide, and under the wing walls, four feet wide, and 
all from fifteen to eighteen inches'deep. L found, that in excavating 
the cellar, that all the clay had been removed, and that the walls had 
been built on a bed of marl, that] extends to the depth of from twenty 
to thirty feet, and that when it is wet, expands and becomes very soft 
and slippery, and that when dry, in contracts and becomes very hard, 
and if exposed to the atmosphere, crumbles or slacks like lime; con- 
sequently, itis a very poor material for foundations for buildings. In 
fact, from what little experience I have had in this kind of earth, 1 
am satisfied that there must be some kind of an artificial foundation 
created to build upon, in order to sustain a building of any magnitude. 

After having the trenches or foundations dug. 1 had the earth com- 
pressed as much as possible with heavy mauls, prepared for that pur- 
pese,—I then had cypress plank two inches thitk laid transversely across 
the trenches as elose together as possible, and on top of them longi- 
tudinally, cypress timbers six inches thick, each piece running past 
the other so as to break joints, from eight to ten feet. I then had the 
old mortar that came out of the walls rammed in between the timber 
and sides of the trenches, and all the joints between the timbers well 
grouted. With the foundations thus prepared, we commenced the 
stone work, and raised a base of stone under the centre building five 
feet wide at the bottom, three feet wide at top, and two feet high, and 
under the wings four feet wide at the bottom, two feet six inches at 
top, and two feet high, battering the walls the same oneach side. We 
ther built a stone wall on top of that, two feet six inches thick under 
the centre building, and two feet thick under the wings, all five feet 
high, making a solid stone wall seven feet high, extending all round 
the entire building, and bringing us up to the level of the grade on 
the outside. On top of that, I had two courses of hammer dressed 
ashlar, each course one foot high, extending all round the building, 
which brought the walls up two fect above the'grade, and ready for 

2 the first tier of joist.. On top of the ashlar is a cut stone water table, 
one foot high, extending round the building, making the stone work 
three feet high on the outside, above the pavement, and ten feet from 
the timber foundations. , 

After having the basement story or cellar walls completed, in the 
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above described manner, the brick-work of the east wing was cow- 
menced about the first of May, and has progressed steadily ever since, 
and for the last three or four months very rapidly; so that now we 
have the first and second stories of the entire building up, and the 
third story of the east wing is also up and ready for the roof. 

Tf no unforeseen delay occurs, we will have both wings under roof 
by the first or middle of February next, and the centre building early 
in the spring. 

As Mr. Moody had failed in part, to comply with his contract for 
-~ farnishing brick, it was evident that unless some other arrangement 
was made, that great delay would be oceasioned for want of brick: 
consequently, a contract was made early last spring, with Mr. T. 
Graves, to make one million good hard well burned brick, more or 
less, at six wollars and twenty-five cents per thousand. Mr. Graves 
immediately set about making the brick, and has furnished near one 
million and a half good hard brick. A contract was made with Mr. 
C. Dudley, late in the summer, for doing the carpenter’s work of the 
Asylum, at about fourteen thousand dollars; and he has been pra- 
gressing as rapidly with it as was required. 

Owing to the very low stage of water in Pear! river, laet spring and 
summer, Messrs. Graves and White were disappointed in getting 
duwn their cypress logs, and consequently have not been able to fur- 
nisk the cypress lumber contracted for; but it is to be hoped that « 
rie will take place soon, and that they will be able to furnish the 
iumber in due time. a 

On taking charge of the building, I deemed it necessary to make 
seme little alteration in the internal arrangement of a portion of the 
wings. 

rs the New Jersey Asylum, the building that this was, modeled 
efter, the*kitehen, bake-house, &c., is located in the basement story of 
the centre building, and eonsequently is adjacent to the wings; and 
the patients’ dining-room being located on the front side of the corri- 
Gor in the wings, the victuals, dishes, &c., had to be carried but a 
short distance from the kitchen to the diuing-room, in the first story. 
and there hoisted in dumb-waiters tu the dining-rooms above. But 
this arrangement would be very inconvenient in this climate, as,the 
kitchen, bake-house, &c., will necessarily have to be located in an out 
building, to be erected for that purpose in the rear, and the victuals. 
dishes, &c., would have to be first brought from the kitchen into the 
centre building, pass through one half of the main hall, and oné half 
cf the cross hall, into the corridor of the wings, and then to the din- 
ing-rooms on the first story, where it would be hoisted in duml- 
waiters to the rooms above; making a distance it would have to be 
curried, after entering the building, of not less than eighty feet; and 
then having to pass through the door leading - from centre building to 
the wings among the patients in the first ward, giving continual 
chances for them to escape, or being compelled to keep a guard at 
the door. 
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Instead of that arrangement, I have made three patients’ rooms 
of. each room designed for the patients’ dining-rooms, and taken the 
corner room in each rear corner of the centre building, for the 
patients’ dining-room; thereby making nine more patients’ rooms in 
eaeh wing, and making the entrance to the dumb-waiters just inside 
the back door of the centre building. I have also made some slight 
alterations in the hot-air chambers, in the basement story, which I 
deemed. necessary, in order to heat the entire building by hot air. 1 
have somewhat changed the architecture of the building externally, 
but the changes made du not increase the cost. 

The slate has been procured and is-on the ground for covering the 
building; the-glass, and most of the nails, pullies, &e., have been 
purchased; castings for the hot air and ventilating flues have nearly 
all been provided. Most of the lumber for the joists and roof are on 
the ground. There are also some five or six hundred thousand brick 
«n hand; and the stone sills for windows, lintals, steps, capitals, &c., 
for the portico, are in a state of forwardness, so that there is nothing 
to retard the vigorous prosecution of the work. * . 

The team that was purchased for the use of the Asylum, last sum- 
mer, was sold to Mr. C. A. Parker, at the original eost, by instrue- 
tions from the Board, as we had no further use for it, after hauling 
the rock, The amount, which was seven hundred and sixty-seven 
dollars, has been charged to his account. 

The wood that was purchased by order of the Board, has been 
furnished to the brick contractors, at the price paid for it, as follows, 
to-wit: To E. Moody, three hundred and forty-six curds, at two 
dollars per cord, making six hundred and ninety-two dollars; and to 
T. Graves, four hundred and thirty-eight cords, at two dollars per 
cord, amounting to eight hundred and seventy-six dollars; which 
amounts have been charged to their accounts respectively. 

As Mr. Moody had failed to deliver the brick according to contract, 
and had not delivered quite one half, up to the first of August last; 
«E was agreed by mutual consent, ata meeting of your Board, held 
n August, that the contract should be cancelled, which was accord- 
ingly done. 

You will see by the following exhibit, that there has been appro- 
priated by your Board, and expended on the building, since January 
ist, 1850, the sum of fifty thousand six hundred and thirteen dollars 
and ninety-nine cents, as follows: —

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FUTURE OPERATIONS. 


Should the proper means be placed at your disposal to complete 
the building, and put; up the necessary out-buildings, I would recom- 
mend the erection of a two story brick building, to be located in the 
rear of the centre building, of sufficient capacity for a kitchen, bake-room, 
wash room, store-roóms, &c., also a room for asteam engine, of small size 
for foreing water into the dome of the centre building. In the second 
story there should be a large room for ironing clothes, one for airing, 
ef drying them, after being ironed, and also one for drying clothes 1n 
wet weather. There should be a two story covered passage-way, lead- 
ing from the main building to the rear building, so that persons-could 
pass and re-pass without being exposed to the inclemency of the 
weather. There should also be erected two suitable one story briek 
buildings, for servants’ roowe—one for male and the other for female ser- 
vants; also, a barn, carriage-house, ke. It will be necessary to grade 
off some of the ground around the west wing, and fill up around the 
east wing, and to pave around the building, to.the width of from 
eight to ten feet out from the building; also, to build several large 
cisterns, to supply the building with water. And, in fact, there will 
have to be some other means provided for getting a constant supply of 
pure water, either by sinking an artesian well, making and walling in 
a large pond, or some other means; for, when the building is com- 
pleted, and filled with patients, it will require a constant supply of 
at least three thousand gallons per day. The grounds will have to be 

“cleared off, fences made, pleasure grounds prepared for the patients, | 
shrubbery and fruit trees set out, and many other things done, all of 
which will incur more or less expense. i 


- A DESCRIPTION OF THE BUILDING: 


The Asylum consists of a centre and two wings; the centre is sixty- 
one feet front, by one hundred feet deep, including a portico across 
the front end, of fifteen feet; and is four stories high; the columns 
of the portico will be six in number—they will be five feet in diam- 
eter, and thirty-five feet high, supporting a Grecian Doric entablature 
and cornice, eleven feet high ; they will be built of brick, rough cast, 
and fluted, with cut stone or cast iron capitals, and will start on a 
platform level with the sécond story floor; they will be supported in 
the first story, by six massive pillars, five feet square and eleven feet 
high, on top of which are three courses of cut stone, two feet nine 
inches high, extending across the front and each end of the portico. 
The floor of the lower platform being three feet above the pavement, 
aecess is had to it by flights of stone steps, between each of the pil- 
lars. There are, in each story of the centre building, six large rooms, a 
hall through the centre thirteen feet wide, and a eross hall eight feet 
wide; also, a principal stairway, and a room opposite for a clothes- 
room ; pad "u rear rooms, one on each side of the main hall, are for 
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the patients’ dining-rooms, and the only access to them is out of the 
wings; the other four rooms in each of the first, second and third 
stories, are for the office, parlors, steward’s toom, and rooms for the ac- 
eommodation of the officers of the’ Institution ; in the fourth story 
will be a large room for a chapel and lecture-room. The building 
will be surmounted by a handsome dome of suitable dimensions; the 
"wings are each one hundred and twenty-one feet Jong, thirty-nine feet 
widé, and three stories high, with a corridor through the centre, four- 
teen feet wide, and a set of rooms on each side, of different dimensions. 
The face of the wings recede back thirty-five feet from the face of the 
«entre, and at the end of each wing, thirty-five feet of the wing pro- 
jects ten feet in front of the balance, is one story higher, and is adorned 

"with pilasters on the front and ends, supporting an entablature with 
dental cornice. The entire building is to be covered with slate, with 
cast iron gutters; and the whole of the external face of the walls is 
to be rougheast, or stuccoed; in imitation of stone; and when com- 

` pleted, will present a front of three hundred and three feet in length, 
varying from forty-eight to sixty-five feet in height, to top of cornice, 
In point of beauty and durability; it will be equal to any similar In- 
stitution in the United States, and will reflect great credit upon the 
liberality of the State, in providing such an Institution for a portion 
of her unfortunate citizens. 

. Jt gives me pleasure to bear testimony to the faithful manner in 
which most of the contractors have prosecuted their contracts. Mr. 
T. Graves deserves great eredit for the energetic manner in which he 
has made and furnished the brick for the Asylum, this summer. 
Mr. C. A. Parker also deserves great credit for the energetic manner 
in which he has prosecuted his contract for laying the brick m the 
wall. Mr. C. Dudley has also progressed as fast with the carpenter's 
work as circumstances would admit. i 

In conclusion, gentlemen, allow me to tender to you my acknow- 

Jedgments for the able manner in which you have sustained me in the 
arduous duties of superintending the Asylum. :

REPORT OF THE ADJUTANT GENERAL... 


. Avrurant GrNERAL's OFFICE, 
Jackson, January 5th, 1851. $ 


To his Excellency, James Whitfield, Governor, 
and Commander-in-Chief of the State of Mississippi <- 
Sm: The Adjutant General, in obedience to the 35th section of 
the act entitled, “ An Act to regulate the Militia of the State,” sub- 
mits the following 
REPORT: 


lt is with extreme regret that he has to acknowledge the very 
imperfect organization of the Militia of the State; and the almost 
total absence of records in his office, showing the number of able 
bodied men required by law to be enrolled in the Militia, and the 
strength and condition of the companies, regiments, brigades, and 
divisions, into which the State is divided, and of the arms and accou- 
trements of individuals composing the Militia of the State. 

Few of the companies throughout the State are officered and orga- 
nized—an arrangement most essential for the disciplining and instruc- 
tion of the Militia in the manual exercise,—forming, marching, and 
the various duties of a soldier under arms and in the camp. 

A few volunteer conipanies do not come under this censure. These 
companies are well armed and equipped, have their regular musters, 
go through the different motions of the manual exercise, movements, 
and evolutions, with’ great correctness, much to their credit, and 
greatly to their improvement in military tactics. | 

The higher offices in the Militia seem to be sought with some 
show of patriotism. 

. The State is divided into five divisions. There is a Major General 
m commission in four of these divisions. One vacancy only. 

There are eleven brigades, to each of which there is a Brigadier 
„General in commission, except to three. Three vacancies only. 

The State is divided into seventy-two regiments. There are in 
commission thirty-six Colonels, only. One-half of the regiments, only, 
have a Colonel commanding. 

. There are but twenty-eight Lieut, Colonels and twenty-nine Ma- 
Jors in commission to said seventy-two regiments. 
In 1850 a general order was issued by the Commander-in-Chief, 
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Governor Quitman, requiring that all company officers should report 
the strength and condition of their companies, to the Colonels of their 
respective regiments; and the Colonels should ee the strength and 
condition of their regiments to their respective Brigadier Generals ; 
and these should report the strength and condition of their brigades 
to their respective Major Generals, who were required to report to the 
Commander-in-Chief. s 

It was required also, by said general order, that elections should be 
held to fill all vacancies in Companies, Regiments, Brigades and 
e glect and th d disc 

uc at neglect and remiseness, in the organization and. discip- 

lining of the Ms of the State, .existed eim the officers, that 
this order was not generally obeyed. A few reports only were for- 
warded to the Commander-in-Chief. dii

It will appear from the statement hereto appended, that nearly the 
whole amount granted by Congress, has been confirmed to the State. 
There have been sold of these lands, at private sale, under the act

sent month, the offices of Governor, President of the Senate, and 
Speaker of the House of Representatives, all became vacant. "Th 
occurred by the resignation of the former on the third of February 
last, and the expiration of the term of service of the two latter, on 
the fourth instant. The constitution provides in such case thak “the 
person acting as Secretary of State for the time being, shall by pro- 
clamation convene the Senate, that a President may be chosen to 
exercise the office of Governor.” The High Court of Errors ard 
Appeals have decided that “all officers in this State are elected for 
limited terms, which terms expire at the time of the general glec- 
fons for the respective offices,” 6th How. 582. Agreeably to this 
decision, my term as Secretary of State, expired at the same time 
with the President of the Senate and Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives. There is no provision in the constitution authorizing the 
Secretary to continue in office until his successor is qualified; and 
upon consultation with the Attorney General, and others, of high 
legal attainments, they gaye as their opinions that I could no longer 
legally act as Secretary of State, If this opinion is correct, which 1 
am not disposed to controvert, then : the State D a e ote 
end. "The general election, for all State and county officers, had jus 
taken place, and there was no Governor to commission the newly 
elected officers, and to whom they could make their official bonds paya- 
ble, as required by law. There was no Secretary of State to conver? 
the Senate, that a President might be chosen to act as Governor; zo 
person authorized by law, to receive and open the election return: 
and ascertain who were elected. In fact, the terms of all the State 
and county officers had expired, and the whole machinery of the 
_ State government. was at a stand; and no one legally authorized to 
n ip. T was left to choose between two alternatives; to leave 
ihe State government to take care of itself, which certainly would

have produced much confusion and evil; or assume the responsibility 
of continuing ¿o act as Secretary of State, in the absence of a Gover- 
sor, and after my term had expired. I did not hesitate to choose 
the Satter; and immediately issued a, proclamation; convening thé 
Senate on the 24th instant. 

Although an interregnum of twenty-one days has occurred in the 
office of Chief Executive of the State, at a very important time, 1 do 
not believe the public interest has suffered materially thereby. 1 
have continued to perform all the duties required by law of the 
Secretary of State, to the present time; and also to receive and 
answer the Executive correspondence, and to do such other acts, 
pertaining to the public affairs, as I thought right and necessary, in 
order that the interest of the State or of individuals might not be

and at the session of the Legislature, in 1818, various amendatory 
tas were enacted excluding several other counties. At the session 
of the Legislature in 1856, special acts, upon the subject of schools, 
were passed for a large number of counties. The special legislation 
upon this subject has virtually repealed the law providing for a gene- 
ral system of Common Schools in the State. On examining the va- 
rious laws upon this subject, repeals and re-enactments, special and 
mtal laws, the subject is thrown into such a state of confusion 
ibat it is difficuk to tell what the law is.

Six : It is made the duty of the Secretary of State to superintend 
ihe printing of the Acts of each session of the Legislature, and to 
apportion and distribute -the same among the several counties of this 
‘Stabe: Hereto attached is a tabular statement, showing the distribu- 
dm o -the Laws and Journals, and other books in 1850 and 1851; 
and also the number of civil officers commissioned in each county at * 
the present date. -In addition tothe books named in the table, [ took 
the liberty of sending to each county a set of the books containing the 
Census and other statistics for 1840, which had been in this office for 
several years. 

Tn discharging this duty, several important facts have been brought 
to my notice, which I think it not inappropriate to mention in this 
connection : 

ist. The number of copies of the Acts now authorized to be printed. 
does not furnish one for each civil officer of the State, to say nothing 
of the militia officers, none of whom are ever supplied. i 

2d. There is not an officer in the State in possession of a complete 
set of the printed Acts of the Legislature or of Congress. 

3d. There is not a printed copy of the Acts of several of the pre- 
vious sessions of the Legislature in the office of the Secretary of State: 
and but a very limited number in the State Library. 

4th. There are material errors in some of the copies of the Áct: 
heretofore published. 

5th. There are many Acts regarded as local or private, and not 
published among the laws of a general nature, but which are import- 
ant to many persons, aud frequently to communities, and to which 
reference is sometimes wanted to be made. 

if the Laws of the State at large, were printed carefully, and bound 
in a convenient and durable form, and placed in the several State and 
county offices, they would be preserved, and the citizens would always 
have copies of the laws to refer io; other States have done so,—Mis- 
sissippi ought to do it. But so long as the Acts are hastily printed, 
done up and sent out in pamphlet form, they will be worn out, lost or 
destroyed, and the officers will ever be destitute of many laws which 
it is important they should keep in their offices.

In 1846, the Legislature of this State made it the duty of the 
Segretary of State to have prepared and furnished to the several Clerks 
of Probates in this State a uniform standard of Weights and Mea- 
gúres so soon as practicable, according to the provisions of the aet of 
Congress establishing a uniform standard of Weights and Measures 
for the United States. 

* There are some weights in this office which, I presume, are the 
same mentioned by the Governor in his message of 1841, but there 
isnot a complete set, There are no measures, and if any were ever 
received at this office, I have been unable to learn the faet. 

It will be seen that the law of 1846, which enjoins it upon the 
Secretary of State to have weights and measures prepared and fur- 
nished to the Probate Clerks, gives him no authority to'contract for the 
same. And no State officer 1s allowed to “enter into contract of any 
kind on behalf of the State, without being specially authorised 
thereto by law." . NM ES 

This is a subject of much interest to the citizens of the State gen- 
. erally, and I am: anxious to comply with the law in regard to'it, but 
find it entirely out of my power without further legislation, and an 
appropriation sufficient to enable me to carry it into effect.

AN ACT to amend the Constitution of the State of Mississippi. - 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of 
Mississippi, (two-thirds of each: branch concurring,) That the twen- 
tieth section of the fourth article of the constitution of this State be 
so altered and changed as to read as follows : 

“ Section 20. The qualified electors of each county shall elect five 

rsons, by districts, for the term of two years, who shall constitute a 
Board of Police for each'eounty, a majority of whom may transact 
business; which body .shall have full jurisdiction over roads, high- 
ways, ferries and’ bridges, and all other matters of county policy, and 
shall order all county elections to fill vacancies that may occur in the 
offices of their respective counties. The Clerk of the Court of Pro- 
bate shall be the Olerk of the Board of County Police.” 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That it shall be the duty of the 
Secretary of State, át least six months preceding the general election 
in November eighteen hundred and fifty-one, to give notice by adver- 
tising in three publie newspapers printed in this State, of this act and: 
the alteration hereby proposed: to be made to the constitution; and at 
said eléction the qualified electors voting for members of the Legisla- 
ture, shall vote for or against the alteration herein proposed, in the 
following manner; to wit: Those voting for the alteration herein pro-.

4, 5, 6 and 7 of section 7, township 6, range 4, west ——to'O. ©. Brooks; 
for the sum of. $8,000... One-fourth of these amounts, respectively, 
was paid in hand, and notes were taken for the remainder, payable on. 
the first days of January, 1852, '53 and '54— reserving to the State 
the title, until the last payment shall be made. I am confident these 
sales were the best that could have been effected, and will prove highly 
advantageous to the Fund. The purchasers are all very responsible, 

and I haye no doubt the notes will be promptly paid at maturity. 

By a compromise with D. S. Pattison, in behalf of the heirs of 
Isaac Caldwell, deceased, I have secured the payment of $6,400 to 
the Seminary Fund, in four equal instalments, bearing interest, paya- 
ble, respectively, on the Sth days of June, 1851, '52, '58 and '54, 
and received the sum of $512, the interest on said amount for one 
year, in advance. By compromise with the estate of R. A. Patrick, 
deceased, I haye received from W. Y erger, for the benefit of the Sink- 
ing Fund, a deed for 640 acres of land. By compromise with William 
H. Lynch, I have obtained for the Sinking Fund the following lots, 
containing valuable improvements, in the city of Jackson, viz: Lot 
No. 4, in square No. 4, south, and lot No. 6, in square No. 10, north, 
valued at $7,500. The latter I have sold to Robert E. Dickey and 
M. Craft, for the sum of $5,000, payable in three instalments, on the 
Ist days of January, 1853, '54 and '55, retaining title until the pay- 
ments are made. By compromise with the estate of Thomas Barnard, 
deceased, I haye received the sum of $4,285, in bonds and coupons, 
issued for the benefit of the Planters’ Bank, and the sum of $500 in 
specie. Several important compromises of debts due the Sinking 
Fund are in negotiation, by which, if completed, a large amount will 
be saved to the Fund, which otherwise would be a total loss. 

Under compromises made by my predecessors, divers tracts of 
land, lying in different portions of the State, were deeded to the 
Sinking Fund, which lands, under existing laws, are subject to taxa- 
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tion. Àt ihe time when these taxes became due, I had no specie in 
my hands belonging to the Fund, and, not being authorized by law to 
draw out of the Treasury from the fund paid in, I had of necessity to 
permit them io be returned as forfesied to the Siate, io which, in faci,

SUPERINTENDENT'S OFFICE, '

To the Board of Inspectors * 
af the Mississippi. Penitentiary: 

GENTLEMEN: Ín reviewing the operations of the Penitentiary, for 
the past year, I have thought proper to call your attention to the fol- 
lowing subjects and statements of facts, embracing what has been 
done, the present condition of the Institution, its prospects, and what 
is necessary to be done at the 

Since cur last report, much time has as been consumed in putting in 
new machinery, and finishing the main front edifice of the Peniten- 
ary, that Was at that time in progress. 

made an appropriation of $14 900, to be vest- 
ed in machinery suitable for the manufacture of cotton and woolen 
goode; this amount has been expended as was designed: by the act 
‘making the appropriation, and all the machinery is now in operation, 
aud most of it doing well, producing about 900 yards of cloth, and 
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200 pounds of cotton yarn, per day. All the machmery has perform- 
ed fully up to my expectations, except the machinery for the manu- 
factare of wool; this has some defect, which does, to somè extent, 
retard our progress in the manufacture of woolen goods. 

Tn the purchase of the machinery, it was necessary to expend about 
iwo thousand dollars more than the amount of the appropriation made 
by the Legislature, to obtain all the parts required, to have the por- 
tions well balanced and adjusted, so that all the different parts would 
work in perfect harmony with each other; this sum is not yet paid, 
and does not appear in the accounts. It will not be necessary to re- 
commend any appropriation by the Legislature, to pay this balance, as 
it can be done ont of the receipts of the Institution, im the course of 
the next two months. * 

The same act of the Legislature required the front of the main 
building to be taken down and repaired, and a large new building 
erected in front by the labor of the convicts; this has been aceom- 
plished according to the requisition ef said act, adding very much to 
the outward appearance as well as the convenience of the Luilding— 
afording ample store rooms, and suitable rooms for hospital purposes. 

The amount of repairs and building, and other work that has been 
done, and the cost of materials, haye drawn heavily upon the receipts 
of the Institution, as the Legislature did not make any provision for 
the purchase and payment of materials. necessary in the construction 
of the new building, but merely passed the act requiring the conviets 
to do the work. 

The expenses haye been much heayier this year, than at any pre- 
‘hous year, owing to the very high price of provisions and the high 
price paid for cotton—ihe amount of building done—the amount paid 
eut for materials—+he expense of putting in a large amount of new 
machinery—and the loss of about four months’ time in putting up the 
machinery. Notwithstanding all these heavy outlays, we have nearly 
paid expenses this year. E 

The discipline of the Prison, is decidedly good, and the spirit of 
mubordination among the prisoners has never been better than at the 
present time. They are generally obedient, industrious and orderly, 
and it affords me great pleasure to state, that I find but little trouble 
in governing, at the present time, and seldom have occasion to resort 
to punishments. 

We have had good health during the past year; only one of the 
convicts died: his death was occasioned by disease contracted before 
he was admitted. j ! 

There was a nan, by khe name of Staughton, sent here, for safe 
keeping, waiting his trial before the High Court of Errors and Ap- 
peale, who also died. He had been brought here in a low state of 
health, and died of chronic diarrhea ;—an inquest was held over him,

Sie: At the date of our last report, there were 83 prisoners in 
the Penitentiary; since that time, there have been received 29—ma- 
king a total of 112. Of these, 14 have heen discharged by expira- 
tion of sentence—19 by pardon, and one has died; leaving now in 
confinement 15. 

The Factory Department was suspended on the Ist day of October, 
1850, zs stated im our last report, for the purpose of putting up the 
mew engine and machinery: and its operations were not complete 
resumed, until about the H4 of July, whereby a delay was aptly 
ju this and the last year, of about six months or more. 

Some of the machinery did not reach here by the time it was ex- 

and unforeseen delays were experienced in its erection. A 
part of it was put up by the Ist of May, and the whole has 
been in operation since about the Ist day of July, of the present year ; 
and with the exception of some slight imperfection im the wool cards, 
it works with great mechanical beauty and precision, and produces, 
With the aid of 45 operatives, an average of about 4000° yards of 
omaburg: and 1000 yards of linseys, per week, of a substantial and 
excellent quality. and 1000 pounds of cotton yarn.

PREAMBLE AND RESOLUTIONS OF 
THE SOUTHERN CONVENTION. 


Nashville, November 18th, 1850. . 

The following Preamble and Resolutions were reported by the 
Committee on Resolutions, and adopted hy the Convention : - 

We, the delegates assembled from a portion of the States of this 

, make this exposition of the causes which have brought 
us together, and of the rights which the States we represent are enti- 
led to under the compact of union. 

We hare amongstus two races, marked by such distinctions of color, 
and physical and moral qualities, as forever forbid their living together 
on terms of social and political equality. 

The black race have been slaves from the earliest settlement of our 

, And our relations of master and slave have grown up from 
that time. A change in those relations must end in couvulsion, and 
ihe entire ruin of one or both races. 

When the constitution was adopted, this relation of master and 
slave, as it exists, was expressly recognized and guarded in that instru- 
ment. It was a great and vital interest, involving our very existence 
as a separate people, then as well as now. ' 

The States of this Confederacy acceded to that compact, each one 
for itself, and ratified it as States. 

If the non-slaveholding States, who are parties to that compact, 

i its provisions, and endanger our peace and existence, by 
united and deliberate action, we have a right, as States, there being 
n0 common arbiter, to secede. - 
+ The object of those who are urging on the Federal Government in its 
aggressive policy upon our domestic institutions, is, beyond all doubt, 
fisally to overthrow them, and abolish the existing relation between 
master and slave. We feel authorized to assert this from their own 

ions, and from the history of events in this country for the 
last few years. 

To abolish slavery or the slave trade in the District of Columbia— 
io regulate the sale and transfer of slaves between the States—to 
exelude slaveholders with their property from the territories—to 
admit California under the circumstances of tlie ease, we hold to be 
all parts of the same system of measures, and subordinate to the same. 
_ tnd they have in view, which is openly avowed to þe, the total over- 
throw of the institution. , mE

We have no powers that are binding upon the States we represent. 
But in order to produce system and concerted action, we recommend 
ihe ing resolutions, viz: 

Resolved, That we have ever cherished, and do now cherish a coro 
dial attachment to the constitutional Union of the States, and that to 
preserve and perpetuate that Union unimpaired, this Convention 
originated, and has now re-assembled. . 

Resolved, That the Union of the States is a Union of equal and 
independent sovereignties, and that the powers delegated to the Fed- 
eral Government, can be resumed by the several States, whenever it 
may seem to them proper and necessary, _ 

Resolved, That all the evils anticipated by the South, and which: 
occasioned this Convention to assemble, have been realized, by the 
failure to extend the Missouri line of Compromise to the Pacific 
Ocean; by the admission of California as a State: by the organiza- 
tion of Territorial Governments for Utah and New Mexico, without 
giving adequate protection to the property of the South; by the dis- 
memberment of Texas; by the abolition of the slave trade and the 
emancipation of slaves carried into the District of Columbia for sale. 

Resolved, That we earnestiy recommend to all parties in the slave- 

States, to refuse to go into, or countenance any National Gon- : 
vention, whose object may be to nominate candidates for the Presi- 
deney and Vice Presidency of the United States, under any party 
denomination whatever, until our constitutional rights are secured. 

Resolved, That in view of these aggressions, and of those threat- 
ened and impending, we earnestly recommend to the slaveholding 

to meet in a Congress or Convention, to be held at such time 
apd place as the States desiring to be represented, may designate, to 
be composed of double the number of their Senators and Representa- 
faves in the Congress of the United States, entrusted with full power 
and authority to deliberate and act with the view and intention of 
arresting farther acoression, and if possible, of restoring the Constitu- 
tional rights of the South, and if not, to provide for their future safety 
and independence. 

Resolved, That the President of this Convention bs requested to 
forward copies of the foregoing preamble and resolutions to the Gover- 
nors of each of the slaveholding States of the Union, to be laid before 
their respective Legislatures zt their earliest assembling.

similar spirit to attend the distracted councils of the Federal Union; 
but, i£ we be disappomted in this, cur solemn and earnest invocation, 
it is due to ourselves and to the people of the United States, that we 
should declare that Maryland will take her position, with her Sonth- 
ern sisters, in the maintenance of the Constitution, with all its com- 
promises, the preservation of the Union, and the vindication of her

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OF THE MARYLAND 
REFORM CONVENTION, ON THE LATE ACTS OF 
CONGRESS FORMING THE COMPROMISE, ETC. 


Mr. Chambers, from the Committee, presented the following Report : 

Wnerras, The Constitution of the United States was designed 
more effectually to secure the civil and political rights of the citizens 
of every part of the Union, and especially to protect their personsand 
property as well in other States, as in the State in which they might 
reside; and whereas, amongst the rights of property, there was none 
more generally known or more distinetly recognized, than that of 
holding slaves; and whereas, the peculiar risk of loss to which this 
species of property was exposed, was so obvious, and the absolute nc- 
eessity of a suitable provision to guard against it so universally felt, 
that no one hesitated to ‘acknowledge that without such provision the 
Union could not have been framed; and whereas, certain persons in 
various portions of the Union, instigated bv a spirit of fanaticism, have 
combined for the purpose of openly resisting and defying the guaran- 
tees of the constitution and laws by which alone the slave-holding 
States ean be assured of the rightful possession, and just protection of 
their property, we the members of the Convention of. Maryland, lately 
elected from the body of the people, and intimately acquainted with 
tlicir feelings and opinions, deem it proper to declare in calm and de- 
liberate terms, what we believe to be their views in relation to the ex- 
citing subjects to which we have referred, and do, —Therefore, 

Ist. Resolve, That the Constitution of the United States, has ac- 
ecmplished ali the objects, civil and political, which its most sanguine 
fremers and friends anticipated, and that.the affections of the people 
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of Maryland are justly rivetied to its principles, by the memory of 
the sacrifices of- the wise and good men who framed it, as wellas.by 
the blessings it has so liberally dispensed to our country. > -<.> 
. 24, That a proper appreciation of these blessings should lead every ' 
State in the Union to adopt all such measures, as from time to time 
may be mecessary to give complete and full effect to any provision of 
ihe eonstitution or of the laws pursuant thereto, intended for the pro- 
tection of any portion of this great family of States. ' 

8d. That while we do not conceal that the several acts of Congress 
pated at their late session, relating to the admission of California, to 
the territorial governments of Utah and New Mexico, tothe adjust- 
. meat of the boundary of Texas, to the prohibition of the slave trade 
in the District of Columbia, and to the reclamation of fugitives from 
' labor, do not, to the extent we desired, meet the just demands of the 
South; nevertheless, viewing these several acts as parts of an entire 
system, io be adhered to and maintained as a whole, proceeding on the 
basis of compromise, and intended by a permanent adjustment of so 
many critical questions, to heal the publie agitations and perpetuate 
the Union, they have received our aequiescence, and have inspired us 
with admiration of those eminent statesmen, who rising above the 
influence of party and sectional considerations, periled their well 
earned reputation for the enduring welfare of their country. 

4th. That the vigorous and faithful execution by the General Gov- 
ernment of all laws made in pursuance of the Constitution, is its pri- 
mary duty, and affords the only security for the just protection of the 
tights and property of the citizens, and for the permanency of the 
Union; and it is equally the duty of all good citizens to encourage and 
support the officers of the Government in the execution of the laws, | 
and to discountenance and rebuke the efforts of those who seek to 
subvert them; and while therefore we entertain every proper confi- 
dence in the ability and determination of the Chief Magistrate of the 
Union, faithfully to perform his duty in the present crisis, and take 
the opportunity to tender to him our assurances that in any emergency 
that should require it, he may safely rely upon the cordial co-opera- 
tion of the people of Maryland, we cannot withhold the warmest ex- 
pression of our firm and continued reliance upon the patriotism of 
those of our countrymen, in all sections of the Union, who have fear- 
lessly asserted the constitutional rights of the South; and in view of 
the calamities which must ensue, if those rights continue to be vio- 
lied, we would earnestly suggest to the Governments of the non- 
slaveholding States, the propriety and importance of enacting such 
laws as will facilitate the recovery of fugitives from labor: and upon 
the citizens of every State, we would anxiously urge the absolute ne- 
cessity of maintaining and enforcing each and all of the measures of 
adjustment adopted at the dast session of Congress. 

Sth. That of the aforesaid series of laws, that intended to ensure the 
restoration of fugitives from labor, is the only one professing to protect 
the peculiar rights and institutions of the Southern States, from the 
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misclilevons hostility of a wicked fanaticism. in other portions of the 
Unien, is but a tardy and meagre measure of compliancé“with theclear, 
explicit and imperative injanctionsof the Constitution, and holds out the 
only hope that the protection which the South waa authorized to.ex- 
pect from the Union of the States, to this species of property, will be 
afforded to them, and being the chief inducement to the South for its 
accession to the compromise, the repeal of that law, or the failure to - 
enforce its provisions, could only be regarded as evidence of a deter- 
mined in other States, to violate the sacred charter of our 
rights, or a want of ability in the General Government to enforce the 
laws made for our protection, and in either event there would be a 
failure to comply with the solemn obligations which give tó the con- 
stitution its chief value, and binding force, and which could not be 
violated, or deliberately evaded without leading to a dissolution of the

WnrREas, The recent aetioh of the General Assembly upon the 
Wilmot Proviso and kindred subjects, and in relation to fugitive slaves, 
has met with no other response from the non-slaveholding Statesthan vio- 
lent denunciation and a systematic perseverence in the wrongs of which 
we complained : and whereas, it is apparent that the inevitable result 
of such a course of action on the part of a portion of the States must 
he to excite bitterness, jealousy and distrust among the rest; to kindle 
the angriest passions, to extinguish that spirit of concession, and de- 
stroy that mutual forbearance and fraternal affection which founded 
and have sustained our confederacy ; and, finally, to dissolve the Union 
- itself; and whereas, we are anxious, if possible, to avert the evils 
which threaten us, and believe that the most effectual means of doing 
this are to be found in the cordial union of the whole South for the 
maintenance of the constitution, and the preservation of the Union, if ' 
X can be preserved, and for their own preservation if it cannot: 

L Bett therefore resolved by the General Assembiyof Virginia, 
That upon the questions thus perseveringly and recklessly forced upon 
the country, Virginia has taken her position, and that position will 
be maintained. Her loyalty to the Union is no matter of empty pro- 

ion. It is stamped upon every page of her history. No State 
has done as much to formthe Union; none is prepared to do more to 
perpetuate it in the spirit in which it was formed, and in which alone 
it can be preserved. But, loyal as she is and always has been, it 
Were a fatal error to suppose that Virginia will ever consent that that 
Union, to which she has looked as a source of happiness and honor, 
shall be converted into an instrument of -degradation and oppression. 

2. Resblved, That in the event of the passage of the Wilmot 
Proviso, or of any law abolishing slavery in the District of Columbia, 
or m any manner interfering with the rights of slaveholders therein,

should consist of delegates selected by the people of the several State:

4. Resolved, therefore, That upon the happening of elther of the 
contingencies contemplated in the second resolution, the Governor he 
authorized and requested (instead of convening the Legislature} t 
issue his proclamation for the election of delegatesto a State Conve.

RESOLUTIONS 


Of the Legislature of the State of Texas, on the subject of 
Slavery. 


Resolved by the Legisiature of the State of Texas, That the 
Territories of the United States belong to the several States compos- 
ing the Union, and are held by them as their joint and common 
property. > 

Resolved, That Congress, as the joint Agent and Representative 
of the Union, has no right to make ‘any law, or do any act whatéver, 
that shall directly, or by its effects, make any discriminatión between 
the States of this Union, by which any of them shall be deprived of 
its full and equal right in any territory of the United States, acquired 
or to be acquired. 

Resolved, That the enactment of any law which should directly, 
or by its effects, deprive the citizens of any of the States of this Union 
from emigrating with their property into any of the territories of the 
United States, will make such discrimination, and would, therefore, 
be a violation of the constitution, and the rights of the States from 
which such citizens emigrated, and in derogation of that perfect equal- 
ity which belongs to them as members of the Union, and would tend 
directly to subvert the Union itself. . 

Resolved, That, as a fondamental principal in our political creed, 
$ people in forming a constitution, have the unconditional right to 
form and adopt the government which they may think best calculated 
to secure liberty, prosperity and happiness; and that in conformity 

;Xhexekó; no other condition is imposed by the Federal Constitution on 
a State, except that its constitution be republican, and that the impo- 
sition of any other by Congress would not only be in violation of the 
constitution, but in direct conflict with the principle upon which our 
political system rests. 
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Resolved, That theabolition of slavery in the District of Columbia, 
involving, as it does, and exercise of power not granted by the consti- 
tution, and designed, as it is, as a means of affecting the institution of 
Slavery in fhe States, and against which itis aimed as a blow, should 
be resisted on the part of the South by whatever means are best adapt- 
ed to the protection of the constitution, the defence of herself, and the 
preservation of the Union. 

Resolved, That knowing no party names or political divisions upon 
questions inyolving in their nature and consequences, the character, 
property and political existence of those we represent, we are prepared: 
to make common cause with our sister States of the South in defence 
of the Federal Constitution ; that our rights being identical, we will 
cordially co-operate with the rest of the South in any measure of de- 
fence of our constitutionalrights, that may be best caleulated to pre- 
serve their integrity. 

Resolved, That the Governor be required to transmit a copy of 
these Resolutions to the Governor of each of the States of the Union, 
and to each of our Senators and Representatives in Congress.

At a General Assembly begun and holden at Columbia, on the 
fourth Monday in November, in the year of our Lord, one 
thousand eight hundred and fifty, and from thence continued 
by divers adjournments, to the twentieth day of December, 
in the same year... 


AN ACT, TO PROVIDE FOR THE APPOINTMENT GF DEPUTIES TO A 
SOUTHEEN CONGEESS, AND TO CALL A CONVENTION OF 
THE PEOPLE Or THIS STATE. 


Wauersas, the convention of the slave holding States, lately assem- 
bled at Nashville, have recommended to the said States to meet in 
Congress or Convention, to be held at'such time and place as the 
States desiring io be represented may designate; to be composed of 
double the number of their Senators and Representatives in the Con- 
gress of the United States, entrusted with fell power and authority 
to deliberate, with the view and intention of arresting further ag- 
gressions, and, if possible, of restoring the constitutional rights of the 
South, and if not, to recommend due provision for their future safety 
and independence. 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Represen- 
tatives, now met and sitting in General Assembly. and by the 
authority of the same, That eighteen deputies shall be appomted in 
the manner hereinafter provided, who are hereby authorized, as de- 
puties from the State, to meet such deputies as may be appointed 
and authorized by any other slave holding State, in Congress or Cen- 
vention, as above recommended, and to jo'n with them im discussing 
and devising such measures, asin their opinion may be adequate to 
obtain the objects proposed by the said Convention at Nashville, and 
in reporting such measures to the said several slave holding States, 
as when agreed to and fully confirmed by them, or any cf them, will 
effectually provide for the same. 

See. 2. Four of the said deputies shall be elected by joint ballot 
of the General Assembly at its present session, and the qualified 
voters in each Congressional District in this State shall elect two, at 
such time as is heremafter prescribed. ^ . 

Sec. 3. The Governor of this State shall issue writs of election to 
the managers of election, requiring them to hold elections m their 
respective Congressional Districts on the second Monday in October 
next, and the day following, for two deputies to the said Congress, in 
each Congressional District; and the said managers shall thereupon 
advertise and hold such elections, and make due return thereof to 
the Governor. 
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Sec. 4. That the Governor shall duly commission all the said 
deputies, so to be elected by the General Assembly and by the people; 
and shall, in concert with the Governors or other proper authorities 
of other States joining in such Congress, appoint the time and place 
of meeting, and give due notice thereof; and any of the deputies on 
the part of this State, who may attend at such time and place, shall 
haye full power to represent the State, as hereinbefore provided. 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, 
That a convention of the people of the State of South Carolina is 
hereby ordained to be assembled in the town of Columbia, as here- 
inafter provided, for the purpose, in the first place, of taking into 
consideration the proceedings and recommendations of a Congress of 
the slave holding States, if the same shall meet and be held; and 
for the further purpose of taking into consideration the general wel- 
fare of this State, in view of her relations to the laws and govern- 
ment of the United States, and thereupon, to take care that the 
Commonwealth of South Carolina shall suffer no detriment. 

See. 6. And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, 
That on the second Monday in February next, and on the day fol- 
lowing, the managers of elections for the several districts in this State 
shall, after giving public notice, as in cases of elections for members 
of the Legislature, open tbe polls and. hold elections in their respec- 
tive districts for delegates to the said - convention, in all respects in. 
the same manner and form and at the same places, as elections are 
now conducted for members of the Legislature. And all persons 
who are qualified and entitled, by the constitution and laws of this 
State, to vote for members of the Legislature, shall be qualified and 
entitled to vote for said delegates to said convention; and in case of 
any vacaney occurring by death, resignation, removal from the State, 
or refusal ió serve, of any person elected a delegate to the said 
convention, the presiding officer of the said convention shall issue 
his writ authorizing and requiring the managers of elections, in the 
election district in which such yacancy may have occurred, after 
giving due notice thereof, to open a poll and hold an election to 
fill such vacancy, as in cases for the election of members of the 
Legislature. i i 

ec. 7. And be tt further enacted by the authority aforesaid, 
That each election district throughout the State shall be entitled to 
elect and send to the said convention, a number of delegates equal to 
the whole number of Senators and Representatives which such district 
is now entitled to send to the Legislature; and the delegates to the 
said convention shall be entitled to the same freedom of arrest in 
going to, returning from, and whilst in attendance on the said con- 
vention, as is extended to the members of the Legislature. 

Sec. 8. And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, 
That.all free white male citizens of this State, of the age of twenty- 
one years and upwards, shall be eligible to a seat in said convention. 

Sec. 9. And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, 
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That the Governor be, and is hereby requested, forthwith, after the 
passage of this act, to communicate an authentic copy of the same to 
the Executive of each of the slave holding States of the Union, and 
to urge upon the said authorities, in such manner as he may deem 
best, the desire of the State of South Carolina, that the said slave 
holding States do send duly commissioned deputies, to meet the 
deputies herein provided to be elected, at the city of Montgomery, 
in the State of Alabama, on the second day of January, Anno Do- 
mini, 1852. 

Sec. 10. And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, 
. That it shall be the duty of his Excellency, the Governor of the 
State, by his proclamation, to call together said convention, and ap- 
point the time for the meeting thereof, whenever or at any period, 
before the next session of this General Assembly, the conjuncture of 
a Southern Congress, contemplated in the purpose of this act, shall 
have happened: Provided, That in case the Governor shall not 
assemble the convention anterior to the next session of this Legisla- 
ture, this General Assembly shall, by a majority of votes, fix the 
time for the meeting of said convention. 

That the said convention may be continued by adjournment, from 
time to time, so long as may be necessary, for the purposes aforesaid : 
Provided, however, That unless sooner dissolved by their own 
authority, the said convention shall cease and determine twelve 
months from the day on which the said convention shall first assemble.

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JOINT RESOLUTIONS PASSED BY THE SEVENTH GENERAL ASSEMBLY 
OF THE STATE OF ILLINOIS, AT THE SESSION THEREOF, 
BEGUN AND HELD AT THE CITY OF SPRINGFIELD, 
JANUARY 6, 1851. 


Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
General Assembly of Itlinois, That the constitution of the United - 
states was the result of compromise, and could not have been formed 
Without concessions made by the different states represented in the 
convention of 1787, and under which this confederacy of sovereign 
states was brought together, and consummated as an union for certain 
general and limited purposes; and that the federal government, as a 
consequence of the constitution, is one of limited powers, derived 
exclusively from that instrument, and, in order to its preservation, all 
the grants of power therein contained, should be strictly construed by 
all the departments and agents of the general government so consti- 
tuted ; and that all the concessions and compromises therein contamed, 
should be faithfully observed and maintained by all sections of our 
common counter ; and that it is at all times dangerous and imexpe- 
dient to exercise doubtful constitutional powers, unless the necessities 
and exigencies of the nation should manifestly surmount questions of 
doubt and expedieney. ) 

Resolved, That the -institution of slavery was one of the principal 
subjects of compromise embraced in the constitution, and this general 
assembly, without committing itself upon the question of the consti- 
tutional power of eongress to legislate upon the subject of slavery in 
the territories of the United States, deem the exercise of such power 
unnecessary and inexpedient, because the exercise of the same is cal- 
culated to impair the happiness of the people, and to endanger the 
perpetuity of our glorious Union. 

Resolved, That regarding the constitution of the United States as 
not conflicting with the divine law as revealed to us, we, as citizens 
of the American Union, know no higher law than the constitution of 
our country ; and that as members of the general assembly of Illinois, 
when we take an oath to support the constitution of the United States, 
do not consider that we make any mental reservation touching the 
requirements of duty imposed by that instrument ; therefore, be it 

Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
General Assembly of Illinois, That all laws passed by the Congress 
of the United States, under and in pursuance of the constitution, 
should be supported, upheld and obeyed by all the citizens of this and 
every other state and territory in the Union. 

Resolved, That the controversy upon the subject of slavery, 
between the slaveholding and non-slaveholding states of the Union, and 
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the distraetions, jealousies and destruction of mutual confidence among 
the several states arising therefrom, should be deprecated by every 
good citizen and lover of his country, in the north, south, east, and 
west, as having the inevitable tendency of loosening the bonds of union, 
and threatening to prostrate the noblest fabric of civil and religious 
liberty that the world ever saw. 

Resolved, That the system of adjustment or compromise passed 
during the last session of congress, comprising the admission of Cali- 
fornia, the establishment of territorial governments for Utah and New 
Mexico, without the Wilmot Proviso, so called, the settlement of the 
boundary line between Texas and New Mexico, the suppression of the 
slave trade in the district of Columbia, and the amendment ofthe act 
of 1793, for the recovery of fugitive slaves, is eminently calenlated to 
remove the controversy, and to restore peace, quietude and confidence 
between the different sections of our beloved country, and meets with 
the hearty concurrence and approval of this general assembly. 

Resolved, That our Senators be instructed, and our representa- 
tives in the congress of the United States be requested to use all their 
energies, and to employ their best abilities and influence in resistance 
to any and all attempts that may be made to disturb or to unsettle, either 
by repealor modification, any of the measures embraced in that system 
of adjustment or compromise. 

Resolved, That any resolutions passed by -any previous general 
assembly, in conflict with the foregoing, and especially those adopted 
during the first session of the last general assembly, known as the 
Wilmot Proviso resolutions of instructions, be and the same are hereby 
reseinded. 

Resolved, That we approve of the manly and patriotic stand taken 
by the executive of the United States in evincing his determination 
to execute and enforce all laws constitutionally enacted, and that the 
people of the state of Minois will cheerfully sustain him in so doing. 

Resolved, That his excellency the governor of this state, be 
requested to transmit a copy of the foregoing resolutions to each of 
our senators and_representatives, with the request that a copy thereof 
be presented in each house of congress, and also a copy to the execu- 
tive of each state of the Union, to be laid before their respective legis- 
latures, that the position of Illinois, so far as can be defined by her 
general assembly, may be understood by the other states of the Union.

"REPORT OP VACCINE AGENT. . 


-R 


His Excellency, James Whitfield, j 
^. Acting Governor of. the State of Mississippi: 

Siz : In obedience to the law of the State, approved March 2d, 
1846, instituting the “ Vaccine: Depot," I beg leave, herewith, to 
submit my report, as'the agent of the said depot. 

Since my last report, made to your predecessor, on the 8th of 
December, 1849, I have vaccinated, as my register will show, one 
hundred and seven patients. 2 

I have also, since that period, distributed to applicants in the State, 
one hundred and thirty-nine packages of vaccine matter. 

Subsequently to my last biennial report, I have been enabled, from 
my own patients, or from those vaccinated with matter furnished by 
myself, to obtain a full supply of the genuine vaccine matter, which 
T have constantly had on hand for distribution, and with very few 
exceptions, I have heard of no want of activity in the virus so dis- 
tributed. 

During the months of January and February, 1850, cases of small 
pox were introduced from the Mississippi river into the northern part 
of the State, and in some of the counties bordering on the Yazoo river. 
At this period a great demand for the matter was made upon the 
Agent, and as the Legislature was then in session, l was enabled, 
through the 3üembers from such counties as were threatened with this 
disease, to give-an exiensive distribution to the vaccine matter. There 
were, also, a case or two of small pox introduced into Madison county 
in February or March of the present year, giving much anxiety to a 
portion of the citizens more immediately exposed to the danger, which 
produced, of course, many applications for the matter, which was 
promptly supplied. 

o far as the facts are known to me, these are the only occasions, in 
the past two years, which have produced any degree of urgency for 
the supply of the vaccine virus; and, therefore, the number of pack- 
ages distributed has not equalled that of the two preceding years. 

The Agency has now been in operation, under my superintendence, 
for nearly six years: and, to enable your .-Excellency, and the Legis-

lature, to see at a glance what has been done, I desire to present the 
following staatement : - 


Number of patients vaccinated in 1846, and 1847 - - + - 102 
* packages of matter distributed during the same years 70 
" patients vaccinated in 1848and 1849, - - - - - 143 
* packages of matter distributed during the same years 181 
* patients vaccinated in 1850 and 1851 - - - - - 107 


* packages of matter distributed during the same years 139 

In my last report I embraced the occasion, in referring to the mode 
of giving information to the public respecting the vaccine agency, by 
sending to each county, every six months, a circular letter to some 
one or more citizens of the county, to say: “This mode of giving 
information of the agency and its duties, by addressing one or two, or 
a dozen letters to private individuals in «each county, once or twice & 
year, I have found very inefficient ; and.I trust the Legislature will 
remedy this defect, by authorizing the Agent to give publicity to this 
subject, in at least five or six newspapers, of the most extensive circu- 
lation, in the different parts.of the State; for I am well assured, from 
nearly four years’ experience, [I may now add; nearly six,] that the 
more fully and widely theagency is known, the more it will beappre- 
-ciated and relied apon, for a supply of the vaccine virus, and the 
more numerous and steady will be the applications for it from all parts 
of the State.” 

Ifthe Agency is to be sustamed as permanent means of security 
to the public health, against the consequences of, so loathesome and 
fatal a disease as small pox, it is important that more general infor- 
mation of the duties of the Agent be disseminated among the people ; 
and L therefore, beg leave to. repeat my former suggession on this 
- subject. `

- . VAOCINATION.—MODE OF OPERATING. 


With the point of a clean, sharp’ lancet, needle, or common pen. 
knife, E puncture or scratch, very slightly, the skin, until: I see dis- 
tinctly thé appearance of blood. -If the wound should bleed too freely 
to permit the matter to remain in contact with it, 1 wipe off the blood, 
and wait a few minutes till it ceases to appear, when the matter is 
applied with the point of the operating instrument. I usually vacci- 
nate the left arm, about midway between the elbow and shoulder. ‘E 
select this a¥m because it is least used. 
Preparation or tHe Scas.—The hardest and darkest part of the 
scab should be selected and crushed to a powder on any hard, smooth 
surface, (I use two small glass plates for this purpose,) to which add a 
drop of water, which will soon change the powdered scab to a thick, 
milky fluid. The application of this fluid to the wound, and keeping 
it in contact with it till it dries, completes the operation. When the 
fresh lymph from the pustule is used, it should be taken about the 9th 
day, or when the pustule is well filled, from a slight puncture near 
the margin, made with the point of a needle or sharp lancet; the clear 
lymph which exudes from the puncture, will be found more certain in 
its effects than the scab; but I would not recommend a frequent resort 
to the pustule to obtain the lymph, for this might interrupt its regular 
course, and modify, to some extent, its influence upon the system. 
SUBJECTS ror Vaccrvation,—Unless there be a necessity, arising 
from an apprehension of small pox, I would not, usually, vaccinate a 
child under a year old; after this age all should be submitted to the 
operation. Cutaneous diseases, chronic or recent ulcers, especially if 
they: at all affect the general system, forbid vaccination. Children. in 
delicate health; and of irritable temperament, should not be vaccinated, 
unless there be a strong necessity for it; for in such patients extensive 
erysipelatous inflammation may supervene, or the genuine vaccine 
i may not be formed ; in either case no protection will result to 


the vaccinated from the operation, and it should be postponed till health - 


is restored. That the vaccine disease may be fully developed—that it 
may run its course regularly, without interruption—the health of the 
patient should be good at the time of vaccination, and the condition 
of the skin as perfect as possible. 

APPEARANCE OF THE GENUINE VACCINE PUSTULE.—On the fourth or 
fifth day after vaccination, a small red pimple makes its appearance at 


the point where the matter was inserted, the slight wound having en- - 


tirely healed. On the second and third days, after the vaccine inflam- 

taation has been distinctly formed, this pimple gradually assumes the 

character of a vesicle, elevated above the surrounding skin, round or 
l

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slightly oval in form, of a light pink red, almost semi-transparent in 
the Eritrea and distinetly depressed í in the centre. About the 
ninth day, a the vaccine sap ers is Po di and filled 
with I céntre remaining depressed; and around it, v 
from Knee inches in extent, the skin becomes inflamed, epe 
deep scarlet color. If the pustule be now pierced with a needle or 
lancet, a transparent, clear fluid will be found to exude from it, which 
is the genuine vaccine virus. About. the tenth or eleventh: day, the 
dépregsed centre begins io assunje a darker hue, and the pustule sub- 
siding, this hue is extended slowly over the whole surface, where the 
transparent lymph is changed into the vaccine scab, of. a deep mahog- 
any. color, ustally about the size of a five cent piece. : 

Symptoms OF THE GENUINE VACCINE rüsruLE.— The local symp- 
toms are, itching, during the forming stage,. pain in the matuting or 
matured stage, and soreness afterwards, - About ups sevenáh on 
day, ihe petemt has more or less. febrile symptoms, attended wi 
enlargement and soreness.of the glands in the armpit. These ‘nile 

symptoms are usually so slight as io require little attention, and fre- 
pants escape. observation or complaint; and again, they are decided, 
well marked, and require attention. I have seen the patient with 
quick pulse, hot skin, flushed cheek, headache, sick stomach, and furred 
tongue; though such cases are rare. 

REATMENT —The vaccine pustule requires mo local treatment—all 
that is necessary is to preserve it from pressure and friction, so that it 
may not be ruptured. If, however, considerable inflammation saper- 
vene, which should be regarded ‘as an: accidental, rather than as a 
necessary result of the operation, sugar of lead water and poultices 
may be used to advantage. For the febrile excitement, a dose of 
castor oil, quietude, and abstinence an excitants, are all that will be 
necessary, 

- DIFFERENCE BETWEEN THE TRUE AND THE SPURIOUS PUSTULE.— 
‘The true vaccine pustule never appears till the end of the third or 
Beginning of the fourth day, after vaccination; the Spurious always 
before, and with considerable inflammation. The true is marked with 
regular defined margin, and flat indented surface: the spurious, with 
irregular margin and elevated surface. The true is first a vesicle, then 
a pustule; the spurious is never a vesicle, bui runs at once into sup- 
puration. The true is never fally matured until from the ninth to the 
tenth day; the spurious is generally well by that time. The true 
leaves a regular, well defined scar, with pitted surface; the spurious 
an irregular scar, with smooth surface. 

ÅND FINALLY——]t is recommended, earnestly, that every patient he 
submitted to the examination of a careful physician, or of some one 
well informed as to the appearance and progress of the yaccine disease; 
- for it is not every pustule, produced by the genuine virus, that is 
gemuine; and to enable the physician t9 : decide on its character with 
aos he should see it during its forming, maturing and declining 
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g 
stages—that is, about the fourth or fifth, eighth or ninth, and eleventh 
or twelfth days. 

. Of course the faculty will perceive that the foregoing detail is net 
given for their instruction, but for that of those who vil assume the 
responsibility bf vaccination without competent knowledge to con-

being conducted to the Clerk's desk, accompanied by the Judges of the 
High Court of Errors and Appeals, Chancellor, &c., delivered the 
fellowing Inaugural Address: 
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Fe.iow-Crrizens: 

The scene which is now in progress is but the quiet termination 
of-a fiercely contested political struggle, in which questions of the 
utmost magnitude and importance, to the present and future gen- 
erations, have been subjected to elaborate scrutiny, and to anima- 
ted discussion, in many of the States of the confederacy, and in which 
principles, vitally essential to the maintenance of Republican institu- 
tions, have been so enforced upon the hearts and understandings of the 
enlightened millions who inhabit this fair continent, as to render it 
almost impossible that the time should ever arrive when those prin- 
ciples shall be shamefully forgotten or criminally disregarded. Iu 
taking upon myself the duties and responsibilities appertaining to the 
high Executive station, to which it has been my fortune to be elevated 
by the spontaneous suffrages of my fellow citizens, I feel it to be alike 
due to those who have thought proper, in a manner so honorable, to 
associate my name with that glorious cause, the triumph of which we 
this day celebrate, and to my own attitude as a public functionary, 
that 1 should avail myself of the present convenient opportunity of 
teviewing, in a concise and explicit manner, a few of the leading 
facts which have marked a contest, which has at last been brought 
to a close, under circumstances so decidedly auspicious. 

About four years since,a condition of things existed of a nature 
calculated to awaken the most painful apprehensions in thé public 
mind of the country. A valuable and extensive territorial domain 
had been wrested fromthe Republic of Mexico, by our conquering 
armies, the title to which was destined to be, in a few months there- 
after, formally perfected by solemn international compact. The en- 
emies of our Southern institations, distributed somewhat unequally 
among certain of the non-slaveholding states of the Union, had already 
conspired together for the purpose of bringing about the exclusion of 
Southern slave-holders and their slaves, from every foot of the territory 
which had been then newly acquired, through the instrumentality of 
what is now well known as the Wilmot Proviso. The abolition of 
slavery in the District of Columbia, by Congressional enactment, had 
been constantly threatened for a series of years antecedent to the period 
referred to, and there were indications, too significant to be disregarded, 
that the actual consummation of this nefarious scheme of injustice 
and fanatical folly was well-nigh at hand. The probibition by 
Congress. of the trade in slaves between state and state, and between 
the District of Columbia and the slave-holding states of the Confed- 
eracy, had been for a long time openly and audaciously proclaimed 
as part of the settled policy of the higher law faction of the Narth. 
It had been also most explicitly avowed, both in the Halls of 
Congress and elsewhere, that the measures just specified would be 
only preliminary to adirect assault upon the system of domestic sla- 
very wherever found existing. Meanwhile, and indeed almost ever 
since the foundation of the government itself, that important clause 
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in the Federal Constitution {known to have teen a sine qua non to the 
establishment of the Union itself es now existiag,) which provides fer 
the recapture and restoration of fugitives from service, had been insuit- 
ingly set “at naught, end in numercus instances deliberately trodden 
under foot. The admission of California iuto the Union—not as an 
integral part of a general system of equitable compromise, (to which 
there is reason to believe that no State of the South would have pre- 
sented the least objection,)—bul as a separate and substantive act of 
uncompensated injustice, instigated by secticnal hostility, and brought 
forward notoriously under Abolition and Freesoil auspices, was 
zealously urged and even imperiousiy demanded. 

The boundary question between Texas and New Mexico, or rather 
between the United States and Texas, had become a subject of fear- 
fal controversy, and no discerning men in the Republic in the least 
degree doubted that if this question sbould remein enadjusied, oniy 
fora few months longer, unprincipied factionisis, in the opposite 
sections of the Union, would seize upon it for the purpose of bringing 
upon the country all the incalculable horrors of a bloody and ex- 
terminating civil war. Sach were the circumstances existing when 
in the month of October, 1849, the people of the State of Mississippi 
held their celebrated Convention, and adopted a series of resolutions 
declarative of their constitutional rights and cf their determination 
to maintain them inviolate at all hazards. These resolutions, we all 
know, demanded n» charige of the organic law cf the Republic, and 
avoided all recommendation, of remedies, not known to the constitu- 
tion itself, or of a nature calculated to prove subversive of it, Our 
October Convention proposed, also, the assemblage of a general con- 
vention of the Southern States at Nashville, for the avowed purpose 
of consulting, in a fraternal and patriotic spirit, for the zeneral safety 
of the South, aud the preservation of the Union, from the dangers with 
which it was so obviously menaced. The Nashville Convention as- 
sembled. How far that body transcended the powers committed to 
it, and to what extent these powers were abuse] by ambitious and pre- 
sumptuous factionists, Í need not now explain. Suffice it to say, that 
everything wasdone which was found at all practicable calculated 
to embarrass the action of patriotic and just-minded statesmen. in 
Congress, and to obstruct all settlement of the distracting questions 
then pending. Contemporaneous with these occurrences, Congress 
was laboring most assiduously for the adjastment of these questions 
upon fair ani satsfactory principles. Namberless obstacles were 
conjured into existence, by designing politicians, for the purpose of 
impeding all wholesome and legitimate action, on the part of the 
two Honses of the National Legislature, and with a view to keeping 
the exciting questions, then so emphatically demanding prompt set- 
Zement, open 201 anadjusted until the accomplishment of their own 
aelish ends could be secured. Several months were exhausted in 
fieree controversial sie; when, at length, all obstacles were over- 
eomz, all impediments surmounted, and a scheme of adiustment was 
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announced to the country, as having received the deliberate approval 
of the Senate and House of Representatives in Congress, and of the 
Chief Magistrate of the Republic, which, if not equitable in all its 
features, and free from all plausible objections, was, undeniably, as a 
plan of compromise and pacification, under all the circumstances of 
the case, entitled to the cordial sanction and support of the whole 
American people. It is certain that this plan embraced everything 
demanded by the October Convention of Mississippi, and somewhat 
more. To make this evident, a short statement of particulars will be 
sufficient. ‘The firstof the measures of adjustment, in point of dignity, 
was the act admitting California. This, in form, was precisely like 
every other actadmitting a new State that has received the approval 
of Congress for the last twenty years. It was a simpleact of admis- 
sion, and nothing more. I shall not dwell upon it. 

The acts establishing territorial governments in Utah and New 
Mexico were of a character which admitted of no reasonable objec- 
tion on the part of any Southern Statesman. Each of these acts 
ptovided for the establishment of a territorial government, strictly 
upon non-intervention principles. Nothing like the Wilmot proviso 
will be found in either of them. In each of them is to be founda 
section providing for the exteasion of the constitution and laws of the 
Union to every part of the territory to which government was 
supplied. When these acts were oñ their passage through Congress, 
an amendment was proposed, and almost unanimously voted down, 
whereby the Mexican laws prohibiting slavery would have been 
continued in operation. It only remains to he stated that the territory 
of Utab, large enough for five or six slave States, is entirely north 
of the Missouri Compromise line of 36° 30’, as is a large portion of 
New Mexico also,—and that the material fact was conclusively 
proved in Congress, before either of these acts became part of the 
supreme law of the land, that in Utah many slaye-holders and their 
slaves were then residing and that no attempt to interfere with the 
tight of property in slaves, thus opénly enjoyed, had ever been ven- 
tured upon. 

The act adjusting the boundary between Texas and New Mexico. 
is still fess objectionable. Indeed, some such measure was in: 
dispensable to the public peace. By it Texas wasto receive ten mil- 
lions of dollars of the public money, with which to pay off her nation- 
al debt, and to secure such advantages in other respects,-as it was.per- 
ceived would make her, in a few years, one of the strangest slave. 
States in the Union,—a condition of things highly important to the 
South for many practical reasons, which it would be easy to specify. 
By this act many thousand persons, then resident upon the Territory 
ceded, and who were known to be of quite an anomalous character, 
were forever separated from Texasso asto prevent any mischieyousin- 
terference, which they might be inclined to practice in connection with 
thedelicate question of slavery. This act contains an implied ac- 
knowledgment on the part of Congress, of the title of Texastoallthe 
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Territory in dispute, upto the 42d des. of North latitude, and thus, by 
irresistible implication, recognized the law of slavery, acknowledged 
by all to have pervaded, at the time, the wholebody of Texan Ter- 
ritory, to be validly operative as far North as said 42d degree of 
North latitude. 

Besides, it will be recollected, that it was provided by the resolution 
of Texan annexation, that all States which might be formed after 
the period of its adoption, out of Texan territory, lying north of 36° 
30", should be free States; whereas, this principle, so deleterious and 
dishonoring to the South, was overthrown by the plan of adjustment, 
which, as already explained, opens the way to the admission of as many 
slave States as the people of Utah and New Mexico may choose to 
create, without the least regard to any particalar boundary line what- 
ever. ; 

Fhe District of Columbia bill, so much denounced at one time. 
every intelligent man in the nation must kuow, is merely a partial 
re-enactment of what had been the law of the District for more than 
half a century; from the operation of which no inconvenience has 
ever arisen; which law has never been complained of, since its ori- 
ginal adoption, by a single slave State of the Union. 

Theact for the recapture and restoration of fugitives from service, 
all acknowledge to be both stringent and comprehensive. [ts consti- 
tutionality is denied only by a few secessionists in the South and a 
few abolition leaders in the North. It has been faithfully, and for 
the most part, successfully enforced, and it is confidently expected 
that hereafter its execution will be still more complete and its utility 
be still more manifest. Thisisbut a tame and imperfect delineation 
of the advantages arising from the Plan of Adjustment adopted by Con- 
gress; and yet is it true that it has been destined to encounter the most 
strenuous opposition both in the Northern and Southern portions of the 
confederacy. Happily for the country. thongb, in spite of all opposi- 
tion, 1t has been able to command the hearty approval of nineteentwen- 
tieths of our whole people,and in almost every State of the Union. 
the enemies of this noble scheme of pacification and repose, have 
beea signally rebuked by enlightened public sentiment. fio eur 
own beloved State not a single voice is now heard in opposilion to a 
series of measures which, six months ago, were spoken of by thou- 
sands only inthe language of bitter*denunciation and caustic ridicule. 
Even ia the State ot South Carolina, Secession has been at last com- 
pletely prostrated, and that time-honored Commonwealth has been 
gloriously redeemed from the dominion of faction. — 

A few weeks since 1 performed the pleasing duty, as your Sena- 
torial representative in the National Legislature, of bringing to the 
notice of that illustrious body, of which I ceased on the 8thinst., to bea 
member, the excellent resolutions adopted by our State Convention 
of November last. On that occasion I embraced the opportunity of 
explaining your true attitude in regatd to the measures of compro- 
mise, aod at the same time offered a resolution, in conformity with

what I believed to be your wish on the subject, asserting’ the se- 

ries of measures embraced in the Plan of Adjustment to be “a final 

acttlement, in principle and substance, of the distracting questions 
growing out of the system of domestic slavery.” In offering this reso- 

Jution, I made known the reasons which induced me to urge it, at this 
time, upon the consideration of the Senate, which I will not now 

reiterate, lam gratified in having it in my power to say that its 

ultimate adoption by the Senate, by a majority approximating very 

elosely to unanimity, is in my judgment, almost certain. This 

resolution, when adopted, will give assurance to the country 

that the Fugitive Slave bill will be permanently retained and faith- 

fully enforced; that no Territorial Governments will be hereafter 

formed, except upon the principle of xon-intervention ;. that no new 

State will be hereafter refused admission inta the Union on account 

of the existence of slavery within its limits; thatthe Constitution and 

laws of the Union are to be allowed to operate without restraint or 

obstruction, in all our vacant territories; that the principle of exclud- 

ing slaveholders from certain portions of our territory, situated North 

of a particular geographical line, is not hereafter to be insisted upón; 

and in fine, that the whole body of measures originally united in the 

zeport ofthe Committee of Thirteen, but afterwards separated by the 

accidents of legislation, are recognized by the entire American peo- 
ple as integral porlions of one comprehensive scheme of settlement, 
which cannot be hereafter departed from, in any material respect, with- 

out a serious violation of thé principles of good faith. 

In bringing thisaddress to a.close, 1 deem it almost unnecessary-for 
me to declare the earnest desire which I feel, that the dissensions 
which haye heretofore só ynhappily prevailed among us, and which 
bave been so deeply injurious to our prosperity as a people, should 
muw disappear forever; that social concord and its attendant bles- 
sings should be once more allowed to reign uninterruptedly in our 
Midst; that party rancor shonld be made to.give place to feelings of 
brotherly kindness, and that the sentiments of-genuine patriotism 
should be secured,—a final and-permanent triumph over all the evil 
influences which have heretofore so disastrously obstructed their be- 
nign operation. 

In devoting our energies chiefly to the development of our domes- 
tic resources; in fostering to every reasonable extent, and in all legiti- 
mate modes, the various schemesof internal improvement at this time 
so plausibly urged upon our attention; in maturing and selling on 
foot some enlightened and practicable system of popular education; 
and,in redressing such inconveniences as experience may show. to 
have resulted from rash and inconsiderate legislation; we shall best 
perform our duty as American citizens, and most promote the true 
honor and happiness of ourselves and. our posterity. ZEE 
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Chief Justice Smith then administered to the Governor-elect, the 
oath of office.

‘forfeited in 1850 will cease to be redeemable on the first Monday 
of April, 1852, and those forfeited in 1852 cannot be redeemed 
under existing laws, after first Moriday in April, 1853. By the

The following communication, from the President of the State Uni- 
yersity, was presented to the House, by the Speaker, accompanied with 
the report of the Trastees of said University : 


UNIVERSITY or MISSISSIPPI, 
5th Jannary, 1852. 


GENTLEMEN! As I deem it almost certain, that there will not be 
a quorum of your Board, at the meeting in Jackson, I have declined 
my contemplated visit to that place at this time : a letter must there- 
fore supply my place. 

Y am happy to report the College in a prosperous condition. Dur- 
ing the current term, we have received into the Institution 132 
students against 105, to the same date last term. Should the acces- 
sions for the balance of this term, be proportionate to those of the 
last, we will have received 167 before the close of the term. Some 
ten or eleven have left, but none, we believe, from any objections to 
the College; most of them, from ill health. There has been one 
death among the students, since the commencement of the session; 
but the disease of which the student died, was not contracted at this 
place. In point of order, and attention to college duties, we believe 
the students of the University will compare favorably with those of 
any other institution of the kind in the Union. Still there have 
been some irregularities among them, the fruitful source of which, 
are, the liquor-vendors of Oxford. The “Five Gallon Law," as it 
has been termed, though useful, has not fully answered its end. It 
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is thus evaded: five gallons are sold, and the vendor retains posses- | 


&on of the liquor for the use of the purchaser, and doles it ovt to 
him by littles, as he calls for it. This we consider a palpable viola- 
tion of the law; but as some jurists have given a different opinion, it 
would be well for the Legislature to remove all doubt from the sub- 
ject by adding a clause to the law to meet this cass. The amend- 
ment should make it penal in the vendor, his clerk or agent, to keep 
possession of liquor sold, for the use of the purchaser—or to allow it 
to be drunk in any quantities, on his premises—or to be deposited 
for safe keeping or for any other purpose, in any place within lis 
control or occupancy. This amendment would certainly, to some 
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extent, if not entirely, stop the traffic, we have been speaking of, and 
so far, benefit the University and the people in its vicinity. > 
Something should be done if possible to prevent students from 

taking up goods on a credit in stores, without a written permit from 
their parents, guardians, or some member of the Faculty. A. law of 
Virginia forbids any merchant, tradesman, or dealer to sell to a stu- 
dent of the University, on a credit, any articles whatsoever, without 
- such a permit, under pain of thrice the sum credited. The same law 

makes the student a competent witness in the case against the mer- ' 
chant. A like law in this State would greatly benefit the University 
of Mississippi, and in time save many a parent from most exhorbi- 
tant exactions for his son’s indiscretions in trade. No merchant has 
a right to complain of such a law, for no merchant has a right to trust 
a youth without his father's or guardian's permission. Whether you, 
as the guardians of the University, will recommend such a law to the 
Legislature of the State, is respectfully submitted.

: Legislature of the State of Mississippi : ' 

The Trustees of the University of Mississippi would respectfully 
report to your honorable bedy, that this Institution is in a prosperous 
condition. Having secured the services of a learned and competent 
Faculty, they confidently expect, that under their judicious govern- 
ment, its progress, to a much higher and permanent state of prosper- 
ity, will be steady and rapid. Amongst other reasons which justify 
this expectation, they refer to the great, but regular, increase in the 
number of young gentlemen who have matriculated at the University. 
During the academic year ending in July, 1850, there were seventy- 
six matrieulations; during that ending in 1851, there were one hune 
dred and thirty-four, and since the commencement of the present 
session, up to the 5th inst, there were one hundred and thirty-two, 
oe one hundred and five at the same date in the preceding session. 

his ratio of increase warrants the expectation, that during the current 
academic year, the number of matriculations at the University wil 
exceed one hundred and seventy. 

The students who entered during the session commencing with the 
organization of the University, were arranged into the two lowest 
classes; hence there were none of them sufficiently advanced for 
graduation until the close of the session in July last. At that time, 
fifteen young gentlemen, who constituted the graduating elass in the 
University, received the appropriate academic degree. All of them 
were residents of this State; and many of them manifested gratifying 
eviderices of high intellectual endowments and ripe scholarship. , 

From the increased and rapid accessions to the members of the 
University, the Trustees were apprehensive that the dormitories al. 
ready pics a prove insufficient. With a view to supply this 
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anticipated deficiency, and to furnish ample accommodations to all 
who might be desirous of tntering the University, they have ordered 
the erection of an additional dormitory, of equal dimensions, and up- 
on a plan precisely similar to those already constructed. A contract 
for this purpose has-been entered into, and, by its terms, the building 
should be completed before September next, The cost will be about 
$9.750, When this edifice shall have been constructed, there will be 
apartments, in the University, sufficient for the accommodation of two 
hundred and sixteen students. The Trustees have not been unmind- 
ful of the important trust confided to them. They have, in all mat- 
ters connected with the University, been diligent and faithful in the 
discharge of their duties, Tn the management of the financial depart- 
ment, they have been particularly cautious, vigilant, and economical ; 
and have the satisfaction to announce to the Legislature, that during 
their control of the funds of the University, there has not been, from 
any cause, the loss of a single dollar. 

Since the organization of the University, the Trustees have, by a 
rigid system of economy, after paying the salaries of the Professors, 
and defraying the other necessary and incidental expenses, been ema- 
bled to save, from the ordinary revenues of the Institution, a sum, 
which, it is believed, will be sufficient to meet the cost of erecting the 
building above alluded to. But, in the future, from the increased ex- 
penditure, resulting from the necessary employment of additional 
Professors, the closest economy will not enable them to reduce the 
expenditures of the University below its regular income. They can, 
therefore, anticipate no surplus from that source. 

This is deeply to be regretted, as it is believed that an additional 
edifice, adapted to the purposes of a chapel, and suitable as a hall, 
wherein the annual commencement exercises might be conducted, is 
now indispensable. Hitherto, somewhat to the discredit of the Uni- 
versity, these exercises have been held in the village of Oxford, about 
one mile distant, in consequence of there being no room in any of the 
University buildings, suited to such occasions, 

The rapid progress which the University has made, its still more 
flattering prospects, and the deep interest which every portion of the 
State has in its unqualified success, regarded, simply, as an institution 
of learning within our borders, commend it strongly to the favorable 
consideration of your honorable body. But, when it is perceived that 
this Institution, if perfected according to the original design, would 
come in as.a powerful auxiliary to the successful prosecution of that 
system of common school education, which has met with such favorable 
consideration at your hands; when it is borne in mind that an estab- 
lishment of this character, in which the youth of the State may enjoy, 
at home, ample opportunities of acquiring a thorough collegiate edu- 
cation, would obviate the necessity of an annual expenditure abroad, 
for that purpose, by your citizens, of not less $200,000 ; that institu- 
tions suited to the exigencies of the State, and the times, and designed 
as the permanent means for the development and cultivation of the 
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moral and intellectual faculties of a people, are, confessedly, amongst 
the most effective agents, in attaining the just ends of civil govern- 
ment-—the preservalign of the liberty—-the promotion of the welfare, 
and the security of the progress of the citizen; and especially wher: 
it is horne in mind that, however important and indispensable the edu- 
cation imparted through common schools may be, however important 
apd essential the higher information derived from academies may be, 
the advanced condition of the population of Mississippi, earnestly de- 
mands, for her sons, the means of an intellectual culture which will 
enable them to take their positions in the front rank in the march of 
progress. The Trustees, in view of these considerations, and of the 
enlightened liberality heretofore manifested by the Legislature, feel 
assured, that the University of. Mississippi will not be suffered to fall 
short of its high destiny, for want of the necessary meañs. They, 
therefore, with confidence, request your honorable body to grant them 
an appropriation sufficient for the eréction of an edifice of the descrip- 
tion above mentioned. It is believed that the sum of $12,500. will be 
adequate for its construction, in a style becoming the dignity of the 
University of Mississippi. 

The means at the: command of the Trustees designed for the pur- 
chase of books, have been judiciously employed. They have procured 
about 2000 volumes, with some valuable maps. Among this number 
of volumes is included a handsome and valuable donation of i40 
volumes, made by the Hon. Jacob Thompson, a member of the Board. 
The Trustees, thus far, have barely laid the foundation of a Library. 
Their means are now nearly exhausted; but they trust that the gene- 
rous patriotism of thercitizens, and the enlightened liberality of the 
Legislature, will in due time, place thereon a becoming superstructure. 

in connection with this subject, the Trustees do not deem it out of 
place to notice an aet of liberality, on the part of Dr. S. C. Farrar, 
an eminent citizen of this place. Dr. Farrar has presented to the 
Board of Trustees, a collection, rare and valuable, of geological and ' 
mineralogical specimens. These specimens have been selected with 
" great care, and have been drawn from various States of the confede- 
racy, and even from foreign countries. The value of the donation is 
enhanced by some yaluable works on Geology, Mineralogy, and Bota- 
ny, which accompany. the gift. 

No purchase has been made of a chemical and philosophical appa- 
ratus, The Trustees, having the means, design, during the current 
year, to procure suitable apparatus. Hitherto, the apparatus, chemi- 
cal and geological, belonging to the Professor of Chemistry, Dr. Mil- 
lington, has been obtained for the use of the University. 

he Trustees have transmitted to the Executive, the report made 
by the principal Professor of Geology and Agricultural Chemistry ; 
and respectfully invite the attention of your honorable body, to the 
communication of Dr. Longstreet, the President of the University, 
herewith iransmitted, touching the passage of certain laws, which he 
thinks it would be advisable for you to adopt. 
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amendment of the statute in regard to the sale of intoxicating liquors, 
in the neighborhood of Oxford. It is doubtless impracticable, to pre- 
vent, entirely, infractions of the law; but it is, certainly, not difficult 
to prevent the bungling evasion of which complaint is made. 

The Trustees also unite in recommending the passage of a law, to 
prohibit the sale, toa student of the University, of goods, om a credit, 
without a written permission from the parent, ‘dian, or some-mem- 
ber of the Faculty. Experience has already demonstrated the neces- 
sity of some sech law at the University; and, as we are informed, has 
tested the great utility of a similar regulation, at other institutions

I have the honor to state as follows: E 

I have not been able to ascertain that any special correspondence 
has taken place between the Secretary of the Interior and the 
authorities of the State of Mississippi, in relation to the grant of 
lands referred to iu your resolution ; nor do I know that any cor- 

respondence on this subject has occurred bétween the Secretary of 
- the Interior and the authorities of any other State ; though infor- 
mation of a somewhat dubious nature has reached me, that a cor- 

respondence has recently been carried on, of a highly important 
character, touching this prant, between the Secretary of the Inte- 
rior and the Executive of the State of Alabama. 1 shall lose no 
lime in ascertaining whether such correspondence has actually oc- 
curred, and if such be the fact, 1 shall take pleasure in promptly 
supplying you with all the information touching the same that I 
may be able thus to obtain. 

1 do. sot at ali doubt the propriety of providing for the appointment 
of one or more special agents to aid in the location of the lands in 

gestion. 
3 The first section of the act of Congress, by which these lands 
were granted, vested in the State of Mississippi the whole of the 
swamp and overflowed lands made unfit, thereby, for cultivation, 
* which remained unsold at the period of its passage? The se- 
cond section provides that **it shall be the duty of the Secretary 
of the Interior, as soon as may be practicable,” Se,, &c,, “ to make 
out añ accurate list and plats of the lands described as aforesaid, 
and transmit the same to the Gorernor;" &c., * and at the request 
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of said Governor, cause a patent to be issued therefor.” The 
third section of the act provides that, * in making out a list and 
-plats of the lands aforesaid, all legal sub-divisions, the quarter part 
_of which is wet and unfit iur cultivation, shall be included in said 
lit and plats,” Sc. Now it is most obvious that it is at present 
uncertain what portion of these lands are rendered unfit for culti- 
- yation, in consequence of their being subject to overflow; nor will 
fhe transmission of the “ list and plats ? required to be furnished, 
.be sufficient to enable the Government of this State to ascertain 
with precision the full extent of the grant intended to be made; 
there being, as it is supposed, large quantities of these lands which 
were actually subject to overflow at the period of the passage of 
the act referred to, which were. recognized as free from overflow 
a£ the time of the original survey. This is evidently the view of 
` the subject which has been taken in Washington, and, accordingly, 
&pecial instructions were transmitted by the Commissioner of the 
General Land Office, to the Registers of the Land Offices in this 
State, as earlv as the month of November, 1850, a portion of 
which is as follows : 

“This act clearly and unequivocally grants to the several States 
those lands, which, from being swampy or subject to overflow, are 
unfit for cultivation ; inthis elass is included, also, all lands which, 

¿though dry part of the year, are subject to inundation at the plant- 
ing. growing, or harvesting season, so as to destroy the crop, and 
therefore are unfit for cultivation, taking tlie average of the sea- 
sons for a reasonable number of years, as the rule of determination. 

“ You will please make ont a list of all the lands thus granted to 
the State, designating those which have been sold or otherwise 
disposed of since the passage of the law, and the price for them 
when purchased. 

46 The only reliable data in your possession from which these 
lista can be made out, are the field, or descriptive notes of the sur- 
veys on file in your office ; and if the authorities of the State are 
willing to adopt these as the basis of those lists, you will so re- 
gerd them, If not, and those authorities furnish you satisfactory 
evidence that any lands are of the character embraced by the 
grant, you will so report them. 

_£ The following general principles will govern you in making 
up these lists, to wit: 

«When the field notes are the basis, and the intersections of the 
lines of swamp or overflow with those of the public surveys alone 
are given, those intersections may be corrected by straight lines, 
and all legal sub-diyisions of the greater part of which are shown 

- by these lines to be within the swamp or overflow, will be certi- 

" fied to the State, the balance will remain the property of the Go- 
vernment. | 

* When the State authorities may conclude to have the surveys 
made to determine the boundaries of the swamp or overflowed 
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lands, those boundaries alone should be surveyed, taking connec- 
tians with the nearest section or township corners ; or^where the 
swamp or overflowed lands are on the borders of a stream or lake, 
the stream or lake could be meandered and ordinates surveyed at 
suitable intervals, from the borders of the stream or lake to the 
margin of the swamp.or overflowed lands, and by connecting the 
ends of those ordinates next to that margin, by straight: lines, the 
boundaries of the swamp or overflowed lands can be ascertained 
with sufficient accuracy. In no case, however, should any such 
boundaries or ordinates be marked in the field, as'they may pro- 
duce difficulty in determining the lines and corners of the public 
surveys hereafter and thus lead to litigation. The selections in 
all these cases will be made as before directed. When satisfactory 
evidence is produced that the whole of a township, or of any par- 
ticular and specified part of a township, or the whole of a tract of 
eountry bounded by specified, surveyed, or natural boundaries, is 
of the character embraced by the grant, you will so report it; the 
adjacent sub-divisions, however, to be subject to-the regulations 
above given, and in every case under each rule or principle herein 
prescribed, forty acre lots or quarter-sections will be regarded as the 
legal sub-divisions contemplated by law. 

© The affidavits of the county surveyors, and other respectable 
persons that they nnderstand and bave examined. the lines, and that 
the lands bounded by lines thus examined and particularly designa- 
-ted in the affidavit are of the character embraced by the law, 
should be sufficient. 
` * Fhe lines or boundary of the overflow that renders the land 
«nf; for regular cultivation, may be adopted as that which regulates 
The grant. 

$ You will make out lists of these lands as early as practicable, 
according to the following form, one copy of which you will trans- 
mit to the land officers, aud another to this office. The lands se- 
lected should be reserved from sale, and after those selections are ap- 
proved by the Secretary of the Interior, the Register should enter 
all the lands so selected id his tract-books, as granted to the State 
by act of. 28th September, 1850, being swamp or overflowed lands, 
and on the plats enter on each tract, * State Act, 28th September, 
1850.’ Copies of the approved lists will be sent to the Registers 
for this purpose. Your early attention is requested. in this matter, 
that the grant may be disposed of as speedily as possible.”

. Sir—Since Governor Quitman’s resignation, as his successor, 
has been called to a communication from George S. Golladay, Esq., 
‘to him, recommending your appointment as a suitable agent to select 
the swamp or overflowed lands within the State, granted to the 
State hy act of Congress 28th September, 1850. 
_A previous application had been made by General Rayburn, for 
a similar appointment, to which Governor Quitman replied, that 
the Executive of this State has not the power to make.the appoint- 
ment, the Legislature not having acted on the subject, but feeling 
the importance to the State, that early action should be had, he 
«Authorized General Rayburn to go.on and make selections, provided 
lie would da so on his own responsibility, looking to the Legislature 
for his compensation and the ratification of his acts. Satisfied of 
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your qualifications te perform your duty, I would give you the ap- 
pointmeat if 1 had the power. 

If, however, you are disposed to go on upon the same terms as 
those spécified by Governor Quitman, and which 1 have mentioned 
above, to General Rayburn, you. are hereby authorized to do so, 
and you will correspond on the subject with this office.

— Afterwards, on the 29th of March last, Gov, Guion addressed a 
letter to Mr. Rayburn,in which he uses the following language: 

* Your favor of ihe 15th inst., informing me that you had 
received a letter from my predecessor, *Governor Quitman, dated 
3d February, 1851,in which he has tendered me (you) the appoint- 
ment of Commissioner, under the late act of Congress, to locate 
land for the State, for internal improvement purposes," has been 
received. 

Upon entering upon the discharge of the Execatiye duties, I 
was informed by Governor Quitman's letter-book of his action on 
this subject, and shortly thereefter ] received from Mr. Bryant, to 
whom you refer in your letter, an application for an agency for 
locating —1 informed him that the Legislature had not provided by 
law for the appointment of any such agent, but that as Governor 
Quitman had deemed the subject of sufficient importance to author- 
ize you to act in the matter, and proceed to locate the lands, provi- 
ded you would only rely for your compensation on the future action 
of the Legislature, and as I was satisfied of his qualifications, he 
might proceed to act on the same terms and conditions as those pro- 
posed to you by Goy. Quitman. i 

Since that time 1 have examined the act of Congress of the 28th 
of September, 1850, on this subject, and the instructions from the 
Commissioners of the General Land Office to the Registers in this 
State, and am satisfied that it would be premature for the State to 
appoint agents to locate the lands until the list of Swamp lands 
shall bave been furnished to this Department by the Registers ; 
those lists and field notes of the surveys will furnish tolerably good 
eyidence of the quantity of land embraced in the terms of the grant, 
and if it should be necessary to doso, they may be corrected by the 
mode pointed out by the act, and the instructions to the Registers. 
In the absence of any legislation on the subject, affer an examination 
of the act of Congress, and mature reflection, 1 decline appointing 
any locating agent or agents. 

la regard to the trespass committed on the State lands, by the 
cutting and carrying away the timber from them, 1 would be glad 
to haye the begefit of your experience and suggestions as to the 
best mode of putting a stop to them—all attempts heretofore made, 
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to prevent trespasses and punish the offenders have, I believe, been 
abortive, and resulted in nothing but expense to the State." 

Governor W hitfield, in his late annual message, referring to these 
appointments of Messrs, Rayburn and Bryant, says: “these gentle- 
men have been engaged in locating since that time, and have trans- 
mitted to this department an elaborate report of their progress.” 
The report referred to by Goy. Whitfield, was sent to the two 
hofises of the Legislature, by Gov. Whitfield, as one of the official 
documents accompanying his regular message. Not having yet 
enjoyed an opportunity of examining it, I am not prepared to offer 
any views in relation to the same. 

The official acts of Messrs. Rayburn and Bryant appear to me to 
have, at present, no validity or binding force whatever ; however 
meritorious their proceedings may have been. It will be for the 
Legislature to determine how far it may be expedient to impart their 
sanction to these acts and thus render them valid and authoritative. 

Upon the whole, I feel bound to recommend to the Legislature 
the early adoption of some suitable legislation of a nature to give 
full effect to the act of Congress, under which the swamp and in- 
undated lands within our limits became vested in the State of 
Mississippi, and to secure to the State the enjoyment of all the 
advantages likely to arise from the judicious management of the 
same —— HENRY S. FOOTE.

On the., 
contrary, Lam firmly of opinion that we have as much intelligence, - 
strict and unwayering honesty, in Mississippi, as can be found in any 
State in this Union. The State of New York has about two hundred | 
and fifty banks. Every State avails itself of the benefit of capital, by ` 
chartering banks. They develope dormant capital by this policy, and 
bring it into active operation. 

All that is asked in this- Bill is to permit private persons to use 
their own capital in a legal way. It is no State bank. It does not 
eall upon the State for one dollar. It only contemplates to permit 
men, our own citizens, to loan their money to whom they please at 
not more than seven per centum per annum. 

. The views of the majority are, as I think, radically wrong, in view 
of planting or a commercial point. They cannot prefer that gallant 
Mississippi shall be tributary to other States, when she has at home ` 
ample means for her own safety and protection.

These accoutre- 
ments were embraced in a bond of prior date, given by the officers of 
thiat company, but not issued when the muskets and bayonets were 
received by said company.

Mr. Taylor of Marshall, presented a memorial from the members 
of the Bar and Grand Jury of said county, praying that the time cf 
holding the Circuit Court may be changed; which wasreferred to the 
Judiciary committee. 

Mr. Enloe asked and obtained leave to withdraw from the commit 
tee on Claims, and from the files of the House, the claims of John W. 
Morris, and of Joshua Bartlett, sheriff of Neshoba county. 

Mr. Barry presented the petition of the owners of the Noxubee 
Turnpike, praying an amendment of the charter; which was re-com- 
mitted to the standing committee on Propositions and Grievances. 

Mr. Kennedy gave notice that he would, on to-morrow, or some 
subsequent day, introduce a bill to be entitled an act for the improve- 
ment of the navigation of Leaf River, in this State. 

Mr. Harper, from the joint standing committee on the Penitentiary, 
made the following report: 

Mz, Presipent—The Joint Standing Committee of both houses 
of the Legislature, appointed to visit the Penitentiary, and examine 
into ite condition, have, from time to time, since the commencement 
of the present session, been engaged in the discharge of that duty; 
and having made a foll and complete examination of the institution, 
beg leave to present their Report: : 

The Penitentiary seems to have been conducted in strict accor- 
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dance with the law for its general government, and with a due te- 
gard, both ta economy and the interests of the institution. Much order 
and system is preserved. Great regard to cleanliness is. also obsetv- 
wd; the comfort of the prisoners in clothing, bedding and food is 
carefully consulted and attended to; their rations being wholesome 
- ¿nd plentiful, and their garments, though plain, comfortable and sub- 
stantial. The prisoners have enjoyed almost uninterrupted health 
during the past year—only one having died; and while the govern- 
ment and discipline of the prison has beén rigidly enforced, that 
attention to its inmates which humanity dictated, seems to have been 
strictly carried out. ` 

"The last Legislature'appropriated the sum of $14,000 to be ex- 
pended by the Superintendent in the purchase of additional machi- 
nery for the purpose of extending the manufacture of cotton and 
woolen cloths. The purchase was made in conformity to the law, 
and so far as we can judge, with an eye to the public good. ‘The 
great amount of labor required in putting it up caused some delay. 
All the machinery, however, is now in successful operation, and in 
fine order and condition, and is said to be constructed upon the most 
improved plan, and works with great mechanical precision, produc- 
ing, as we are informed, with the aid of 45 operatives, about 4000 
yards of heavy Osnaburgs, 1000 yards of Linseys, and 1000 pounds 
‘of Cotton Yarn (worth at present prices eight hundred and fifty dol- 
lars) per week. | 

The goods have been examined by your committee, and found to 

be of an excellent quality. There is now on hand in Osnaburgs, 
‘Linseys and Yarns, an amount estimated at about $17,000. This 
large amount of manufactured goods has accumulated, as is believed, 
from the want of authority to appoint agencies in different parts of 
the State for their sale. As the law now stands, no such authority 
exists, and the Superintendent has been obliged to wait for purchas- 
ets t0 come to the Penitentiary, not having it in his power to ship 
the goods to accessible points where they could meet with ready sale. 
if the law was so changed as to allow the goods to be sold through 
‘agents appointed for that purpose, there is no doubt in the minds of 
your Committee, but that allthe goods could be disposed of advan- 
fageously as soon as made. The Committee, therefore, recommend 
‘that the Superintendent, with the advice and direction ef the board 
of Inspectors, be authorised to appoint such number of agents in 
ihis and other States for the sale of the articles manufactured in the 
institution, as may be from time to time thought advisable, under such 
restrictions as may be proper and necessary. 
+. "Phe Committee have had under consideration that-portion of the 
Governor's Message referred to them, recommending an increase in 
the machinery at the Penitentiary. The Committee have given the 

subject full attention. The Penitentiary has for many years past 
` been changing its operations and trying experiments, which, as a 
"matter of course,' have been attended with delays and consequent 
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ex The present experiment of manufacturing is believed to. 
be a guod and wholesome one, and we have no doubt will be found 
to be the most profitable of any whiéb has been tried; but your Com- 
mittee are in favor of testing it fully before recommending another 
outlay. About five month's time bas been lost in putting up and 
setting in motion the present machinery, If it continues to work as 
well as it has done, it will producen large revenue, and pay back to 
the 'Preasury the amount expended in its cost, before another Legis- 
lature assembles. It isour opinion that no more changes should 
now be made, bnt that the present arrangements should continue, and 
for these reasons, with all proper respect for the opinions of His 
Excellency, your Committee are opposed to any additional appro- 
priation for more macbinery at thistime. We doubt not, however, 
that a future Legislature will find it both expedient and proper to 
increase the machinery to such an extent as to give employment to 
every convict who may he placed within the prison walls. 

There isnow a large and valuable amount of public property at 
the Penitentiary, It is increasing from year to year, and is constant- 
ly exposed to fire, perhaps more so than any other property, and it 
seems to us that sound policy and a proper regard for the interests of 
the State, demand that every protection in our power should be thrown 
around thesame. The Committee therefore, recommend. an appro- 
priation of $1500 for the purchase of a fire engine, ta be kept at the 
Penitentiary, to be used in case of need, 

The main front of the Penitentiary building has been taken down 
and rebuilt in accordance with the directions of the last Legislature. 
The work seems to have been well done, and has added much to the 
appearance and convenience of the building. No other improve- 
ments are now thought necessary, except the re-cavering of the prison 
buildings used for cells, which work we are informed can be done 
by the labor of the convicts without any apprapriation for the purpose. 

The cash vouchers for the last two years have been examined with 
great care and attention, and have been found correct and properly 
authenticated. The books, accounts, papers, &c., are all kept in good 
order, neatness and accuracy, and have given your Committee the 
most ample satisfaction, The reports of the board of Inspectors and 
other officers, are made annually by authority of law to the Govern- 
or. Their«eport for the year ending November 30th, 1851, shows 
a loss of $1,413 70. This loss has occurred principally from the 
fact that the most productive operations of the prison were suspended 
about five months while the new machinery was being erected ; the 
convicts during that time, as a matter of course, were an expense to 
the prison. As this will not occur during the present year, your , 
Committee are assured, and see no reason to doubt but that the re- 
sults hereafter will show a very large gain tothe State. In order to 
make the account perfectly plain, and to show that the institution has 
in point of fact been no actual loss to the State, we extract from the 
books and reports as follows: The Penitentiary has drawn from the 
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Treasury during the fiscal year 1851, in addition to the appropria- 
tion for new machinery, the sum of 820,589 27—-$12,100 of which 
was drawn for the purchase of cotton, and the residueto pay officers, 
guards, engineer and operator of the factory, their salaries. 

Against this sum the institution is entitled to.a credit for. 88000, 
cash paid back to the Treasury, and for $14,559 73 for manufactured 
cloths and yarns on hand at selling prices at the close of the year. 
“These goods are worth their estimated price in cash, and if they 
could have been sold, and their proceeds paid into the Treasury, it 
will be seen at once that the institution would have reimbursed the 
State for every dollar borrowed during the year,and assoon as the cash 
is realized from this stock on hand, the amount will more than pay 
back the amount drawn. ‘This statement will show a difference 1n 
favor of the Penitentiary of $1,970 46, while the general statement 
of the officers for the same time, shows a loss of $1,413 70—but 
this iseasily explained. Their account is correct, and embraces all 
the receipts and expenditures from all and every source, such as pro- 
vision account, oil, fuel, &c. &c., and very properly shows a loss in 
the whole transactions of the establishment, But our object is to 
show more plainly how the money drawn directly from the Trea- 
sury, has been disposed of; and we think it will appear clear and 
conclusive from the above, that it has been fairly and judiciously 
expended for the best interests of the State. 

'To carry out the views of the Committee, the following bill is 
subjoined.

By the 8th section. of the 5th article of the constitution of the 
State of Mississippi; it is «required, thaf tlie Governor “shall from 
time to time, give'to the Legislature information of the state of the 
government, and recommend:to their considération, such,measúres as 


e mjay deem necessary and expedient;" and hy the Legislative act 
of 1830, it is" provided, “ that. at the regular session of the General 
Assembly of this State, next preceeding the expiration of the term of 
‘United States Senator, or at any other session at which a vacancy. pr 
executive AE shall -bé reported by the Goyernor; shall be 
the time of electing United States Senators" ^I have the honor 
“herewith fo report. the vacancy which has ‘récently.. occurred in the 
‘seat oceupied by myself, and'to state that the present session of Coñ- 
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ross. is one of gréat “importance, both to Mississippi and ‘the other 
ates of the‘ confederacy. On no occasion has it been more desira- 
ble that all the States of tke South’ should he fully dnd efficiently 
_represented in the senátorial branch of the National’ Legislature ; 
and yet it is trie, that Mississippi has only one senatórial representa-- 
tive now in Washitigton, ¿nd he, holding his authority by Executive 
appointment alone, is unfortunately. gentlemen who, whatever quali: 
fications his friends may attribute to him, is well known to entertain 
sentiments arid dpinions, highly dangerous'in their character and ten- 
dency; and which have been moréoyer, twice openly repudiated by 
the sovereign people of the State, in ‘two successive popular elections, 
1 speak plainly upon this subject, because I consider the occasion one, 
which demands that I shoüld ‘so’ speak. Under the circumstances 
stated, T deem it iny duty respectfully to urge upon the two houses of 
the Legislature, as eatly action às possible, in filling both the vacan- 
vies lately, occásioned by resignation. It is particularly desirable, in 
my judgment; that the State of Mississippi should be freely repre- 
sented in the" Seraté, wheh.the resolution now pending in that boay, 
declarativa” of the finality of the Compromiso, shall be acted upon. 
Indeed, T réteived information by the last mail, that the friends of 
the resolution referred to, will not be disposed to press the Senate to 
a vote upon‘the game, until the two new Senators from Mississippi, 
expected to be “elected, shall have arrived in Washington. I may 
here be permitted to say, that the introduction of this resolution and 
the debate to which it has given rise, have been productive already 
of: the happiest ' effect, in restoring a thoroughly good understanding 
between opposite sections of the Union, touching reciprocal rights 
and obligations growing, out of the system of domestic slavery. The 
"Spirit of aequiescénte in the plan of adjustment, as a final and ixre- 
vocable settlement’ of the ‘questions which have heretofore disturbed 
the ps repose, has been cónstantly gaining. ground, in every State 
of the Union, for thé last two months, m spite of every attempt which 
has been made In various modes, by designing factionists, to cause 
the true character and object of' the resolution referred to, to be mis- 
wnderstood. Leguslative bodies, party conventions, and large publie 
ineetings, have adopted resolutions in harmony with this moyement 
in the Senate. I know, in fact, of only one conventional assemblage 
which has been recently held’ in any part.of the Republic, that has . 
adjourned without, the adoption of a formal resolution of acquiescence; 
the convention: which assembled in this city on the 8th of J: anuary 
last, being the only one ‘kndwn to me, which has failed to give its 
sanction openly to th scheme. of adjustment. During the discussion 
in the Senate; upon the resolution of acquiescence, Secession-and 
Free Soil have been “alike ‘conipelled to‘unmask themselyes; and 
. both of them have grown morë odious, in proportion as their deformity 
has been exposed to the public. view. The South especially, has 
conte almost united as one Ñan, in support of the plan of compro- 
mise, and ¿he great principle of non-intervention embodied therein; 
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both of which, were at one time, so widely and unfortunately mis. 
conceived; and nothing seems now to be wanting but the adoption in 
the Senate, of the resolution there pending, by such, a decisive 
majority vote, as I feel assured will be cast in itsfavor, to bring about 
Such a state of repose, and general tranquility, as will rejoice the 
hearts of all true patriots, and give additional assurance of the per- 
manancy of our republican institutions. ` ` 

. I hope that I shall be pardoned, for venturing to offer. a few obser- 
vations here, upon a point of no little delicacy, but which I hold to be 
‘essentially connected with the subject of this message. It ig known 
bo me, and to the whole country, that a serious and unhappy disagree- 
ment has arisen between the two houses of the Legislature, in regard 
to the form of proceeding, proper to be adopted in the election of 
Senators for the two unexpired terms, and for that which will com- 
mence on the fourth of March, 1853. However decided may be the 
views which I entertain in regard to the high constitutional obligation, 
resting upon the two houses of the Legislature, to fill all three of 
these terms,.at'their present session, I do not feel authorised, in my 
official position, to apply the language of censure or disapprobation, 
to either of these bodies, on account of anything that has heretofore 
occurred; but I beg leave to suggest, that whilst the present disagree- 
ment exists, it is obvious.that no election, whatever, of United 
States Senators can take place. This being the, condition of things, 
Y hope it will not be regarded as intrusion in me, respectfully, but 
earnestly, to recommend to the members of. either house, the propriety 
of submitting for the sake of harmony, and in eonsideration of the 
great publie interests involved, to a reciprocal sacrifice of all precon- 
ceived prejudices or partialities, of a nature merely personal, which 
may now óperate in such manner as- to prolong the struggle at pres- 
ent in progress, and which seems to be 'equally unprofitable and 
deplorable. If such a compromise of conflicting opinions on this 
delicate subject, should result in bringing on the election for the two 
short terms, before any joint resolution shallhave been adopted pro- 
viding for the electing of a Senator for the six years’ term, I cannot 
perceive that any serious public inconvenience is likely to result 
therefrom; nor can I believe that any strenuons opposition will be 
afterwards presented, under suck circumstances, to. the election of a 
Senator for the term which will commence on: the fourth of March, 
1853; since it must be obvious to all, that it will be highly impor- 
tant, in every point of view, that the State of Mississippi should be 
fully represented in the Senate at the executive session of that.body, 
which "will commence at the period specified, and at which so much 
important busmess must he necessarily, transacted, embracing the 
confirmation of official nominees, and the ratification of treaties with 
foreign" powers. ., ^.

„February 29, 1852. $ 
To the Senate ond 5 
House of Representalires : 

1 have the honor to invite the eiiention of the two Houses of the 
Legisi^ture to zm official communication which 1 have received from 
his Excellency, the Governor of New Jersey, which, with the pream- 
ble and résolutions of the Legis’ature which accompany it, I am re- 
guester to lay before you for your consideration. In performing this 
pleasing daty, 1 bee leave to declere my warm approval of the pre- 
amble and resolutions referred to, and to recommend the early adop- 
tion of rescintions of a similar character by the Legislature of the 
State of Mississippi. It will be seen, on examining the New Jersey 
resolutions that they disclose, in the most unequivocal language, the 
approval of “the Senate” and “House of Assembly” of New Jersey. 
ol “rhe measures adopted by the last session of Congress, known as 
the compromise measures,” and declare “that every patriot, in every 
part of our widely extended country, has cause to rejoice in the adop- 
Bon of said meesures, as a triumph of constitutional rights over a 
spirit of wid and disorgenizing fanatieism ;* that they further declare 
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that “New Jersey will abide by and sustain the compromise measures. 
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‘and that her “Senators in the Senate of the United States,” are ex- 
pressly “instructed” and her “Representatives in Congress” are.re- 
que “to resist any change, alteration, or repeal thereof ; " that they 
eclare, also, “that the fugitive slave law is in accordance with the 
süpulations of the Constitution of the United States, and, in its pro- 
visions, carries out the spirit and letter of the Constitution, in its 
compromises, upon which our Union is founded ;" and the Legisla- 
iure of New Jersey approves “of the patriotie stand taken by the 
Executive of the United States, in declaring his determination to 
execute and enforce all laws constitutionally enacted," and give assu- 
rance that “the people of New Jersey will sustain him in so doing.” 
When we conside» that these wise, patriotic, and most seasonable 
resolutions were “passed,” (as is formally certified in the documents 
transmitted under the great seal of the State of New Jersey,) by 
“the House of Assembly” of that respected commonwealth, “and 
concurred in by the Senate, on-the same day’’—ihus showing that 
publie sentiment in New Jersey is almost wholly undivided on this 
Subject; and when we take into consideration that similar resolutions, 
or resolutions of equivalent import, have been recently adopted, either 
in legislative bodies, or by large popular assemblages, in almost every 
State of the Union. I feel that there is but little doubt that the 
dangers and difficulties through which the republic has been compelled 
lo pass within the last two or three years, are now terminated forever. 
At the period of my entering upon the performance of official duty, 
as Governor of the State of Mississippi, 1 embraced the opportunity 
presented, of informing my fellow-citizens, generally, that I had, a few 
weeks before, brought to the attention of the Senate of the United 
States, whilst still a member of that body “the excellent resolutions 
adopted by our State Convention of November last.” I made known 
ab that time, the fact that 1 had taken upon myself, in the Senate, to 
express the true attitude of the State of Mississippi, in regard to.the 
measures of compromise, and stated that I had considered it my duty 
to offer for adoption a resolution, “in conformity with what I deemed 
the wish of this State" on the subject, asserting the series of measures 
introduced in the plan of adjustment, to be a final settlement, in prin- 
ciple and substence, of the distracting questions growing out of the 
system of domestic slavery.” I then said, in addition: “In offering 
this resolution, I had made known the reasons which induced me to 
urge it, at this time, upon the consideration of the Senate, which 1 
will not now reiterate. I am gratified at having it in my power to 
say that its ultimate adoption by the Senate, by a majority approxi- 
mating very closely to unanimity, is in my judgment, almost certain. 
This resolution, when adopted, will give assurance to the country that 
the fugitive slave act will be permanently retained and faithfully en- 
forced; that no territorial government will be hereafter formed, except 
upo the principle of non-intervention ; that no new State will be 
hereafter refused admission into the Union on account of the existence. 
of slavery within its limits ; that the constitution and laws of the Union 
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-are io be allowed to operate without restraint or obstruction in all our 
vacant territory; that the principle of excluding slaveholders from 
eeriain portions of our territory, situated north of a particular geo- 
graphical line, is not hereafter to be insisted upon; and, in fine, that 

-the whole body of measures erigmally united in the report of the 
committee of thirteen, but afterwards separated ‘by the accidents of 

-Jegislation, and recognized by the entire American people as integral 
portions of one comprehensive scheme of settlement, which cannot be 
hereafter departed from, in any material respect, without a serious 
violation of the principles of good faith.” 

As this resolution is still pendmg in the Senate, and as great and 
peculiar efforts have been made in various quarters, and under the 
instigation of various motives, to cause its true character to be mis- 
understood, I beg leave to lay before you the few explanatory remarks 
which 1 made on introducing it. I said: 

“When 1 made up my mind to introduce the resolution now under 
consideration, 1 dii not expect to say anything in explanation of it. 
The phraseclogy in which it is couched is neither mysterious nor 
equivocal, and therefore 1 had cherished the hope that its immediate 
adoption by this body would take place, without any extended discus- 
sion upon the delicate questions involved therein. I trust still, mox 
confidently, that no excited or angry debate will arise on this resolu- 
tion, either here or elsewhere, and that the two Houses of Congress, 
by uniting promptly and cordially in the solemn declaration, which 
hes now been twice made by the President of the United States—thaz 
he considers the series of measures recognised as constituting the plan 
of adjustment “as a final settlement. im principle and substance, of 
the dangerous and exciting subjects which they embraced" — mil do 
their part in securing an early restoration of the friendly and frater- 
nal relations formerly existing between the different sections of this 
confederacy, and thus aid, as far as in their power to do so, in the 
suppression of a dangerous and unseemly agitation, the former pro- 
gress of which undoubtedly placed the institutions of the countrr in 
extreme peril, and involved the republic itself in more or less of dis- 
eredi. In departing from my original intention, and undertaking to 
address the Serate very briefiy at the present time, my object is simply 
io prevent any misunderstanding touching my own motives, amd coun- 
teracting certain misrepresentations in regard thereto, which 1 discover 
already to have been made. 

Mr. President, I eannot believe that there are many individuals in 
ihis body who are prepared to declare their disapproval of the conduct 
of the President in twice deliberately and formally arraying all the 
influence of eminent station and high character in favor of a scheme 
of pacification and settlement which had previously received the ap- 
proval of the two Houses of Congress, and to which he had also im- 
parted his own official sanction, but to which he was at the time aware 
that opposition of a serious and imposing character had been presen- 
¿ed in different forms, and in opposite sections of the republic. What 
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was right in itself and worthy of approbation in the President will be 
equally proper on the part of Congress; and I am prepared to show 
that still stronger reasons exist for such action as is proposed by this 
resolution than could be supposed legitimately to influence the mind 
of the Executive. The legislation of Congress upon the questions ` 
involved in the series of measures, referred to in the resolution, 
was unfortunately in its progress surrounded hy circumstances of a 
"mature calculated to awaken more or less of doubt in regard to the 
real intentions and feelings of those who participated therein; and 
movements haye subsequently oceurred, not necessary here to be spe- 
cified, which have called into existence, in the minds of the friends of 
the Union, grave apprehensions as to the intention of those who were 
originally opposed to the measures of compromise to defeat, or at least 
seriously obstruct, the faithful execution of the same now and here- 
after. The number of those, thus opposed to these measures, it must 
be acknowledged, was in the beginning by no means eontemptible, and 
‘that number, I fear, has not so much diminished of late as many 
oyer-sanguine persons imagine. It is undeniable that armed opposi- 
tion to a certain portion of these measures has occurred in more than 
one instance in particular vicinages, easy to be mentioned; and it is 
-equally certain that substantial resistance to other portions of this plan 
‘of settlement has been quite as extensively contemplated elsewhere. 
Sectional jealousies, which have existed now for many years past, are 
not as yet fully assuaged, as all true patriots desire they should be. 
Factious politicians have been industriously at work in various States 
of the confederacy to inflame the popular mind of the country, and 
to give perpetuity to that unfortunate misunderstanding which has so 
long continued between good men north and south of a certain geo- 
graphical line. Great and persevering efforts have been made in the 
free States of the North, by a particular class of political agitators, 
to array public feeling against the act for the restoration of fugitives 
from service, and scenes have occurred, under such deplorable instiga- 
tion of too ferocious and bloody a character to be more than alluded 
to on such an occasion as the present. Movements equally to be la- 
mented, in my judgment, have occurred in several of the southern 
States of the Union, the tendency of which has been, to a considerable 
' extent, to establish relations of permanent hostility between the people 
of the North and those of the South. Belonging to that class of pol- 
iticians who have uniformly looked to the measures of adjustment as 
constituting, unitedly, an equitable scheme of settlement, I have en- 
tertained a confident hope that they would ultimately receive a fair 
appreciation, as such, at the hands of my countrymen, whether resi- 
dent north or south of Mason and Dixon’s line; and I rejoice in be- 
leving that the people of the Union, apart from the selfish politicians 
who have been so ardently struggling to delude them, are every day 
growing better and better satisfied with these measures. Still there 
is something for Congress to do, in order to reconcile more tlioroughly 
‘the sectional feelings which a long course of industrious agitation has 
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engendered. Coming, as we do, into the halls of national legislat.: 
from all paris of the Union, we canne? be otherwise than preparei 
frankly to report the present condifica of public sentiment among cur 
respective consiitzenmes; and I hope that we have it in our power 
by reciprosal explanations, and by joint action of the kind contex- 
plated by the resolution under conSideration, te restore at once tha. 
fraternal understandiag anong the different sections of the Unc 
without which 1 is impossible that the government itself can be main- 
aisel, and the permanent happiness of the nation secured. Ido ru 
experi, Mr. President, this resolution to be unanimously adopted 
either in this House or in the House of Representatives. I know thu: 
there are gentlemen eonaltied, im both Houses, io a system of per 
menest oppasition io cur scheme of settlement: and it is bat reason. 
able wo expect that these persons will, both by votes anu speech:

of men pledged to resist the laws, or to keep alive agitation upon the 
subject of domestic slavery; and yet I trust that a course may be 
adopted by those gentlemen in Congress in whom I have heretofore 
eonfided, and with whom I have delighted to co-operate on great na- 
tional occasions, more in unison with the ancient dignity of the dem- 
oeratic faith, and less offensive to my own sense of propriety than 
certain proceedings which have here of late gained a somewhat dis- 
tressing notoriety. For my own part, Mr. President, I am resolved 
to hold no political fellowship with any association of men, by what- 
ever name designated, whose opinions do not harmonise perfectly with 
the opinions of that noble body of lovers of the Union whom I have 
the honor, for the present, alone to represent on this floor, What my 
worthy constituents think on this whole subject, is so clearly and 
strongly set forth in the resolutions recently adopted by our State 
Convention, that I shall ask leave to read them in the hearing of the 
Senate. ` | 

[Here the resolutions of the November Convention were read, and 
the speaker resumed.] 

These resolutions, Mr. President, as all present know, were adop- 
ted by an overwhelming majority of the body in which they origina- 
ted—there being, in fact, only three voices raised in the convention 
in opposition to them. Now, sir, you discover that the sovereign 
people of Mississippi have formally and deliberately declared that 
whilst they “do not entirely approve" the acts referred to in the first 
of the resolutions just read, yet they will abide by the whole series 
of these acts as “a permanent adjustment of the sectional controversy” 
which has been so long pending. You will observe, sir, also, that our 
convention has declared further in the sixth resolution that the people 
of Mississippi, (as proved “in the recent elections) have an abiding 
confidence that the said adjustment measures of Congress would be 
enforced in good faith in every section of the land." Such. sir, is the 
attitude of the people of Mississippi, and they have thought proper 
thus to make a publie avowal of their opinions and expectations. 
They have adjudged the measures of compromise worthy of their 
approval, and they have determined to stand by them firmly and 
faithfully. They have not attempted to mystify their position, or to 
conceal their views and wishes in any respect whatsoever. They have 
a right to expect equal frankness and fidelity to be exercised by their 
fellow-citizens in other portions of the confederacy. Through me, 
they request, at this moment, from the senatorial representatives of 
the co-States of the Union here assembled, a declaration of the wil- 
lingness of those under whose authority they act, firmly and faithfully, 
to stand by and maintain, the plan of adjustment, in all its parts. 
Will honorable senators speak out boldly and explicitly on this im- 
portant subject? or will they, by remaining silent, permit themselves 
and their constituents to be misunderstood among those whose earnest 
wish it is to reciprocate friendly sentiments with them, to be allowed 
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to approve them, and to confide fully in them ss just men and as 
patriots? 

Let no member of the Senate, Mr. President, from the South say, 
that our northern brethern need no additional assurance from us of 
our determination to acquiesce in and support the Compromise.— 
Events have occurred, as all truthful men will confess, eaiculated is 
awaken more or less of doubt as to the position likely to be assumed 
ulümately by the southern States of the Union. Let no senator 
from the North, either, declare that the people of the South have no 
right to demand from their fellow-citizens of that section of the con- 
federacy such an assurance as that imbodied in the resolution under 
consideration. Every intelligent man in America knows the faci, 
that the number of active politicians in the northern States is by n^ 
means inconsiderable, who stand pledged to agitate for the modifica- 
tion or repeal of the fugitive slave law, as itis called. There are men 
now in Congress—men who are sometimes, as Tumor asserts, per- 
mitted to come into party caucuses, tco—who are not only committed 
to future agitation in cpposition to this law, but who are known i. 
have solemnly declared their opinion to be that it is wholly unconsti- 
tutional in all its material provisions. Besides, Mr. President, it isc 
fact well recollected by us all, and one which has been the source el 
much complaint and apprehension in the South, that only a smal 
number of the members of this body representing the free States o1 
the North, were actually present at the passage of this law, so thi: 
their votes eculd be recorded in its favor. 

lam perfectly aware that several of the gentlemen referred i: 
were only accidentally absent, and perhaps all of them had sum. 
reason for not heing present, other than an unwillingness to be r-- 
cognised by their constituents as being friendly to this great and 
essential measure. Indeed, 1 believe most of them had previous 
declared their determination, either in converse or otherwise, to sup- 
port the bill. But it is, notwithstanding, true that the circumstance: 
of their being absent whea the yeas and nays were taken on the final 
passage of the bill, has been seized upon by certain persons in the 
South, hostile to the publie repose, and wielded with great effect 
against the supporters of the plan of compromise, and to the serivus 
endangering of the Union itself. Besides, honorable senators nesi 
not be reminded that the declaration is constantly made by the ene- 
mies of the Union, in different States of the South, that great danger 
exists of attempts being successfully made, at some future period, by 
our fellow-citizens of the North, to apply the Wilmot proviso to our 
vacant territories, and to overthrow by congressional legislation, the 
system of slavery in the District of Columbia. I have no apprehen- 
sion myself, and I know very well that the time has forever past. 
when either of the measures referred to could receive the sanction 
either of this body or of the House of Representatives. Bat, until 
a formal declaration shall be made, m such mode as that now pro- 
posed, of a determination to refrain from'these acts of aggression, 
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formerly so seriously menaced, it is unreasonable to expect all uneasi- 
ness on these points entirely to coase. ` ` 

Í have now, Mr. President, stated a few of the most prominent 
reasons which induced me to offer this resolution, and I will conclude 
what I have to say for the present, by declaring the high gratification 
which I shall feel at its obtaining the general support of the members. 
of this body. I shall say nothing more, unless the resolution should 
be attacked in sucha manner as to make some special defence of it 
necessary. | 

I$ should be specially borne in mind, let me repeat here, that at 
the time this resolution was introduced, several gentlemen were known. 
to be oecupants of seats in either house of Congress, (both Whigsand 
Democrats, who had been recently elected upon a solemn pledge to 
agitate perseveringly for the repeal of the fugitive slave law; a large 
body of citizens in thé great State of Pennsylvania, under the lead 
of a popular executive chief, (Gov. Johnson,) had declared this law 
to be “as open to modification or repeal, as the tariff of 1846,” 
whilst another numerous faction, whose deadly ramifications extend 
more or less into all of the free States of the North, and whose ack- 
nowledged leader.is, to my knowledge, the most active, insiduous, and 
unserapulous political manager that this country has ever known, 
had but recently, in variousforms, re-affirmed the Wilmot proviso, 
and, in the empire State of the North, were openly urging “the right 
and duty of every voter to agitate for the repeal or modification of 
any law, upon the statute book, which he did not cordially approve.” 
The publie man, who, with these striking and undeniable facts before 
him, will undertake to assert, that in the month of December last, 
universal arquiescence in the compromise measures had already 
taken place, and that, therefore, the South was not entitled to demand 
some such assurance as that claimed by me, that the fugitive slave 
law and its associate measures should remain unrepealed and unmodi- 
fied, must either be incurably obtuse of understanding, or intends to 
use the language of deception and hypocrisy in order to delude and 
to betray. 

It would seem, that a resolution introduced for such purposes, and 
accompanied with such frank and full explanations, might, as it surely 
ought to have been, adopted promptly and Without opposition of a 
fierce and factious character from any quarter. I certainly expected 
to encounter none such, and confidently relied upon bemg able to 
secure its adoption before my seat.in the Senate should become 
vacant. But, unhappily, there were several gentlemen of extreme 
southern opinions iri the Senate, and perhaps about an equal number of 
senators from, the North, who were formally committed to free soil 
and abolition sentiments—all of whom were resolved that the country 
should'haye no more quiet until some further efforts could be essayed 
to defeatthe settlement which had been so happily agreed on in Con- 

ss, At the head of the opposition movement from the South, was 
> Mr. Rhett of South Carolina, who in the course of debate did not 
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testate to avow the ardent desire which he enteriained, that the Union 
itself should be given.up in preference to submitting to the measures 
of compromiso, 1t will he recollected that this gendeman had taken 
upon himself in the Senate, during the last winter, to declare the 
farte Slave law unconstitutional, and to justly the unprincipled 
resins: do it which took place twelve months ago, in the State of 
Massachusetts. This gentiemar had said on that memorable occasion, 

= No authority within a Siate can seize 2 criminal agains the laws 
€ ansther State, but the authority of the State itself to which he has 
fied. This is the law of nations, and is acknowledged by ths act of 
1793 with respect te fugitive criminals, bui is denied with respec: zo 
fagttive Hares” 

Again, says the geniieman : 

“We word long since have had peaceably dns guarantee of th: 
Constitution or have disselved our connection with them. Asa sui 
séints— and an exclusive swbstitaie—for this peaceable smi mor: 
efficient redress under the Constitution, Congress has usarped tè- 
power cf iemswintne upon this subject.”

* You may pass your laws; but a handful of people—it does not 
require a majority—can baffle your authority in every town in the 
United States, and thus nullify your law, deride your proclamation, 
and put your Army and Navy at defiance.” 

“You promulge the doctrines here which virtually make the Con- 
stitution a nothing—its limitations mere breath. And now, when 
abolition rears its head and stares consolidation in the face, you wish 
to frown it down. It will laugh you to scorn.” 

Mr. Rhett, in the controversy of last winter upon the resolution 
brought forward by me, showed most clearly that his opposition to the 
varíous measures of the plan of adjustment, had not in the least 
degree diminished since the period of their enactment. - Several 
Senators from the free States of the North came forward to do battle 
in co-operation with him. Their efforis were chiefly devoted to 
counteracting and bringing into contempt the fugitive slave law. 1 
observe, with deep mortification, that since I left Washington, a small 
number of petitions have been presented in Congress for the repeal 
of this wise and salutary enactment; and in the House of Represen- 
latives, several strong and violent speeches have been made by over- 
heated advocates of the dangerous dogma of secession, in one of 
which speeches, I find it urged that the National Democratic Conven- 
tion, which is expected to assemble in Baltimore next June, shall 
interpolate this odious and absurd principle upon what is known as 
the Baltimore platform. I attach no very great importance to these 
proceedings; being well satisfied that the public mind of the country 
is every day becoming. sounder upon the slavery question, and that 
mere pride of opinion is at present the chief obstacle to a universal 
acquiescence in the plan of adjustment. I do not at all doubt, that 
the resolution introduced by me in the Senate, has been to some. 
extent, retarded in its progress by certain movements of Presidential 
aspirants, easy to be named, who hope, if the test of this resolution 
can be effectually avoided, to be able to smuggle themselves into the 
Presidency by a combination of free soil and secession votes. That 
the resolutions will ultimately pass the Senate by an overwhelming 
majority of the votes of that body, no intelligent observer of Congres- 
sional proceedings at all doubt. Whether its friends in the Senate 
shall deem it expedient, under all the circumstances now existing, to 
press it to a final decission immediately or to keep it under consider- 
ation, for a few months longer, with a view to the ultimate and 
complete purgation of both the old National parties from the taint of 
free-soilism on the one hand, and secession on the other, I am not 
prepared to decide. It is certain though, as I think, that its intro- 
duction and the full discussion which it has undergone, have, together, _ 
had the most salutary effect in removing: prejudices entertained in 
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regard to the acts of the Compromiso and in more fully vindicating 
the supremacy Gf the laws. Indeed, the hostility now manifested 
towards fhe various measures of compromise. is of so trivial a 
harecter, that it has become far less important to press it ¿han it was 
or seemed to be three months ago. ft is nearly as well snow 
now, in consequence of explana tions which have been made OY 
ferent members of the Senate. thet not more than fom eight to tex 
Senatorial votes oun be pos OM east against it, as i£ will be.

4 Your memorialists would most respectfully represent, thatit is with 
the deepest concern that they have-been informed of the. provisions of 
a bill tobe entitled. an act to gidnt the right of. way ta the:Mem- 


phis and Charleston Railroad Company, and for otlier purposes," now

pending before” your honorable body. Your memorialists are’ con- 
strained to say, that they regard the conditions and restrictions, pro- 
posed ta’ be imposed upon the grant adverted to, as being-so onerous 
as to render that grant useless and nugatory, and we cannot forbear 
the expression of a hope, that in view of the fact, that neither Ala- 
bama nor Tennessee have imposed any restrictions upon this great 
enterprise, In which we are all alike interested, and in consideration 
also of the fact, that neither of these States have hesitated to grant 
the right of way to all enterprises in which our sister State of Missis- 
sippi was interested, she will not insist upon terms, the practical effect 
of which might be to render unavailing to us the privilege she granted. 
The provisions of the bill to which your memorialists have taken the 
liberty of referring, seem to contemplate not that the most profitable 
route shall be pursued by the Memphis and Charleston Railroad Com- 

any; but that a certain route, therein designated as the ‘central 
route,” shall be pursued, unless it should be found, on survey, to be 
impracticable or entirely unprofitable. Your memorialists are in- 
formed, and would represent tó your honorable body, that it was the 
desire of the directory of said Company to locate the route so as to 
pass by the town of Holly Springs, in the manner indicated by the 
bill under consideration ; provided, that could be done consistently 
with directness and economy, and upon just and scigntific principles. 
They accordingly ordered a survey of that route, which was done, 
and the Engineers to whom that duty was committed, reported the 
qoute to be from ten to fourteen miles longer than by LaGrange; 
and that it would involve an additional expenditure of from three to 
four hundred thousand dollars. If we assume such to have been the 
fact, the directory, consistently with the interest of the company, and 
the most solemn obligations of their office, could not haye done other- 
wise than they did. An when it was suggested on the part of some 
citizens of the State of Mississippi, that the best route by the towa of 
Holly Springs had not been surveyed, it was proposed br the Presi: 
dent of the Company, that a new survey should be made, by Engi- 
neers appointed by both parties; and that if they should recommend 
a route by Holly Springs, or should report it as being the nearest, 
cheapest, and best route, such route should still be adopted. Your 
honorable body cannot be insensible tó the propriety, not £o say neces- 
sity, (other considerations being equal) of adopting, in the construction ' 
of works of this character, the most direct routes : a different course, 
to say nothing of the additional and unnecessary expenditure involved, 
might subjeet a work even after its completion, to a very injurious 
competition with other works, in the construction of which this impor- 
tant consideration had been qbserved; besides, at this advanced period 
in the progress of the enterprize, the construction of it having been 
actively begun, the iron rails procured for a considerable portion of 
its extent, and the route having been considered as determined upon, 
any diversion from that route might occasion great embarrassment.— 
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Té might oceur that some of the subscribers for stock, would seek to 
fivial themselyes of this objection, in order to avoid a compliance with 
the terms of their subscription, 

It is believed by your memorialists, that the bill referred to pro- 
vides no adequate remuneration for these, and other difficultes that 
might be suggested, And it isto be hoped, that, in view of the im- 

rtance of this road, as well to the people of Mississippi as to those of 

ennessee, any restrictions or conditions that might jeapordize its 
construction, will not be insisted upon by the former State. 

Again, We would ask leave to call your attention to the 4th sec- 
Hon of the bill, which would make it obligatory upon the Memphis 
and Charleston Railroad Company, under certain circumstances there- 
in specified, and in the event the central route should be ascertained 
to be impracticable or unprofitable, to coustruct branch roads from 
the towns of Ripley and Holly Springs, and, in that connection, to the 
fifth section also, which gives to the proposed branches, in substance, 
the right to sever from the main line of said road, whenever they may 
think proper to do so—provides for a separate organization, separate 
charter, &c., de, ; and at the same time would secure to them all the 
privileges of connection with the main line, which were conferred 
upon branch roads by the fourth section of the liberal act of the Legis- 
lature of Tennessee, of the 2d February, 1816, incorporating the 
Memphis. and Charleston Railroad Company. This road being an 
important one to the citizens of either State, as both parties assume it 
to be, and neither Tennessee nor Alabama having imposed restrictions, 
as before urged, upon enterprises in which Mississippi was interested ; 
your memorialists can perceive no reason why a reciprocity of feeling 
should not be observed. Surely it would be deplorable, if, instead of 
such reciprocity, States not only contigucus in territory, but united 
by so many ties of interest and sympathy, were to concur in a system 
of countervailing and retaliatory legislation ; the common evil that 
would ensue is too apparent to justify further remark. Your memo- 
rialists would therofore most respectfully ask to submit the premises 
to your consideration. l

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estimate of the amount it would cost to complete the building. He 
made his estimate, and fixed the stim at fifty thousand dollars. This 
estimate was made, as your committee are informed, without embrac- 
ing or including the furniture and necessary out-buildings and in- 
closures of the land | purchased ;- although the act which was passe 
at that session, regarded it as an appropriation which would complete 
ihe buildings entirely. Itis proper to remark, also, that this esti- 
mate was made under the supposition, and provisions of the previous 
“act, that the brick would be made and furnished by the State Peni- 
lentiary. This sum of fifty thousand dollars; was appropriated in 
1850, and has been used and applied in the construction of the build- 
ing, and that amoúnt is now exhausted. Upon examination, your 
committee find that some twenty. thousand dollars haye been and will 
be expended in the purchase of brick; and in the remoyal of a por- 
tion of the foundation, and a renewal of the same, which, owing to 
exposure to excessive rains, and for other causes, was found inzuffi- 
cient. "These outlays necessarily created a large deficit in the 
estimates, as previously made, and consumed a large portion of the 
sum appropriated in 1850. - 

In the month of July, 1850, the commissioners of the Asylum pro- 
eured ihe services of Mr. Joseph Willis, the present able and efficient 
Architect, and under his supervision the foundations were relaid of 
solid stone masonry, and the superstructure pressed forward, until the 
brick work is now nearly completed. When completed, the building 
will be three hundred and three feet in length, —the central portion 
one hundred feet in width, and four stories in height, presenting a 
front for the central portion of sixty-one feet, and the wings, constitut- 
ing the residue of the building, and completing the length above given, 
will be forty feet in width and three stories in height. "The wholeis, 
$0 far, constructed of solid brick and stone masonry, in the most sub- 
stantial manner, and as far as your committee can discover, with due 
regard to economy. When completed, the building will accommodate 
two hundred patients, and also afford the necessary rooms for the Su- 
perintendent, Matron, Steward, Nurses, and others, who will be neces- 
sarily employed in waiting upon the inmates. From an examination 
of the statistics of other States, your committee are satisfied that the 
building will be none too large. From actual enumeration, there have 
been found six hundred and sixty-three insane persons in the State of 

- Alabama; and the established minimum average is about two for every 

thousand in the other states, From these data, and such other infor- . 
mation as your committee have been enabled to procure, they are sat- 
isfied that there are at least three hundred insane persons in the State 
of Mississippi, whose unfortunate condition require such an Institu- 
tion, and call upon us to urge the early completion of the building. - 

To fully complete the building, and all the out buildings, and fur- 
nish the same, and enclose the grounds, will, from estimates made by 
the present Architect, in which your committee have every confidence, 
require the further sum of seventy-five thousand dollars. With this 
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sum, the buildings can be fully-completed, furnished and enelosed, and 

made ready for use in fifteen months from this date. After a full 
. view and investigation of the whole matter, your committee have con- 

cluded to recommend the appropriation. - They are aware that this 
sum, with the amounts heretofore appropriated, may seem to some 
members g, large amount to appropriate to such a purpose; but upon 
 xeferring to the cost of Institutions of the same kind in other States, 
such will not prove to be thecase. Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, 

‘Rhode Island, New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana, 

lllinois, Missouri, Kentucky, Tennessee, Virginia, Maryland, North 
_ Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia; Louisiana, and other States, have 
made provision by constructing Asylums for their insane ; and we see 

that recently Alabama is adopting the same course, the Legislature, at 
its last session, having appropriated one hundred thousand dollars for 
the purpose. Your committee have examined as to the cost of these 

Institutions in the different States, and find that they vary in cost from 

one to fiye hundred thousand dollars. In several of the States there 

are two or three Institutions of the kind: one in New York cost 
five hundred thousand dollars; one in Pennsylvania three hundred 
and twenty-five thousand dollars; and the one in the small State of 
- Rhode Island cost two hundred and fifty thousand dollars; whilst the 
one in New Jersey, from which our own is modelled, cost one hun- 
dred and ninety thousand dollars, —the usual estimate being, that the 
buildings, when fully completed and furnished, will cost one thousand 
dollars to every patient if will accommodate. By these estimates, the 
¿cost of our Asylum will be rather under than over the usual average. 
As to the advantages that would flow from such an institution, they 
are too plain and manifold to need or require any enumeration at our 
hands; but we will glance at afew of them, In the first place, on the 
score of simple economy, it would be a very gteat adyantage to the 
State. Thousands of dollars are now paid out annually by our citizens 
who have their friends and relatives in such institutions in the Northern 
States. This is of course so much drawn from the State that would 
be retained within its limits, if we bad a suitable Asylum here. We 
are certainly sufficiently dependant upon the North without this. 
Then, again, on the score of humanify, and the vast benefits that 
would flow from such an institution, in restoring those to life and light 
who are now lost in mental darkness, it is hardly possible to egtimate 
its value or importance, . 

' In the State of Louisiana, where the Asylam has only been in 
operation some three years, two hundred and ten patients haye been 
admitted, within that time, fifty-one of whom have been permanently 
restored and relieved, and twenty-four others partially restored, and 
discharged, whilst, as to the others, who haye heen recently admitted, 
strong hopes are entertained of a speedy recovery. And so in other 
States a very large number have been relieved and restored to their 
friends. The usual average being, where an ¿Asylum is near at hand, 
and | zesortod to promptly, that ninety cut of every hundred cases are 
cured. e 
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..,, As we have already seen, nearly every State in the Union has made 
' provision for this unfortunate class of individuals, The cold and frigid 
States of the North; where we are wont ta suppose and. believe that _ 
there is less of sympathy for human suffering than in the sunny South, 
have, without a single exception, paid money liberally out of the public 
47 , and out of the means of individuals, to allay and restore 
‘this worst of all diseases and afflictions that can befal our race; and 
shall it be-said thatthe Legislature and State of Mississippi will alone 
refuse to make provision for.her citizens, who are alike the subjects 
of sympathy, and require and, need our action in their behalf? — Your 
committee trust nob. * They are aware that objections, not without 
- reason, can be “interposed to granting such an amount at this time; 
but we are assured, and feel, as we have heretofore said, authorised 
to asure the Legislature that with this sum this great and good work 
will be compléted, and that when completed all of our citizens can 
, point to it with pleasure and pride, as a lasting monument of the 
` wisdom, humanity and benevolence of cur State; whilst to leave it iu 
its present condition would be to throw away all we have appropria- 
ted and expended heretofore, and leaye its unfinished walls a monu- 
ment of our folly. As our State advances in population, we will feet 
more sensibly the want of such an institution. It is well established 
that insanity is seldom or never found amongst rude and savage nations; 
but midst the highest civilization it is most found, and in society ib 
often seeks the most brilliant minds for its mark. But to relieve one 
such, would seem to us almost to repay all that we have or will expend. 
We are blest with reason; and to our care an All-wise Providence 
_has committed the mentally afflicted. He has constituted us their 
„guardians. Let us, then, perform the duty that has been assigned us. 
‘Acliberal and generous constituency will approve and applaud our 
_ course; and in our own consciences we will feel and know that we have 
performed an act alike generous and just. But, without dwelling 
_ further, and begging to be excused for a departure, in style, from the 
usual form of legislative reports, your committee will close this report 
- by again earnestly reeommending the necessary appropriation. _.

The message of his Exælency opens with a 
erence to the resolutions which he mamemits, ard a brief expesizion 
of them. He begs leave to declare his warn approval of the pream- 
ble and resolutions referred to, and to reeemmend the enriy adopiion 
of resolutions of a similar cheracter by the Legislature of the Mate 
of Missssppi He concludes the page and a half devoted to this sub- 
ject with this declaration: “I feel put Bie doubt that the dangers and 
difficulties through which the republic has been compelled to pass 
within the last two er three yearsare now ierminsted forever” The 
message then proceeds to repeat what his Excelleney said im his mau- 
goral address about “he true attitude of the Siate,” about the finality, 
resolution introduced by himself, &e; and so much resembles in style 
x speech which enjoyed considerable notoriety in this State during the 
past year, and which was by some denied to be a genuine speech of 
his Excellency, known as the “me and myself speech," that the un- 
densignod is happy in believing that the public mind may enjoy some 


te 
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relief after the distracting doubts, with which, for a season, it was 
harrassed and perplexed as to the authenticity of said speech, by re- 
ing confidently in the opinion that if was veritably ihe production 

ef his Excellency. 
Eight pages are filled with extracis from the speech of his Excel. 
lency m the Senate on the finality tesolutions, and the residue of the 
message is almost wholly devoted tto a defence of his course in the 


Senate, to assaults upon Mr. Rhett, and quotations from his speeches, 


lo eriticisms upon the speeches, and aspersions of the motives of those 
who oppose his finality resolutions, and with allusions to “the danger- 
Gus dogma of secession.” The extracts from the harengues of his 
Excellency, are such as his taste would induce him to select fram the 
speeches of others, and such as by his frequent use of them, have 
given him a notoriety through the Union more gratifying to a prurient 
ambition, than elevating to the State of Mississippi. 

They are similar in character, though milder in tone, fo those vio- 
leni phillipies of his Excellenes, which" have made his stay in the 
Senate an era memorable for discord, ili-feelings, und ruffianism,— 
They are such as are offensive to the feelings of a large portion of the 
people his Excellency then represented, end are such as would natu- 
rally spring from a malignant temper, exulting im party triumph, and 
embittered by personal humiliations. "The morbid anxiety of his Es- 
celleney io deft that resolution is a cunfession of his own doubt of 
its propriety, or a fear of iis being, what his Excelleney dreads more 
than bemg wrong, upopular. Ji was understoodio be designed te form 
dhe nucleus of a Union Party, er to graft upon the two national parties 
the doctrines of the compromise bills; and, if possible, io holster up 
the factitious reputation of iis author, by keeping bis name before 
the ¢ountry associated with important congressional discussions — 
While his Excellency occupied a seat in the Senate chamber, the 
franking system of Congress furnished him ample means for doi 
scattering through the Union these speeches which his organization 
prompted him to make, and which his restless propensity for embroi- 
ing himselt and others gave the occasion for delivering; but in his 
present position, he is, for the time at least, restrained from taking 
the stump, and his reliance is now upon his "faithful companions," for 
publishing what the restlessness of his temper compels him to write. 
The undersigned cannot but regard it as especially cruel that his Ex- 
celieney, in inflicting upon the Legislature a defense of his Senatorial 
career, having no connection that the undersigned can discover, with 
the office or duties of Governor, should only reiterate what all are pre- 
sumed to hare read, and should give us but a re-hash of materials 
that have lost their relish by ageand repeated use. The undersigned 
is compelled tofear that time will prove, in regard tolis Excellency’s 
messages, what has so often been affirmed of his speeches, that if the 
private assurances, matters of personal knowledge, irrelevancy, and 
invective, are stricken out, there would not be even a skeleton left, 
The undersigned cannot but feel, that if his Excellency desired the 
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eosation of strife and controversy in the Stats, uni the restomten of 
peace and harmony, he has been unwise in the administration of anb- 
dynes to the popular excitement, A renewal of the vituperation of 
the canvass, could tend bat little to conciliation aad repose. The pro- 
fessions with which ihe message closes, are little in harmony with the 
character of the extract of which the messe is maniy eommosed. 
He says, “the time for erirination and re-cranmetion bas passed by.” 
He Expresses his earnest desire “thatthe dissensions which have here- 
tofore sounhappily prevailed among us, and which have been so deeply 
injurious to onr prosperity as a people, should now disappear forever?” 
Tn the extract which his Exceñleney trensmits from his own speech 
in the Senate, we find the folowing languege: “Mr. President, i am 
resolved to hold mo political fellowship with any association cf men, 
by whatever name designated, whose opimions do not harmonize per- 


Tectly with the opinion of that noble body of lovers of the Union whom . 


i have honor for the present alone to represent on this foor.” “The 
lovers of the Union,” thus alluded to, is the State Convention af No- 
vember last—a body of whose action, if its friends are nei ashamed, 
they certainly canuot be proud. Such a reaffirmation of his Senats- 
rial opinions, bv bis Excelleney, uncalled for by the subject under 
consideration, ond dragged before the Lesislature either for Insult or 
estentation, and coupled with his plaintive appeals for repose and har- 
mony, presant such a contradiction ns in another would be shocking, 
but in his Excellency, only more and more firmly establishes bis Ex- 
eellencv's Union-wide reputation for Inconsistency Snes his Excel 
lency has thrust his finality resolution epon the Legislature. The 
- undersigned does noi hesitate io declare his conviction, that its intro- 
duction into the Senate was as unwise and unealled for, as Hs discus- 
Sion in the message under consideration, was tedious, impolite and 
offensive, His Excellency is certainly authorized io be his own jodge 
of what he will contmunicats to the Legislature, but the right of 
free consideration and discussion, as clearly belongs to members cf 
“that body, either m debate or committee. * 

The Democratic State Richis Party of Mississippi, al whom the 
wordy epistle of hi$ Excellency was launched, thas carrying on par- 
ison warfare under the guise of oficial eommunicatim. and making 
the journals of the Legislatare, the perpetual records of his personal 
acrimony and private priefe, has, since the meeting of the November 
Convention, on all proper occasions, professed lis intention to abide 
the action of that body on the subject for the settlement of which E 
was elected; ely, the course which the State would pursue cu 
aeconni of the compromise measures. When that Convention deter- 
mined to acquiesce, though the State Rights Democracy of Mississippi 
doubted the wisdom of the course, and condemned what they com- 
sidered the falsehood, sophistry, and deception, by which the people 
had been induced to adopt the cvurse recammended by those who con- 
trolled that Convention. Its action upon the subject was regarded by

Be tt enacted by the Legislature of the State of 
Mississippi, That the said Company shall have the right of way, 
through the territory of this State, to construct their said road, begin- 
ning at some point on the northern boundary of this State, and thence 
eastwardly through the State to the eastern boundary thereof, so as to 
make the western houndary line of Alabama, at any point which may 
be desired; and the said company, shall havé and enjoy all the rights, | 
powers, and privileges granted to them by the act of incorporation 

aforesaid, and its amendments, and shall be subject to all the liabili- 

ties and restrictions as imposed by the same, together with the follow- 

ing requirements. 

Sec. 2. Beit further enacted, That the monies subscribed by the 
citizens of the State, whether by the State, corporation, or individuals, 
shall first be applied to the construction of said road within the limits 
of this State; Provided, that nothing in this section shall be so con- 
strued as to prevent the said Company from putting under contract the 
whole road, whenever, in their opinion, a sufficient amount of funds 
therefor shall haye been obtained. i s 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That said Company shall not 
charge for the transportation of persons or property any higher rates 
on one part, than on another part of said road; but the tolls shall be 
uniforn and equal on every part of said'road for articles of the same 
description, whether passing in one direction or the other. : 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, That the Company hereby incor- 
porated, shall not locate their road upon the track of any other rail. 
road which has heretofore been chartered by this State, provided com- 
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panies have been organized under the same, without first procuring 
the assent by agreement with said companies, but it shall be lawful 
for the Company hereby incorporated, to acquire by purchase, gift, 
release, or otherwise, from any other company, all the righfs, privileges: 
and immunities of said companies, and possess and enjoy the same, 
as fully as they were or could be possessed or enjoyed by the company 
making the transfer. 

Src. b. Be it further enacted, When any lands or right of way 
may be required by said Company, for the purpose of constructing 
their road, and for want of agreement as to the value thereof, or from 
other causes, the same“cannot be purchased from the owner or owners, 
the same may be taken at a valuation to be made by five commission- 
ers, or a majority of them, to be appointed by the Police Court of the 
county where some part of the land or xight of way is situated, and 
the said commissioners, before they act, shall severally take an oath, 
before some justice of the peace, faithfully and impartially to discharge 
the duties assigned them. In making the said valuation, the commis- 
sioners shall take into consideration the loss or damage which may 
occur to the owner or owners thereof, in consequence of the land be- 
ng taken, or the-right of way surrendered, and also the benefit or 

vantage he, she, or they may receive from the erection or establish- 
ment of the said road or works, and shall state particularly the nature 
and amount of each, and the excess of loss and damage over and above | 
the benefit and advantage, shall form the measure of valuation of the 
said land, or right of way. The proceedings of said commissioners, 
accmpanied with a full description of said land, or right of way, shall 
be retained, under the hands and seals of a majority of said commis- 
sioners, to the court from which said commission issued, there to re- 
main of record; and in case either party to the proceedings shall be 
dissatisfied with the valuation of the said commissioners, they shall 
have the right of appeal to the Circuit Court of the county in which 
said land or right of way is situated; and shall give reasonable notice 
to the opposite party, in which event the said Circuit Court shall order 
a new valuation to be made by a jury, who sball be charged therewith 
at the appeal term thereof, or as soon thereafter as may be practicable, 
and verdict shall be final and conclusive between the parties, unless a 
new trial shall he granted; and the lands, or right of way, so valued 
by the commissioners or jury, shall vest in said Company, in fee ‘sim- 
KA so soon as the valuation may be paid, or when tendered may be 
paid, or when tendered may be refused. When there may be an ap- 
peal, as aforesaid, from the valuation of commissioners, by either of 
the parties, the same shall not prevent the works intended to be con- 
structed, from proceeding ; but when the appeal is by the Company, 
requiring the surrender, they shall be at liberty to proceed with their 
works only on condition of giving to the opposite party a bond with 

security, to be approved of by the clerk of the court where the

Src. 6. Beat further enacted, That if any person shall intrude 
upon the said Railroad, or any part thereof, by any manner, or use 
thereof, or if the rights and privileges connected therewith, without 
the permission, or contrary to the will, of said Company—he, she, or 
they, shall forthwith forfeit to the said Company, all the vehicles that 
may be so intruded on said road, and tle same may be recovered by 
suit at law; and the person or persons so intruding, may also be in- 
dicted for misdemeanor, and upon conviction, fined and imprisoned by 
any court of competent jurisdiction. :

MEMORANDUM EXPLANATORY OF DISBURSEMENTS 
-ON ACCOUNT OF THE WASHINGTON MONUMENT. 


 Jinmetliately after the passage of the law authorizing the Governor 
to-ptoctire a suitable stone, to be furnished by this State, towards the 
Monument; E was informed that the State Geological Society, of which 
Gov. Matthews was then President, had already procure um the 
quarries of Tippah county, a fine Imen of native rock, which was 
represented as the best rock in the State ; and that the society had no 
means of defraying the expenses of transporting the stone from the 
quarry, and were willing to give it up to the State on payment of the 
xpenses incurred. a ped t Cal. Cook the expenses in- 
curred in selecting the best native rock; and advanced to Governor 
Matthews, who promised to attend to the duty, a sum deemed sufficient 
to defray the expenses of getting out the rock and having it hauled 
to the issippi river-—the whole amounting to $170; and I em- 
ployed one of the best sculptors in the State, Mr. Lyons of Natchez, 
to dress arid xe the stone with a suitable device and motto. The 
wet weather and bad roads caused much delay, and the stone was not 
got out and forwarded until a short time before miy retirement from. 
office. Upon its reaching the hands of the stone-cutter, I was sur- 
prised to learn from him, that the quality of the rock was too hard 
and gritty to cut with any instruments he had, and that it could not 
be dressed and prepared without enormous expense, if at alt. I con- 
sulted with sculptors, who gave the same reply, and all attempts to 
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repare diis block of stone weré stir i settled I expended 
in these matters about $300. I have not to this date been enabled to

believe that a different spirit prevails. : 

The laws of the State-provide for a perfect organization of the mili- 
tia for all purposes, except military discipline, which your committee 
think cannot be effectually enforced or acquired by troops, until they 
aré cálled into active service, where the necessity and.advantages of 
discipline are clearly administered. . Your committee áre decidedly 
of opinion .that anything like proficiency in the use of arms, or field 
maneuyres,. will-not be attained. by the-militia of this State, under 
the present State of feeling. .A portion.of your committee have had 
some experience in active service, and believe it.is more easy to train 
a soldier whó is ignorant of military discipline, than one who has been 
‘badly taught a small portion of his duties. 

By law, there is ample provision made for the raising and organi- 
-zing independent volunteer companies, by those who haye an ardor 
and taste for the millitary profession; and your committee in conclu- 
sion riel recommend. al volunteer companies to the care and con- 
sideration of the Legislature, believeing that this is. the best possible 
mode of diffusing à love amongst the péople for martial exercises, and 
a knowledge of tactics. ! : .

a. Speaker: The joint select committee of both Houses, who 
were directed to examine the State Arsenal and Public Arms, have 
performed the duty assigned them as well as circumstances would 
allow ; and haye instructed me to report as follows : 

Tt will appear fromthe report of the Quarter-Master General, under 
date of the 22d of January, 1852, as well as from examination of your 
committee, that the Arsenal in its present State, is not sufficiently 
Secure to keep safely the publie arms and aceoutrements in deposit 
there; and that some repairs to the doors, windows, and other parts 
of the building, are necessary to be done, which can be made at a 
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trifling expense. The committee have also examined the condition 
of the otdnance, arms, and accoutrements, now in the Arsenal, and 
leave to refer to the report of the Adjutant-General for the time 
bemg, for a schedule of them and their condition, which we think, in 
general, is correct, and which we approve, Tt has also been. made the 
duty of. the committee to make Inquiry in relation to the arms fur- 
-nished the different volunteer companies of the State, and other public 
arms at various points. We have a statement of L. Julienne, Adju- 
tant-General of the State, which accompanies this report, that shows 
from the 6th March, 1856, up to this date, there has been furnished 
io the various volunteer companies:

It would seem very few, if any, of these arms have been returned 
‘to this State; and from the Report of the Adjatant-General, of the 
15th Jenuary, 1852, many of them in various counties, where the 
"volunteer companies have been dishanded, and ready to-be appropri- 
-ated by any one who may chóose to possess them. Your committee 
are not advised how maty are in this condition, but believe that the 
larger portion of them are. That these arms should be speedily col- 
lected and returned to the Arsenal, your committee cannot doubt; and 
they, therefore, recommend that the Quarter-Mastér General be au- 
thorized and empowered by law to appoint such agent or agents as he 
may deeni necessary for this purpose; and that he be authorized to 

draw upon the Treasurer for the amount requisite to pay any agent 
or agents, and the further sum expended in the transportation of said 
arms from the place where found to the seat of Government.

the power ought not to be exercised. The Criminal Court referred 
to in the Thomas case, embraced the whole county and district, and 
was certainly obnoxious to fewer objections than the proposed Court 
for the Jackson beat of Hinds county. For instance, as we have be- 
fore stated, the Constitution provides that the State shall be laid off 
into convenient districts to be composed of not less than three 
counties, nor more than twelve, Thus, it will be seen, that the pro- 
posed Court will not come within that particular provision of the 
Constitution, nor does your committee believe that this body has 
power to establish such Court by virtue of that clause in the Con- 
atitution which authorizes the Legislature to establish “such other 
inferior Courts as they may deem proper,” &c., because it is provided 
that the Clerks of the Circuit, Probate, and other inferior Courts, 
shall be elected by the qualified voters of the respective counties— 
thereby clearly indicating, as your committee believe, that no such 
Court should ever be established that embraced within its Jurisdiction 
a less area than a county. If this Court be established, it will embrace 
but a very amall portion of the county of Hinds, and if a Clerk be 
elected in that small district, as the bill proposes, such Clerk will not 

be elected as provided for by the Constitution.
